The  trained  business 
man  is  very  much  needed  in  the  school 
department,  where  there  are  only  five 
members,  according  to  the  new  charter, 
for  next  year. 

Mr.  Cotter  is  a  young  shoe  manufac- 
turer, active  and  progressive,  and  has 
an  interest  in  the  public  schools,  not  only 
in  a  general  sense,  but  in  a  personal  way, 
because  of  four  children  attending  the 
schools.  He  has  an  all  round  ability  for

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PROTECTING    SAVINGS 

String-ent  Measures  Necessary  to 
Safeguard  Depositors 

It  is  said  that  owing  to  the  Southbridge 
and  South  Framingham  disasters  of  last 
year  and  the  opportunities  for  steahng 
by  clerks  in  banks  occupying  small  posi- 
tions, that  Arthur  B.  Chapin,  Bank  Com- 
missioner, has  prepared  a  new  set  of 
rules  and  regulations  governing  the  ex- 
amination of  every  savings  bank  in  the 
State  by  employees  of  his  department. 
No  official  or  employee  of  the  bank  will 
be  permitted  to  assist  the  examiner  in 
anyway,  unless  with  the  approval  of  the 
Bank  Commissioner,  as  to  the  scope  of 
the  assistance  to  be  had,  the  examiner 
being  obliged  to  make  a  detailed  report 
of  such  assistance.  This  exammination 
will  not  only  include  checking  up  the  li- 
abihtiesof  the  bank,  but  also  going  over 
the  assets  thoroughly,  and  all  books  and 
securities  of  the  bank.  While  these 
rules  governing  the  exammination  of 
banks  are  to  be  appreciated;  there  is 
still  another  tremendously  important 
matter  involved  in  the  carrying  on  and 
conducting  of  the  business  of  Savings 
Banks, — that  is  personal  loans  on  per- 
sonal securitj'. 

The  law  permits  deposits  in  savings 
banks,  and  the  income  derived  therefrom, 
to  be  invested,  among  other  things,  in 
loans  on  personal  security  of  several 
kinds  specified  by  law,  among  them  be- 
ing a  note  which  is  the  joint  and  several 
obligation  of  three  or  more  "responsi- 
ble" citizens  of  this  Commonwealth,  or 
a  note  of  a  corporation  incorporated  in 
this  Commonwealth  with  one  or  more 
"substantial"  sureties  or  endorsers,  or 
of  a  manufacturing  corporation  with  a 
commission  house  as  surety  or  endorser, 
provided  that  such  commission  house  is 
incorporated  in  this  Commonwealth,  or 
has  an  established  place  of  business  and 
a  partner  resident  therein,  or  a  note  of 
other  associations  or  corporations  under 
certain  provisions  and  restrictions. 

The  public  in  general,  including  depos- 
itors in  savings  banks,  have  no  concep- 
tion of  the  thousands  of  dollars  loaned 
by  the  trustees  of  savings  banks  to  per- 
sons and  corporations  upon  such  endorse- 
ments. The  trustees  being  the  sole 
judge  as  to  whether  the  parties  to  the 
loan  are ' 'responsible"and  '  'substantial' ' 
and  they  are  also  about  the  only  ones 
that  know  that  the  loan  has  been  made. 

When  a  savings  bank  makes  a  loan 
upon  the  first  mortgage  of  real  estate 
the  mortgage  is  recorded   at  the  regis- 


try of  deeds  for  the  county  in  which  the 
loan  is  made.  The  amount  of  the  loan 
and  the  interest  thereon  can  be  readily 
ascertained  and  the  security  being  real 
estate  is  easily  located  and  an  approxi- 
mate value  of  the  same  can  be  ascer- 
tained at  a  glance.  Furthermore  the 
bank  cannot  loan  a  sum  exceeding  60% 
of  the  value  of  such  real  estate,  and  if 
the  loan  is  made  on  unimproved  and  un- 
productive real  estate  the  amount  loaned 
thereon  shall  not  exceed  40%  of  the  val- 
ue of  such  real  estate.  Not  only  that, 
but  not  less  than  two  members  of  the 
board  of  investors  shall  certify  on  the 
application  for  the  loan,  according  to 
their  best  judgment,  the  value  of  the 
premises  to  be  mortgaged.  Practically 
the  whole  transaction  appears  as  a  mat- 
ter of  record.  This  is  not  so  in  the 
matter  of  personal  loans,  and  it  is  from 
this  mysterious  and  hidden  source  that 
a  crash  might  some  day  come  upon  even 
the  depositors  in  savings  banks. 

There  is  a  growing  feeling  that  there 
should  be  some  public  record  of  this 
class  of  loans  by  savings  banks,  just  the 
same  as  a  record  is  made  of  notes  se- 
cured by  mortgage  of  real  estate. 

So  far  as  can  be  learned  losses  to  sav- 
ings banks  upon  notes  by  reason  of  the 
makers  or  endorsers  becoming  financially 
worthless,  have  happily  been  compara- 
tively few,  and  the  investment  commit- 
tees of  banks  have  evidently  been  ex- 
tremely cautious  and  careful  in  making 
such  loans,  but  that  does  not  alter  the 
fact  that  disaster  is  possible,  and  it  is 
generally  felt  that  if  these  loans  had  to 
be  recorded,  even  an  extremely  careful 
investigating  committee  would  be  still 
more  careful. 

As  savings  banks  contain  the  earnings 
and  savings  of  the  working  class  and 
people  of  moderate  means,  their  funds 
should  be  protected  by  every  known 
modern  safeguard  as  these  depositors 
cannot  afford  a  loss. 

It  will  be  interesting  to  note  in  the 
report  of  the  bank  commissioner  for 
1909,  the  amount  of  money  loaned  to 
persons  and  corporations  unknown  ex- 
cept to  the  bank  official.  One  savings 
bank  in  Lynn  according  to  this  report 
has  loaned  at  the  average  rate  of  4.26 
per  cent,  the  sum  of  $1,805,550.00, 
another  at  the  average  rate  of  4.11  per 
cent,  $1,724,720.00;  and  the  personal 
loans  of  still  another  local  savings  bank 
are  at  the  average  rate  of  4.89  per  cent 
the  sum  of  $87,479.67  making  the  gigan- 
tic total  of  $3,  617,  749.67  out  on  per- 
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sonal  loans  by  the  three  Lynn  savings 
Banks  in  1909. 

This  amount  is  exclusive  of  real  estate 
loans  and  what  are  known  in  savings 
banks  as  "other  loans." 

Every  precaution  should  be  taken  to 
secure  the  payment  of  these  tremen- 
dous amounts,  let  out  as  personal  loans, 
and  to  protect  the  hard  earnings  of  the 
thrifty  working  people  of  the  Common- 
wealth. 

The  savings  bank  system  of  banking, 
above  all  others,  should  be  put  beyond 
the  least  element  of  risk  or  danger. 

Trust  Companies  are  apparently  in- 
tended to  have  more  leeway  in  the 
investments  of  funds  and  such  corpora- 
tions may,  subject  to  some  few  restric- 
tions, advance  money  or  credits,  whether 
capital  or  general  deposits,  on  real  prop- 
erty situated  within  this  Commonwealth 
and  on  personal  security  on  terms  that 
may  be  agreed  upon.  They  may  also 
invest  money  or  credits,  whether  the 
capital  or  general  deposits,  in  stocks, 
bonds  or  other  evidences  of  indebtedness 
of  corporations. 

At  the  time  of  the  publication  of  the 
of  the  last  report  of  the  bank  commis- 
sioner for  1909  there  were  under  the  su- 
pervision of  that  department  189  savings 
banks  in  this  Commonwealth,  showing 
total  deposits  of  $797,639,622.66  ;  53 
trust  companies  having  total  assets  of 
$334,437,384.03  and  140  co-operative 
bankshavingtotalassetsof  $55, 945,634.17. 
The  number  of  open  accounts  in  Savings 
Banks  was  $2,040,894.  and  the  average 
of  each  account  was  $.364.11. 

With  this  tremendous  amount  of  mon- 
ey on  deposit  belonging  to  the  people  of 
the  Commonwealth  and  upon  the  judg- 
ment of  individuals  making  up  bank 
investing  boards  subject  to  investments 
upon  mortgages  of  real  estate  and  per- 
sonal loans  secured  by  personal  security 
and  endorsements,  it  is  not  asking  too 
much  for  the  commonwealth  to  step  in 
and  throw  the  mantle  of  extraordinary 
protection  around  the  life  savings  of  her 
people,  even  to  the  extent  of  recording 
all  personal  loans  in  the  same  manner 
that  is  now  required  for  loans  secured  by 
mortgage  of  real  estate.  Protect  the 
savings  banks  at  all  hazards.

The 
writer  was  a  passenger  on  car  No.  887 
recently,  when  it  was  quite  possible  for 
the  car  to  be  used  for  farming  purposes, 
for  beneath  the  seats  was  a  nucleus  for 
an  excellent  potato  patch.

WHY    HE  SHOULD  BE   SUPPORTED   FOR  RE-NOMINATION   UNDER   THE 
NEW  CHARTER— HIS  RECORD  AS  LYNN'S  CHIEF  EXECUTIVE. 


Of  the  candidates  whose  names  have 
been  presented  for  Mayor  to  the  voters 
of  Lynn,  Ex-Mayor  Eastham  is  looked 
upon  as  the  most  available. 

Ex-Mayor  Eastham  has  a  record  as 
executive  official  of  the  city  which  is 
altogether  satisfactory.  It  would  be 
singular  if  an  ex-mayor  had  not  attrac- 
ted criticism  and  differences  of  opinion, 
but  it  is  believed  to  be  a  fact  that  Mr. 
Eastham  made  a  record  which  entitled 
him  to  the  reputation  of  being  an  honest, 
straightforward  and  capable  mayor. 


With  this  as  a  basis,  it  is  believed  that 
the  citizens  of  Lynn,  regardless  of  party 
affiliations,  should  support  Mr.  Eastham. 
He  has  a  thorough  knowledge  of  muni- 
cipal affairs,  having  served  in  the  com- 
mon council  and  board  of  aldermen,  be- 
ing president  of  each  body,  and  also  as 
mayor  in  1903-1904-1905. 

Mr.  Eastham  was  one  of  the  sponsors 
for  the  new  city  charter,  gave  the  rea- 
sons for  his  faith  to  the  voters  of  Lynn, 
and  they  decided  in  accordance  with  his 
suggestions,  which  is  another  excellent 
reason  why  he  should  be  elected  mayor, 


because  it  is  not  felt  to  be  for  the  inter- 
ests of  Lynn,  to  have  for  mayor,  one 
who,  at  heart,  is  opposed  to  the  new 
charter. 

Ex-Mayor  Eastham  is  always  loyal 
and  true  to  an  obligation,  never  making 
promises  that  he  cannot  fulfill;  he  has 
ability  to  discuss  and  patience  to  con- 
sider public  questions,  and  when  mayor, 
appeared  before  his  fellow  citizens  on 
every  proper  public  occasion  whether  to 
discuss,  in  the  open,  questions  of  public 
policy,  or  with  dignity,  represent  the 
city.  In  fact,  he  was  a  chief  magistrate 
of  whom  the  community  was  proud  and 
who  did  his  duty  justly  and  fearlessly. 
Under  existing  conditions  he  seems  to 
be  almost  an  ideal  candidate  because 
experience  is  so  much  needed  in  connec- 
tion with  the  added  responsibility  under 
the  new  charter. 

During  the  three  years  Mr.  Eastham 
was  mayor  he  was  a  very  considerable 
factor  in  municipal  developments,  and 
among  other  improvements  during  his 
three  administrations,  were  the  changing 
over  of  the  children's  home  into  a  hospital, 
the  building  of  the  Bruce  school,  and  the 
Ward  5  engine  house,  also  the  High 
Rock  Tower,  and  the  manual  training 
school.  He  was  instrumental  in  install- 
ing the  modern  fire  alarm  electric  sys- 
tem and  the  placing  of  $10,000  worth  of 
wire  underground, 

Ex-Mayor  Eastham  had  influence  in 
the  legislature,  and  was  always  on  hand 
at  the  State  House  when  matters  of 
interest  to  Lynn  were  under  considera- 
tion. He  urged  the  legislature  to  give 
Lynn  the  right  to  control  all  brooks 
running  through  the  city  and  this  action 
abated  many  nuisances  in  the  westerly 
section  of  Lynn.  He  reduced  danger 
to  traffic  and  individuals  by  cutting  off 
the  city  hall  lawn  and  making  City  Hall 
Square  imposing  and  important,  as  it 
is  at  present.  He  changed  the  method 
of  keeping  accounts  in  the  police,  fire 
and  school  departments,  making  it  pos- 
sible to  have  knowledge  of  their  financial 
standing  at  short  notice.  One  of  the 
noticeable  features  of  Mayor  Eastham's 
administration  was  the  re-organization 
of  the  fire  department,  one  of  the  most 
important  things  ever  done  for  the 
welfare  of  the  city  of  Lynn.     To-day, 
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through  Mayor  Eastham's  efforts,  the 
Lynn  fire  department  is  a  model  of 
efficiency  and  thoroughness. 

Another  point  in  favor  of  Mayor 
Eastham  is  the  fact  that  he  paid  the 
running  expenses  of  Lynn  on  the  $12 
allowed  by  law,  having  no  deficit  for  the 
years  of  1904  and  1905. 

There  are  many  other  commendatory 
features  of  the  three  years'  administra- 
tion of  Mayor  Eastham,  one  of  which 
is  indicated  by  the  borrowing  capacity 
of  1903,  which  was  in  round  numbers 
$162,000.  After  he  had  served  one  year 
as  mayor  the  borrowing  capacity  was 
nearly  $174,000.  After  two  years'  service 
as  mayor  the  borrowing  capacity  was 
over  $2i:5,0C0. 

The  history  of  Mayor  Eastham's  ad- 
ministrations shows  good  work  done  for 
the  permanent  welfare  of  the  city. 
Much  street  paving  was  done— fifteen 
thousand  dollai's'  worth  in  one  year  and 
$40,000  in  another,  and  a  vast  amount 
of  curbstone  and  new  sidewalk  work. 
Also,  bitulithic  paving  was  commenced 
in  1904  under  Mayor  Eastham's  adminis- 
tration. 

All  through  his  service  as  mayor,  Mr. 
Eastham  was  a  hard  and  intelligent 
worker  for  the  welfare  of  the  city.  He 
was  obstinate  to  the  extent  of  never  be- 
ing "worked"  for  this  or  that  improve- 
ment which  was  backed  by  personal  in- 
terests. He  served  the  city  from  Wyoma 
to  Tower  Hill,  considering  public  im- 
provements on  the  basis  of  their  worth 
to  the  whole  city,  and  not  to  any  locality. 
In  fact,  the  writer  recollects  some  West 
Lynn  people  objecting  to  Mayor  East- 
ham's administration  atone  time,  because 
he  did  not  do  something  or  other  in  that 
part  of  the  city  (where  he  resided),  and 
this  fact  well  demonstrates  the  broad 
and  liberal  policy  which  governed  him  as 
Lynn's  chief  executive. 

The  voters  should  see  to  it  that  such 
a  competent  and  capable  candidate  is 
returned  under  the  new  charter. 

According  to  the  Bookman  the  six 
books  which  sold  the  best  in  order  of  de- 
mand during  the  past  month  were  :  The 
Rosary,  The  Wild  Olive,  Simon  the  Jes- 
ter, The  Window  at  the  White  Cat, 
Nathan  Burke,  and  A  Modern  Chronicle. 

That  sounds  familiar— the  talk  of 
President  Mellen— that  the  Boston  and 
Maybe  Railroad  is  out  of  politics.  It  is 
just  as  familiar  as  the  excuses  given  for 
issuing  more  stock.

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GOVERNMENT  BY  COMMISSION 

Experience  Will  Tell  Us  Some  Thingrs 
Beg-arding-  the  New  Muniucipal  Flan 

Lynn  is  to  experiment  with  a  new 
charter, —  Goverment  by  commission. 
We  know  not  at  present  the  identity  of 
the  individuals  who  are  to  govern  us, 
and  even  the  leading  charter  makers  and 
exponents  of  Plan  1  cannot  tell  what 
some  clauses  in  their  instrument  really 
mean,  nor  how  matters  are  to  be  taken 
care  of  that  are  not  provided  for  in  the 
Plan  1  draft.  The  "imperfections"  in 
this  heretofore  proclaimed  "perfect" 
document  grow  day  by  day.  Already 
suggestions  of  amendments  and  ordi- 
nances rapidly  follow  one  another.  If 
one-tenth  of  them  are  ever  adopted  the 
charter  will  look  like  a  crazy  quilt. 
There  will  have  to  be  some  alterations 
and  additions,  however.  What  kind  of 
a  prize  have  we  drawn  in  this  lottery? 
The  Review  sincerely  hopes  it  is  the 
capital  prize.  Time  and  time  only  can 
tell.  The  size  of  the  vote,  less  than  50 
per  cent,  of  the  voters  taking  the  trouble 
to  go  to  the  polls,  is  to  be  regretted. 

Whatever  doubt  existed  as  to  which 
charter  would  pass  muster  on  Oct.  11, 
that  doubt  was  removed  in  the  minds  of 
those  who  followed  the  trend  of  local 
events,  when  Mayor  Rich  announced 
that  if  Plan  1  was  adopted,  he  would  not 
again  be  a  candidate  for  office  and  refuse 
to  live  longer  in  Lynn.  With  this 
announcement,  hundreds  of  voters  for- 
got the  merits  or  differences  of  any  of 
the  charter  plans,  and  with  the  sole  pur- 
pose of  ridding  the  office  of  mayor  and 
the  city  of  Lynn  of  one  of  the  greatest 
combinations  of  sham  and  insincerity 
that  ever  occupied  the  mayor's  chair, 
voted  Plan  1  blindly,  and  if  the  vote  cast 
had  been  larger,  the  percentage  in  favor 
of  Plan  1,  for  this  reason  alone,  would 
correspondingly  increase.  Even  the 
over  worked  cry  against  the  city  hall 
"Ring"  was  almost  forgotten  when  the 
mayor  uttered  his  "threat."  Mayor 
Rich  never  played  fair  with  the  old 
charter.  Neither  did  he  play  fair  with 
Plan  2,  and  even  in  the  face  of  his 
promise  to  the  public  to  leave  Lynn  if 
Plan  1  was  adopted,  he  is  loitering  in  the 
vicinity  of  the  Plan  1  band  wagon. 

At  his  door  the  suppoi'ters  of  the  old 
charter  and  Plan  2  lay  one  of  the  main 
causes  for  the  change.  The  "joke"  is 
really  on  the  present  city  officials  whom 
he  was  going  to  save.  If  he  stuck  to 
amending  the  old  charter  he  would 
have  brought  the  issue  down  to  the  old 


charter  amended,  as  against  Plan  1,  or  if 
he  kept  his  promise  to  the  commission 
appointed  by  himself  that  drew  Plan  2, 
he  would  have  brought  the  issue  direct- 
ly and  solely  to  Plan  2  against  Plan  1, 
but  he  "trimmed"  them  both.  Plan  1 
supporters  were  the  best  organized  in 
the  first  place.  He  divided  the  oppo- 
sition to  Plan  1,  and  then  to  complete  the 
disaster  to  the  present  office  holders,  he 
conceitedly  injected  himself  personally 
into  the  campaign  as  an  issue  by  his 
announcement  that  he  would  retire,  so 
that  the  present  city  government  was 
wiped  out.  It  is  up  to  him  to  make  one 
desperate  effort  to  keep  his  word  in 
something  at  least,  and  quietly  take  up 
his  permanent  residence  at  Lynnfield, 
and  at  that  he  would  not  be  spending  much 
more  time  there  than  he  has  been,  in  the 
past.  In  fact,  he  actually  scuttled  the 
political  ship  for  the  city  hall  crew.  He 
was  neither  one  thing  nor  the  other  in 
this  charter  storm  when  the*crew  lost. 
While  it  may  be  all  for  the  best  the  offi- 
cials affected  have  him  to  thank  for 
being  one  of  the  principal  losing  factors. 

Charter  revision  was  adopted  by  vote 
4600  Yes  to  2374  No.  Plan  1,  3749— 
Plan  2,  2971.  Many  citizens  for  as  many 
different  reasons  sincerely  believe  in 
Plan  1.  In  addition  there  are  always 
many  who  may  be  depended  upon  to  vote 
for  any  kind  of  a  change. 

The  municipal  council,  is  to  consist  of 
five  members,  to  wit,  a  mayor,  who 
shall  be  the  commissioner  of  public 
safety;  a  commissioner  of  finance,  a 
commissioner  of  streets  and  highways, 
a  commissioner  of  water  and  water 
works,  and  a  commissioner  of  public 
property. 

The  school  committee  is  to  consist  of 
the  mayor  and  four  other  members. 
All  the  above  officers  shall  be  elected  at 
large  for  terms  of  two  years,  unless  it 
be  otherwise  provided  in  the  charter. 

At  ten  o'clock  in  the  forenoon  of  the 
first  Monday  of  January,  1911,  the  city 
council,  mayor,  board  of  aldermen  and 
common  council ,  board  o  f  public 
works  and  public  water  board  shall  be 
abolished;  the  terms  of  office 
which  the  present  mayor,  aldermen, 
common  councilmen,  members  of  the 
board  of  public  works,  school  committee 
and  public  water  board  are  now  serving 
shall  terminate;  and  except  as  is  it  other- 
wise provided  in  the  charter,  all  the  pres- 
ent powers  and  duties  of  the  mayor, 
board  of  mayor  and  aldermen,  board  of 
aldermen,  city  council,  common  council, 
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board  of  public  works  and  public  water 
board  shall  devolve  upon  and  be  exer- 
cised and  performed  by  the  municipal 
council.  At  the  aforesaid  time,  the 
board  of  assessors  shall  become  an  ap- 
pointive board,  and  shall  be  subject  to 
all  the  provisions  of  the  act  relative  to 
appointive  boards.  The  municipal  coun- 
cil shall  be  the  judge  of  the  election  of 
its  own  members. 

The  charter  further  provides,  in  a  gen- 
eral way,  for  the  meetings  of  the  muni- 
cipal council.  The  powei'S  already 
referred  to  include  the  exclusive  man- 
agement and  control  of  the  public  library, 
and  the  naming  of  the  trustees  and 
removal  of  them  for  cause,  publicity, 
for  contracts,  publishing  of  monthly 
statements,  penalty  for  any  official  par- 
ticipating in  contracts,  and  the  division 
of  the  various  departments  and  their 
powers  and  duties. 

It  also  provides  for  the  recall,  initative 
and  referendum.  In  other  words  brief- 
ly summarized  our  next  goverment  is  a 
''Commission  to  consist  of  five  members," 

Plan  1  is  the  choice  of  the  people.  We 
sincerely  hope  it  will  justify  their  con- 
fidence. 

It  does  not  take  the  average  woman 
a  very  great  while  to  learn  where  she 
can  get  the  most  for  her  money  in  style 
and  service  when  it  comes  to  wearing- 
apparel,  and  scores  of  women  in  Lynn 
and  vicinity  have  found  out  that  to  trade 
at  the  Melville  stores  is  to  fill  their  most 
exacting  demands  in  this  direction.

In  response  to  the  urgency  of  friends, 
Mrs.  May  L.  Sheldon,  member  of  the 
present  school  board,  has  agreed  to  be 
a  candidate  for  the  new  board.  Mrs  Shel- 
don is  a  graduate  of  the  Boston  Normal 
School,  was  formerly  a  teacher,  and  is 
therefore  familiar  with  the  practical 
worth  of  a  school-room.  As  she  has 
followed  the  problems  presented  to  the 
school  board  with  unflagging  interest 
for  the  last  fifteen  years,  she  is,  in  a 
measure,  prepared  to  face  the  issues 
which  will  confront  the  new  board. 

We  used  to  hear  once  about  those  poli- 
tical generals  that,  individually,  "elec- 
ted Rich."  They  must  have  been  sleep- 
ing in  the  warm  October  sun  at  the  Lynn- 
field  camp  instead  of  being  on  the  job, 
when  his  Honor  was  so  thoroughly 
counted  out  in  the  charter  fight.

Regulation  38  is  hereby  amended  by 
adding  the  following  as  Article  VI,  Sec- 
tion 1: 

No  person,  by  himself  or  by  his  ser- 
vant or  agent,  or  as  the  servant  or  agent 
of  any  other  person,  firm  or  corpora- 
tion, shall  in  the  city  of  Lynn  sell,  ex- 
change or  deliver  any  milk,  skimmed 
milk  or  cream  which  contains  more  than 
500,000  bacteria  per  cubic  centimeter  or 
which  has  a  temperature  higher  than  50 
degrees  Fahrenheit. 

Adopted  by  the  board  of  health  of  the 
City  of  Lynn,  September  7,  1910.

Indications  that  the  Mayor  Will  Get  It, 
Biit  Where? 

The  Review  has  never  had  any  doubt 
that  Mayor  Rich  would  again  be  a 
candidate.  We  were  not  foolish  enough 
to  take  any  promise  of  his  seriously— 
but  no  definite  announcement  has  been 
made  at  this  writing. 

When  His  Honor  repeatedly  announced 
that  if  plan  one  was  adopted,  he  would 
not  be  a  candidate,  people  who  have  re- 
gard for  their  word  felt  that  the  mayor 
had  burned  his  bridges. 

Such  would  be  the  situation  in  the  case 
of  a  man  who  says  what  he  means,  and 
means  what  he  says.  We  felt  that  the 
energies  of  the  mayor  and  his  lieutenants 
would  be  strained  even  to  the  breaking 
point  to  find  a  way  to  dodge  that  prom- 
ise, made  "on  honor"  to  the  public, 
instead  of  trying  to  keep  faith  with  them. 

The  mayor  has  been  waiting  patiently 
for  his  press  agents  to  prescribe  and 
prepare  something  that  could  be  handed 
to  the  public  by  way  of  excuse,  suffi- 
cient to  justify  the  breaking  of  this 
promise.  The  postal  card  game  h;id  been 
played  to  the  limit  in  the  W.  A.  Kelley 
campaign.  It  was  then  used  as  the 
means  to  break  the  promise  made  to  Mr. 
Kelley.  It  would  hardly  fit  just  now,  so 
they  had  to  fall  back  upon  the  old,  old 
trick. 

Fully  decided  that  Mayor  Rich  was  to 
run,  he  issued  on  Oct.  27,  the  interview 
entitled  "Listening  for  the  call  of  the 
people  before  deciding  upon  the  future." 

It  was  a  lofty  and  noble  expression  of 
beautiful  thoughts,  almost  sentimental 
and  soul  inspiring  with  such  gems  of  fancy 
as  "Far  be  it  from  His  Honor  to  engage 
in  a  mad  scramble  for  office !  and  he  would 
not  lower  the  dignity  of  the  office  in  a 
knock  down  and  drag  out  campaign. " 

And  for  the  one  thousandth  time  since 
he  has  been  mayor  he  "refuses  to  sur- 
render my  self-respect" — (The  honest 
motorman  drivel  is  ommited,  but  this  is 
where  it  usually  comes  in,  always  follow- 
ing the  "self  respect"  cue.)  "He  could 
not  enter  a  contest  marked  by  tactics 
that  would  be  repulsive  to  him."  (Joe 
Millers'  joke  book  was  never  funnier j. 

"Even  if  I  should  announce  myself  as  an 
aspirant  to  the  office  again,  I  will  not 
promise  to  exert  myself  to  any  great  de- 
gree to  be  elected.  Under  our  new  sys- 
tem of  municipal  goverment,  candidates 
for  public  office  will  need  money  to  insure 
their  election.  I  say  now  that  I  wont  spend 
a  cent  to  get  votes." 

He  never  did,  but  the  money  was  spent 
just  the  same.  Now  that  he  has  opened 
up  the  subject  of  money,  we  remind  him 
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that  he  knows  where  the  money  will 
come  from  and  who  will  start  the  news- 
paper that  his  managers  announce  is  to 
be  launched  in  his  interest. 

He  cannot  "get  away"  with  that  silly 
rot.  As  an  "argument"  why  he  should 
be  retained  in  office,  the  grade  crossing 
question  is  cited,  and  his  superior  judge- 
ment in  the  matter  of  settling  the  claims 
for  damages  now  pending  against  the 
city  is  urged  to  be  of  value.  Value  to 
whom? 

Certainly  his  judgment  has  given  the 
city  the  worst  of  it  on  the  whole  grade 
crossing  proposition  up  to  date.  No  one 
disputes  that. 

Does  he  figure  that  by  staying  in  office 
he  can  square  the  blunders  he  made  in 
the  reckless  spending  of  the  people's 
money  in  giving  to  the  railroad  really 
more  than  it  asked,  at  the  expense  of 
the  people,  by  using  his  office,  in  the  next 
two  years,  in  cutting  down  the  amount 
of  damages  to  be  paid  to  each  individu- 
al affected  by  elevation  of  grades,  and 
his  general  mismanagement  of  the 
affairs?  Does  he  now  want  to  take  it 
out  on  that  class  of  individuals,  and 
decrease  the  total  expense  of  grade  ele- 
vation by  decreasing  the  amount  of 
damages  to  individuals  as  much  as  pos- 
sible after  having  given  everything  to 
the  railroad? 

Unfortunately  for  the  intended  effect 
of  the  mayor's  prepared  interview  it 
happened  that  on  the  same  day  that  his 
'  'interview"  appeared  in  the  local  papers 
a  committee  of  the  board  of  trade  con- 
ferred with  President  Mellen  of  the 
Boston  and  Maine  Railroad  on  the  grade 
crossing  question,  and  in  the  same  issue 
of  the  Lynn  Item  (Oct.  27)  containing 
his  announcement,  there  appeared  a  re- 
port of  the  meeting  of  this  committee  of 
the  board  of  trade  with  Mr.  Mellen,  part 
of  which  reads  as  follows. 

"Members  of  the  committee  stated  that 
Mr.  Mellen  said  that  the  city  of  Lynn  must 
have  been  crazy  to  have  agreed  to  such  a 
proposition  for  an  elevated  structure  in 
the  first  place.  He  was  surprised  to  see 
that  they  had  entered  into  such  a  large  ex- 
penditure of  money  to  obtain  such  small 
results,  comparatively.  Mr.  Mellen  fin- 
ished by  saying  that  there  was  really  noth- 
ing now  that  could  be  done  except  to 
carry  out  the  work,  and  better  the  plans 
where  they  could." 

The  Review  opposed  track  elevation 
from  the  start  and  has  frequently  sound- 
ed the  warning.  Mayor  Rich  now  wants 
to  be  re-elected  and  continue  the  disas- 
ter to  Lynn.  He  is  "listening  for  the 
call  of  the  people."  When  it  comes  it 
will  sound  like  aduet  by  the  corpora- 
tions.

The  Rev.  Mr.  Knotts  hit  the  political

Knotts  and  all  respectable  citizens,  we 
find  that  the  mayor  was  about  the  only 
candidate  on  the  stump,  before  the  re- 
cent primaries,  who  shouted  the  slang 
of  the  day,  utterances  that  belong  to 
the  cheapest  kind  of  politicians,  and 
which  only  prove  the  channel  in  which 
his  mind  runs. 

Look  at  the  class  of  individuals  that 
the  mayor  has  surrounded  himself  with 
and  who  lead  the  cheering  at  his  rallies!

In  all  the  public  appearances  he  has 
made  during  this  campaign,  has  any  cit- 
izen of  Lynn  heard  him  dare  say  upon 
the  stump  that  the  club  rooms  of  Lynn 
were  not  selling  liquor  almost  openly? 

Will  he  come  out  between  now  and 
the  next  city  election  and  discuss  this 
question  with  the  citizens? 

Is  telling  the  truth  about  him  and  his 
administration,  abuse? 

The  Review  has  told  in  certain  in- 
stances of  the  number  of  barrels  of  beer 


taken  out  of  a  Munroe  street  club  on  a 
Monday  morning  by  a  certain  express 
particularly  friendly  to  his  administra- 
tion. The  same  is  true  of  other  clubs 
throughout  the  city.  Will  he  say  this 
is  not  a  fact? 

Who  were  the  most  conspicuous  work- 
ers for  His  Honor  at  the  polls  at  the  pri- 
mary election? 

The  proprietors  and  members  of  these 
clubs  and  this  express  company  were 
tumbling  over  themselves  around  the 
polls,  soliciting,  threatening,  and  resort- 
ing to  every  possible  method  to  obtain 
votes  for  the  mayor. 

These  clubs  are  located  in  various 
wards  and  the  citizens  of  Lynn  will  no 
doubt  see  this  same  gentry  at  the  city 
election,  as  they  were  at  the  primaries, 
fighting  for  the  candidate  that  will  in- 
sure to  them  the  maintenance  and  con- 
tinuance of  an  income  that  saves  them 
from  toil.  Will  the  voters  of  Lynn  sup- 
port these  loafers  by  their  votes? 

The  citizens  of  Ward  3,  for  instance, 
know  what  clubs  are  selling  liquor  in 
Ward  3,  and  the  citizens  of  Ward  3 
know  that  Mayor  Rich  has  not  dared  to 
go  into  that  ward  and  tell  them  that 
such  is  not  the  fact. 

The  same  is  true  in  Ward  4,  and  in 
the  central  part  of  the  city  the  so-called 
"liquor  clubs"  are  now  as  well  known 
and  conspicuous  as  Egg  Rock  light. 

Will  the  mayor  tell  the  citizens  of 
Ward  4  that  such  is  not  the  fact?  No, 
but  he  will  tell  how  he  has  been  abused, 
and  the  same  is  true  of  other  wards  in 
the  city.  In  Ward  6  it  is  notorious,  and 
the  vote  in  this  ward  saved  him  at  the 
primaries. 

The  names  of  the  proprietors  and  fol- 
lowers of  those  clubs  are  as  familiar  to 
the  citizens  of  the  various  wards  as  the 
name  of  the  mayor  himself,  and  their 
names  and  his  are  most  always  men- 
tioned in  connection  with  one  another, 
because  of  the  close  connection  that  ex- 
ists between  them  and  the  open  and 
brazen  support  which  they  are  giving 
him.  And  all  because  he  permits  them 
to  mock  the  law  and  profit  by  it! 

Another  subject  that  the  mayor  does 
not  seem  anxious  to  discuss  on  the  stump 
is_  the  water  filtration  question.  It 
might  interest  some  people  in  the  com- 
munity to  know  why  he  deserted  the 
Oliver-Roach  system  for  the  Jewell  sys- 
tem, and  al?o  why  the  inside  history  of 
this  water  affair,  that  is  sure,  later  on, 
to  be  a  matter  of  much  diecussion,  it 
now  so  deliberately  avoided.. 
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Is  the  mayor  waiting  tor  the  city  elec- 
tion to  be  over  before  he  dares  put  in 
the  bond  order  for  $250,000? 

Isn't  it  unfortunate  for  the  public  and 
the  information  that  they  might  derive 
from  discussions  of  great  matters  by 
him  upon  the  stump,  that  the  mayor  is 
so  uncomfortably  laced  and  fastened 
into  the  straight  jacket  of  "dignity" 
that  he  is  not  permitted  to  discuss  pub- 
licly and  in  detail  a  matter  involving 
$250,000,  and  yet  can  indulge  in  personal 
abuse  upon  the  stump  and  cry  for  sym- 
pathy when  he  has  Eben  Sears  "beaten 
to  a  frazzle"  in  the  art  of  calling  names? 
Has  he  dared  to  discuss  the  "clever" 
roast  he  arranged  for  the  city  in  his 
handling  of  the  grade  crossing  problem 
or  the  inequality  of  real  estate  assess- 
ment?   Not  a  word. 

At  the  primaries  11,000  votes  were 
cast.  Of  this  number  Mayor  Rich  re- 
ceived about  3,000.  That  is  conclusive 
proof  that  about  8,000  preferred  some 
other  candidate  than  his  Honor,  at  the 
primaries.  Connery  and  Eastham  to- 
gether received  about  5200  votes,  and 
these  figures  indicate  to  those  who  are 
giving  the  matter  some  thought,  that 
had  only  one  of  them  been  in  the  fight, 
he  would  have  been  sure  of  the  highest 
vote  in  the  primaries. 

This  is  sigliificant,  because  an  ob- 
server at  the  polls  during  the  primary 
contest  could  not  help  noticing  that  the 
mayor  had  a  working  organization  in 
every  precinct,  and  his  automobiles, 
conveyances  and  workers  upon  them 
were  in  the  way  of  one  another.  There 
was  every  indication  that  the  mayor's 
campaign  managers  were  not  limited  in 
the  use  of  money.  He  has  another  class 
of  shouters  who  hang  around  the  street 
corners  selling  his  wares,  whom  the 
public  know  do  this  for  the  money  that 
is  given  them.  They  are  on  the  market 
at  every  election  for  any  candidate  with 
the  money. 

The  mayor's  vote  was  small  consider- 
ing his  strong  paid  organization  and  his 
now  known  resources,  and  this,  taken 
together  with  the  fact  that  he  was  in 
office  with  the  whole  municipal  machin- 
ery behind  him,  and  in  a  position  to 
promise  a  countless  number  of  favors, 
shows  his  utter  weakness. 

The  coming  contest  between  Mayor 
Rich  and  Mr.  Connery  will  be  fought 
out  upon  the  plainest  and  most  open 
lines  that  have  marked  any  contest  in 
this  city  for  many  a  day. 

There  can  be  no  mistake  in  the  line-up 
•f  their  supporters.     On  the  firing  line 


the  mayor  will  have  the  followers  of  the 
liquor  clubs  now  so  well  known  about 
the  city.  Watch  for  them  at  the  polls 
and  in  the  mayor's  autos,  election  day. 
He  will  have  the  support,  both  finan- 
cially and  politically,  of  the  rank  and 
file  of  the  liquor  element.  Connery  can 
hope  for  no  quarter  there. 

The  corporation  interests  will  render 
no  aid  to  Mr.  Connery.  Their  interests 
lie  in  another  direction.  They  are  power- 
ful and  are  in  duty  bound  to  see  to  it 
that  one  who  has  been  so  considerate  of 
their  interests  in  all  things  great  and 
small  shall  not  cry  out  for  help  in  vain, 
especially  a  mayor  who  would  even  re- 
sort to  such  a  petty  trick  as  to  pigeon- 
hole a  petition  filed  by  the  Rev.  Mr. 
Gerrish  and  others,  that  received  the 
endorsement  of  the  Board  of  Aldermen, 
asking  the  railroad  commissioners  to 
exert  themselves  in  an  effort  to  give 
protection  to  respectable  people  from 
"drunks"  upon  electric  cars.  This  in- 
cident is  too  well  known  for  comment, 
but  serves  to  illustrate  the  tender  care 
that  the  mayor  has  for  the  liquor  clubs 
and  corporations. 

Mr.  Connery  has  done  valiant  service 
for  the  several  causes  that  those  who 
consider  themselves  the  better  element 
of  this  community  hold  dear,  and  at 
great  personal  and  financial  sacrifice  to 
himself.  Already  the  Rich  campaign 
managers  in  their  underground  and  sub- 
terranean methods  are  viciously  circu- 
lating campaign  stories  tending  to  ap- 
peal to  petty  and  mean  prejudice,  hop- 
ing to  direct  this  element  away  from 
Mr.  Connery  on  election  day.  Will  they 
desert  him  now  and  co-operate  with  the 
enemies  of  their  causes  to  defeat  him 
and  again  elect  a  man  that  has  proved 
himself  true  to  no  cause  or  man,  not 
even  to  himself?  They  hold  the  balance 
of  power  in  this  election.  If  they  do 
desert  him,  then  they  prove  the  shal- 
lowness of  their  boasted  reform  and  up- 
lifting and  their  cause  will  then  com- 
mence to  totter.  Or  will  they  come  out 
and  support  him  — to  a  man— on  honor?

USEFUL  HOLIDAY  GIFTS 
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The  Boston  aud  Maybe  Railroad 

There  are  many  earmarks  bearing  on 
the  management  of  the  Boston  and 
Maybe  railroad  which  indicate  to  the 
pubhc  that  conditions  are  worse  than 
under  the  old  management.  Mr.  Mellen 
has  put  in  commission  some  decrepit, 
worn-out  New  Haven  road  engines  and 
in  that  way  is  trying  to  bolster  up  the 
Boston  and  Maybe  service,  but  he  is 
making  little  or  no  progress. 

On  November  14  the  train  scheduled 
to  leave  Boston  at  7.10  p.m.  was  thirty 
minutes  late,  and  it  was  stated  as  a 
reason  that  one  of  the  borrowed  New 
Haven  locomotives  had  suddenly  gone 
out  of  commission. 

November  12,  on  the  4.32  p.m.  train 
leaving  Boston,  more  than  thirty  people 
were  counted  as  standing  in  the  cars  be- 
fore the  train  started  from  the  terminal. 
The  two  conductors  connected  with  the 
train  were  standing  on  the  outside,  evi- 
dently well  pleased  with  their  conversa- 
tion to  each  other,  while  the  suffering 
public  was  endeavoring  to  find  seats  in 
the  cars.  The  conductors  were  asked 
why  they  did  not  try  to  have  another  car 
put  on  the  train  to  accommodate  the 
public,  and  they  stated  that  it  "was  not 
their  business!" 

On  November  12,  also,  the  train  sched- 
uled to  leave  Lynn  at  12.45  for  Boston, 
which  would  naturally  carry  an  unusually 
large  ci-owd  on  account  of  the  football 
game,  failed  to  appear,  with  the  result 
that  all  traffic  was  concentrated  on  the 
1  o'clock  train,  which  had  barely  suffi- 
cient cars  to  accommodate  a  mid-week 
crowd,  so  that  every  car  was  filled  al- 
most to  suffocation.  Nice  service,  this, 
for  a  corporation  having  control  of  prac- 
tically all  of  the  steam  railroads  between 
New  York  and  Eastport,  Me. ! 

We  could  elaborate  on  the  just  com- 
plaints against  this  so-called  railroad  if 
we  had  the  time  and  space,  but  we  wish 
to  give  enough  facts  to  demonstrate  to 
the  public  that  they  are  in  the  hands  of 
a  powerful  monopoly,  that  evidently 
does  not  care  how  the  public  is  served. 
If  the  representatives  to  the  legislature 
have  courage,  and  a  spark  of  regard  for 
the  public  interest,  we  hope  they  will 
endeavor  to  probe  the  railroad  situation 
so  far  as  it  applies  to  the  Boston  and 
Maybe  corporation. 

The  West  Lynn  "station,"  so  called, 
has  been  completed.  It  is  a  perfect 
tribute  to  the  present  management  of 
the  Boston  and  Maybe  railroad.  As  a 
hencoop  to  a  rear  dwelling  in  Wyoma  it 


would  not  be  out  of  place,  and  why  the 
railroad,  if  it  had  the  slightest  regard 
for  the  public,  did  not  erect  a  proper 
station  at  West  Lynn,  is  beyond  compre- 
hension, except  for  the  fact  that  the  de- 
sire was  to  get  out  of  it  as  cheaply  as 
possible.  In  this  regard  they  have  suc- 
ceeded unusually  well. 

By  reason  of  an  antique  locomotive, 
passengers  on  the  6  p.m.  train  from 
Boston  November  21  were  fortunate  in 
leaving  the  terminal  at  6.20  p.m.,  arriv- 
ing in  Lynn  at  6.45.  It  is  an  exception 
when  any  trains  on  the  Boston  and 
Maybe  leave  the  terminal  within  fifteen 
minutes  of  the  schedule  time. 

Charles  Orrin  Breed,  who  died  so  sud- 
denly last  month,  looked  the  picture  of 
health,  and  his  death  created  much  feel- 
ing in  this  community,  where  he  had 
lived  for  nearly  sixty  years.  In  his 
youth  he  was  quite  an  athlete,  holding 
some  of  the  world's  records  for  strength 
tests.  He  died  from  what  the  medical 
men  call  an  athlete's  heart,  demon- 
strating that  over-exercise  will  in  time 
diminish  the  power  of  the  individual  and 
many  times  cause  death.  This  is  the 
bad  feature  of  athletics  in  educational 
institutions,  where  men  are  in  hard 
training  for  several  weeks  in  the  year, 
the  reaction  being  very  serious  to  many 
constitutions.  Charles  Orrin  Breed  was 
an  honest,  well  meaning  citizen,  had 
served  with  credit  in  the  city  govern- 
ment and  was  always  alert  to  do  every- 
thing he  could  for  the  welfare  and  pros- 
perity of  the  community. 

Every  automobile  and  property  owner 
should  constitute  himself  a  committee 
of  one  to  defeat  Mr.  Ramsdell  on  ac- 
count of  the  wretched  work  done  upon 
Lynn  streets  during  the  past  year  or 
two.

The  public  should  understand 
that  the  route  of  the  Boston  and  Eastern 
Railroad  must  be  approved  by  the  city 
or  changed  if  the  aldermen  see  fit,  before 
any  construction  can  begin,  and  indeed 
even  before  the  company  can  even  be  in- 
corporated. There  have  been  thirty  or

The  Grade  Separation  Disaster 
Now  that  the  four-track  scheme  of 
elevating  the  Boston  &  Maybe  tracks  is 
a  certainty,  the  outrage  of  the  plan 
adopted  is  more  evident  than  ever  be- 
fore. An  immense  area  of  the  best  tax- 
able property  in  the  city  is  being  ruth- 
lessly destroyed  by  this  new  plan,  and  it 
is  more  than  probable,  were  it  known  in 
the  first  place  that  four  tracks  would  be 
necessary,  that  the  scheme  of  elevation 
would  never  have  been  decided  upon, 
and  the  tracks  depi'essed.  When  one 
considers  the  fact  that  one-third  of  the 
route  which  had  to  be  made  over  was 
already  depressed,  one  realizes  how  out- 
rageous was  the  course  pursued  by  those 
who  effected  the  elevation  of  the  tracks. 
The  appearance  of  Central  square.  Mar- 
ket street,  as  well  as  numerous  other 
thoroughfares,  is  marred  forever,  thou- 
sands of  dollars  in  taxes  are  thrown 
away  yearly  by  the  city,  Silsbee  street, 
one  of  the  principal  trunk  line  thorough- 
fares of  the  city,  is  lost,  and  a  make- 
shift scheme  is  adopted.  Thus  is  the 
grade  crossing  situation  closed  with 
every  disadvantage  to  the  city,  a  few 
thousand  dollars  gained  to  the  railroad, 
and  absolute  disregard  of  the  wishes  of 
the  whole  people.  The  scheme  never 
would  have  prevailed  had  the  B._&  M. 
railroad  not  found  a  pliant  mayor  in  Mr. 
Rich.

The  result  of  the  city  election  was 
very  encouraging  from  one  point  of 
view,  namely,  toleration.  It  was  very 
difficult  for  many  voters  to  overcome 
their  prejudices  and  for  them  to  do  it  in 
such  a  substantial  manner  in  all  sections 
of  the  city  indicates  a  breadth  of  dis- 
position which  is  decidedly  creditable  to 
them.

Experience 
has  proven  that  the  best,  safest  and 
most  economical  method  is  the  use  of 
American  Express  checks— which  allow 
the  traveller  all  the  safety  of  being  his 
own  banker  with  none  of  the  care  or 
responsibility.  Whether  these  checks 
are  tendered  for  sumptuous  rooms  in  a 
London  hotel  or  for  baubles  and  trinkets 
in  the  remotest  corner  of  Italy,  matters 
not  the  least,  for  everywhere  in  the 
civilized  world  they  are  accepted  at 
sight  for  their  full  cash  value,  so  well 
established  is  the  prestige  and  unques- 
tioned reliability  of  the  American  Ex- 
press Company's  checks.

The  Varying-    Conditions    That   Affected 
the  Public  Verdict 

Lynn  is  to  have  No-License  for  an- 
other year  at  least.  There  seems  to 
have  been  a  general  feeling  preceding 
the  election  that  it  was  about  time  for 
the  city  to  swing  over  into  the  Yes 
column. 

The  first  impression  to  that  effect  was 
gained  early  in  the  campaign.  There  is 
in  this  community,  just  as  everywhere 
else,  a  class  of  individuals  who  vote  on 
important  questions  with  no  other  argu- 
ment or  reason  than  that  they  like  to 
see  things  under  conditions  different 
from  those  already  existing.  When 
Lynn  voted  "no-license"  in  1907  a  good 
many  voters  said  they  voted  No  just  to 
see  how  things  would  be  under  no- 
license;  in  other  words,  out  of  simple 
curiosity.  It  was  thought  that  it  was 
about  time  for  this  element  to  wish  to 
see  how  things  would  be  again  under 
license,  and  it  was  felt  that  they  were 
about  ready  to  vote  that  way.  All  ar- 
^[■ument  either  for  or  against  license  is 
wasted  on  this  class  of  voters. 

The  license  people  felt  that  they  were 
going  to  win  and  the  no-license  people 
realized  that  they  had  upon  their  hands 
a  desperate  fight. 

Everything  was  favorable  for  the  man- 
agers of  the  license  campaign.  Har- 
mony prevailed  within  the  ranks  of  the 
liquor  dealers.  The  management  of  the 
campaign  was  in  the  hands  of  the  local 
captains  of  the  liquor  industry.  Highly 
paid  speakers  and  agitators  of  national 
reputation  commanding  large  sums  of 
money  for  their  services  were  imported 
to  discuss  the  issue.  All  the  large  halls 
of  the  city  were  hired  covering  several 
days  and  nights  preceding  election  day. 
The  bill-posters  spread  their  arguments 
upon  the  dead  walls  of  the  city  in  large 
type,  so  that  he  who  ran  might  read, 
while  license  advs.  and  arguments  were 
published  in  the  local  papers  and  a  help- 
ing hand  was  extended  to  the  local  man- 
agers of  the  campaign  from  resources 
far  beyond  the  city  of  Lynn. 

Local  conditions  were  never  more  fa- 
vorable for  Yes.  Opposing  individ- 
uals and  factions  that  had  previously 
talked  No  for  one  cause  or  another  were 
pacified  in  various  ways,  and  it  was 
commonly  rumored  throughout  the  city 
that  enough  individuals  to  overcome  the 
No  majority  of  last  year  had  come  into 
fine  because  they  had  good  reasons  to 


expect  to  be  favored  with  a  license. 
The  value  of  these  promises  may  be  an- 
other story,  but  under  the  new  condi- 
tions these  individuals  all  lived  in  hope, 
and  their  vote  alone  must  have  counted 
for  much,  although  probably  nine-tenths 
of  them  would  have  been  doomed  to  dis- 
appointment had  the  city  gone  license, 
and  instantly  become  an  active  working 
organization  for  no-license  next  year. 

It  has  been  said  that  large  sums  of 
money  were  spent  for  registration  and 
the  leading  politicians  of  both  parties 
were  not  forgotten  financially  by  the 
members  of  the  campaign  committee  of 
the  wholesale  liquor  dealers'  association. 

The  precedent  of  all  license  cam- 
paigns of  the  past,  whether  successful 
or  unsuccessful,  were  cast  to  the  winds 
and  the  sensational  methods  of  New 
York,  Milwaukee,  Chicago  and  other 
live  places  were  adopted,  with  imported 
speakers  to  arouse  extraordinary  inter- 
est in  the  cause. 

For  the  first  time  in  the  history  of 
Lynn,  brass  bands,  red  fire  and  public 
demonstrations  were  used  by  the  liquor 
interests.  This  kind  of  advertising  is 
no  doubt  more  expensive  by  far  than 
any  other  campaigning  conducted  in 
Lynn  or  vicinity,  capable  and  clever  im- 
ported press  agents  being  extremely 
high  in  price. 

It  looked  for  a  time  as  if  the  license 
managers  had  the  no-license  league  on 
the  run,  but  the  latter  organization 
proved  itself  a  powerful  force  in  the 
desperate  fight  and  won  out  by  a  slim 
majority. 

It  is  said  that  the  license  fight  to  be 
settled  in  December,  1911,  has  already 
been  begun  by  both  sides. 

William  P.  Connery  is  a  sincere, 
honest  man— a  strong  foundation  for  a 
mayor  to  start  upon.

The  Methods  of  Candidates  Connery  and 
Bich  in  Contrast 
Without  exception,  the  Connery-Rich 
campaign  will  rank  as  one  of  the  most 
unclean  that  has  been  indulged  in  withm 
the  memory  of  our  citizens.  It  was 
made  conspicuously  so  by  the  contrast 
between  tne  methods  adopted  by  the 
two  candidates.  On  the  part  of  Mr. 
Connery  it  can  be  truthfully  said  that  a 
more  dignified  campaign  has  never  been 
conducted  for  public  office  in  Lynn.  No 
speeches,  but  a  few  honest  communica- 
tions to  the  voters  through  the  press 
were  his  only  effort,  and  although  as- 
sailed and  attacked  in  a  most  vicious 
and  cowardly  manner  by  the  Rich  man- 
agers, he  still  remained  silent  and  dig- 
nitied,  even  when  it  seemed  that  patience 
ceased  to  be  a  virtue. 

Immediately  following  the  primaries 
Mayor  Rich  and  his  coterie  of  managers, 
who  had  formed  a  close  corporation  of 
his  affairs  for  some  time  past,  were 
laughing  with  glee  over  what  they 
thought  would  be  the  blow  that  would 
exterminate  Mr.  Connery  from  the  run- 
ning. The  City  Hall  "ring"  were  let 
into  the  secret,  and  they  slapped  each 
other  on  the  back  in  their  open  enthu- 
siasm, for  the  Rich  managers  with  pro- 
found assurance  announced,  in  confi- 
dence to  be  sure,  that  when  they  sprung 
this  little  political  play  it  would  be  of 
sufficient  force  utterly  to  destroy  Mr. 
Connery's  chances,  even  if  nothing  else 
wei-e  done  to  defeat  him. 

All  the  "plain  clothes  men"  of  the 
administration  were  then  called  in  for 
special  instructions,  and  it  was  whis- 
pered in  their  ears  that  they  must  go 
forth  to  the  highways  and  byways  and 
pick  out  a  certain  element  in  the  com- 
munity, if  such  existed,  and  seriously 
warn  them  of  "the  terrible  danger  and 
calamity  that  threatened  the  public 
schools  if  Mr.  Connery  were  elected." 
Even  the  members  of  the  City  Hall 
"ring"  could  not  restrain  themselves 
from  taking  open  and  effective  action, 
and  they  busied  themselves  circulating 
the  story  that  was  to  bring  the  political 
plague  upon  Mr.  Connery.  Especially 
active  were  those  whose  term  of  office 
expires  the  present  year. 

Never  before  in  the  history  of  local 
politics  was  there  presented  to  the  vot- 
ers the  spectacle  of  members  of  a  par- 
ticular denomination  trying  to  create 
fear  and  apprehension  in  the  minds  of 
the   voters    against    one  of  their  own 


faith,  with  their  own  creed  itself  feat- 
ured as  the  bugbear  and  dangerous  ele- 
ment which  was  to  be  dreaded  as  a  dis- 
aster. The  viciousness  with  which  these 
individuals,  personally  and  intimately 
identified  with  the  management  of  the 
Rich  --ampaign,  worked  in  circulating 
this  rubbish  will  never  be  forgotten  by 
the  present  generation  of  voters. 

A  man  must  wish  to  be  mayor  very 
badly  when  he  has  to  change  the  colors 
under  which  he  sails  a  dozen  times  a 
day. 

Propositions  with  every  element  in 
town  were  proposed  and  considered,  and 
from  the  club  rooms  down  it  seemed 
that  none  were  too  low  to  be  recognized 
and  dealt  with  in  the  desperate  efforts 
to  secure  the  election  of  Mayor  Rich. 

"Questionable  politics"  mildly  ex- 
presses the  situation  and  the  public  in 
general  will  probably  never  know  the 
real  inside  of  the  past  campaign  as  car- 
ried on  by  the  defeated  candidate  and 
his  managers. 

The  mayor  lost  votes  by  going  on  the 
stump.  It  was  about  the  same  speech 
he  delivered  at  every  rally.  No  name 
was  bad  enough  to  apply  to  those  who 
opposed  him,  and  to  hear  him  talk  one 
would  think  that  his  campaign  mana- 
gers were  twelve  apostles  and  his  plat- 
form the  ten  commandments,  but  the 
voters  fortunately  saw  behind  the 
scenes. 

Mayor  Rich  couldn't  be  coaxed  or 
threatened  to  discuss  liquor  clubs, 
grade  crossings,  water  filtration  or  any 
of  the  other  important  municipal  mat- 
ters, but  his  monologue  was  devoted 
exclusively  to  calling  everybody  who 
spposed  him  grafters  and  abusing  the 
newspapers.  By  these  remarks,  coupled 
with  his  whispered  story  about  the  dan- 
ger to  the  public  schools,  he  hoped  to  be 
able  to  slide  once  more  into  office.  This 
deliberate  insult  to  the  intelligence  of 
the  voters  of  Lynn  met  with  a  rebuke 
that  will  never  be  forgotten,  and  future 
candidates  for  public  office  and  their 
managers  will  probably  fight  shy  of  such 
campaign  tactics. 

Evidently  the  Rich  managers  assumed 
that  the  people  of  Lynn  did  not  know 
that  the  State  Legislature  make  the 
school  laws,  and  their  contemptible  at- 
tempt to  mislead  and  deceive  fell  short 
of  the  mark  intended.  It  was  also  no- 
ticed that  the  professional  politicians, 
both  of  the  Republican  and  Democratic 
parties,  were  opposed  to  Mr.  Connery, 
and  in  the  last  hours  of  the  campaign 
they  worked  openly  and  hard.    The  same 
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can  be  said  of  certain  local  lobbyists. 

No  mayor  ever  left  the  office  with 
such  a  large  Ananias  Club  created  by 
himself  as  has  Mayor  Rich,  and  it  is  said 
that  there  is  also  a  large  waiting  list. 

The  unblushing  effronterji  with  which 
he  would  make  a  statement  to-dsfy  and 
deny  it  to-morrow  for  a  time  phased  the 
people  until  they  realized  the  political 
desperation  of  the  situation  and  the  ex- 
tremes to  which  he  was  willing  to  go  for 
the  purpose  of  obtaining  votes. 

One  can  be  opposed  to  a  man  and  yet 
respect  him,  but  all  regard  is  lost  for  a 
man  who  equivocates,  quibbles  or  plays 
double. 

No  higher  tribute  can  be  paid  to  a 
man,  whether  he  be  a  politician,  busi- 
ness or  professional  man,  than  to  say 
that  his  word  is  as  good  as  his  bond. 
That  class  of  men  are  not  called  upon  to 
make  denials  of  statements  pi-eviously 
issued,  nor  are  they  looking  for  loopholes 
to  avoid  them  after  they  have  been 
made.  Treachery  is  unknown  to  them 
and  personal  honor  and  self-respect 
means  more  than  an  empty  phrase. 
They  play  fair,  they  wish  the  public  to 
have  confidence  in  them,  because  they 
actually  merit  and  deserve  it,  and  shrink 
from  obtaining  it  under  false  pretences, 
because  they  know  that  such  methods 
are  distasteful  to  them,  and  being  dis- 
honorable are  despised  by  people  who 
sooner  or  later  will  detect  the  loham  from 
the  real. 

When  the  pubhc  realizes  lack  of  sin- 
cerity and  a  disposition  not  to  deal  fair- 
ly in  a  public  servant,  he  is  irrevocably 
lost. 

A  candidate  for  re-election  who  has 
been  thus  discredited  in  the  eyes  of  his 
fellow  citizens  has  before  him  only  one 
fate  — defeat! 

The  defeat  of  Mayor  Rich  by  the  vot- 
ers and  the  decisive  majority  against 
him  were  unusually  significant  this  year. 
It  is  not  without  a  meaning.  It  was  not 
an  accident.  He  had  fallen  from  his 
lofty  pedestal.  As  a  political  idol  he 
was  shattered.  The  whole  situation  and 
the  individuals  prominently  concerned  in 
it  verged  on  the  dramatic  with  a  climax. 
Mayor  Rich  was  opposed  by  a  man 
who  had  previously  made  five  unsuccess- 
ful attempts  for  election  to  this  office. 

Mayor  Rich  was  backed  and  managed 
by  almost  the  identical  political  leaders 
to  a  man,  who  were  previously  identified 
with  the  former  unsuccessful  campaigns 
of  his  now  successful  opponent,  whose 
sixth  attempt,  with  the  scenes  and  char- 


acters shifted,  proved  victorious. 

With  but  one  or  two  exceptions  every 
other  mayor  in  Massachusetts  seeking 
re-election  was  endorsed  at  the  polls 
election  day.  The  defeat  of  Mayor  Rich 
was  positive  and  deliberate— there's  a 
reason!

The  reduction  in  the  toll  rates  of  the 
New  England  Telephone  Co.  has  gone 
into  effect  and  results  in  a  reduction  of 
ten  cent  calls  to  five  cents  to  exchanges 
within  a  distance  of  five  miles  of  the 
home  city.

Commissioner  of  Streets  and  High- 
ways McPhetres  scored  a  splendid 
victory  over  Mr.  Ramsdell  and  his  old 
fashioned  methods.  We  shall  look  for 
more  progress  in  this  department  under 
the  new  conditions.  Mr.  Ramsdell's 
advertisements  were  in  decidedly  bad 
taste,  his  reference  to  grafters  and 
plug  ugly  politicians  not  doing  credit  to 
his  usual  conservative  attitude.  The 
record  of  work  done  and  undone  on  the 
Lynn  streets  and  highways  was  suffi- 
cient argument  for  Mr.  McPhetres' 
election. 

The  injudicious  and  uncalled  for  com- 
ments of  Judge  Bond  on  the  LeBlanc 
case,  after  it  had  been  fittingly  brought 
to  a  close,  are  a  severe  reflection  on  his 
ability  and  should  certainly  be  censured. 
Such  remarks  by  a  presiding  judge 
lower  the  standard  of  the  Massachusetts 
courts  which  have  so  long  held  an  envi- 
able rank  throughout  the  country. 

Mayor  Connery  will  no  doubt  familiar- 
ize himself  with  the  merits  of  the  ques- 
tion debated  by  the  state  board  of  health 
and  certain  representatives  of  the  city 
concex-ning  filtration.  This  is  a  serious 
matter  for  Lynn  in  more  ways  than  one. 

William  H.  Treen  was  a  most  ener- 
getic and  hustling  type  of  man.

Boston  Elevated  Railroad 

The  scheme  of  the  Boston  Elevated 
railroad  which  recently  spent  $50,C00  for 
advertising  in  the  Boston  papers,  show- 
ing plans  of  their  railroad  and  rules  and 
regulations  governing  the  same,  looks  a 
little  fishy  to  the  initiated.  It  would 
rather  indicate  that  the  railroad  com- 
pany is  fearing  some  adverse  legislation 
this  winter,  and  by  such  a  large  adver- 
tising expenditure  is  endeavoring  to  in- 
fluence the  Boston  newspapers  in  its 
direction.  The  lack  of  management  in 
the  Boston  Elevated  system  is  clearly 
apparent  to  most  people,  and  there  are 
many  details  that  might  be  criticised, 
especially  cutting  off  transferring  at 
Boylston  street  and  huddling  people  at 
Park  street,  making  it  substantially  a 
general  fracas  at  Park  street  during  the 
rush  hours.  A  management  which  has 
no  more  regard  »nd  consideration  for 
the  public  interest  than  to  cut  off  Boyl- 
ston street  as  a  transfer  station  and 
treating  people  like  cattle,  as  they  do  at 
Park  street,  certainly  calls  for  drastic 
legislative  action.  About  all  of  the 
spare  time  of  the  Elevated  officials 
seems  to  be  employed  in  building  door- 
ways, entrances,  gates,  exits,  fences, 
cubby  houses  and  other  paraphernalia, 
giving  the  impression  that  a  weekly 
map  of  instructions  might  be  issued  so 
as  to  guide  patrons  more  understand- 
ingly.  The  barn-like  structure  recently 
erected  on  Canal  street  is  a  sample  of 
the  manner  in  which  the  public  is  treat- 
ed, being  entirely  inadequate  and  a  de- 
cidedly unpleasant  waiting  room  in  cold 
weather. 

Some  people  thought  Eben  Sears 
talked  too  strongly,  but  he  sowed  the 
seed  which  developed  into  such  an  ever- 
lasting rebuke  for  Mayor  Rich,  who,  by 
the  way,  did  not  deny  Sears'  statement 
that  he  (the  mayor)  requested  Sears  not 
to  raid  the  club  rooms.  People  evi- 
dently believed  Mr.  Sears'  charges  were 
well  founded.

No  person  shall  offer  or  expose  for 
sale  any  fruit,  confectionery  or  other 
substance  or  article  intended  for  imme- 
diate consumption  without  the  i*equire- 
ment  of  any  preliminary  process  of 
cooking,  unless  the  same  shall  have  been 
covered  and  protected  by  glass  or  other 
material  to  prevent  the  deposit  thereon 
of  dust  particles  and  noxious  germs  car- 
ried by  the  atmosphere.

A  wrong  impression  was  given  by  city 
hall  talk  regarding  the  location  of  con- 
duits on  lower  Washington  street  by  the 
telephone  company.  There  was  no  de- 
sire to  proceed  irregularly,  but,  on  the 
contrary,  it  was  the  endeavor  to  do  the 
work  in  a  manner  satisfactory  to  the 
city.  Lower  Washington  street  was 
hastily  opened  at  one  time  last  year  for 
some  sewerage  work  and  at  that  time  it 
was  deemed  best  to  take  the  wires  from 
the  poles  and  place  them  in  the  conduit 
when  the  street  wks  open.  The  board 
of  public  works  agreed  to  the  proposi- 
tion and  the  telephone  company  placed 
its  conduits  and  then  asked  to  have  its 
act  formally  approved.  Instead  of  in 
any  sense  defying  the  city,  it  seems  to 
have  done  what  sound  common  sense 
would  have  dictated.  It  consulted  in- 
formally those  to  whom  it  would  have 
to  make  formal  application,  obtained 
informal  approval,  and  then  went  ahead. 
By  so  doing  it  was  able  to  take  advan- 
tage of  the  fact  that  the  street  was 
being  torn  up  and  save  the  people  the 
annoyance  of  having  it  torn  up  again 
after  it  had  been  carefully  resurfaced. 
The  published  comment  gave  the  im- 
pression that  the  corporation  proceeded 
without  any  authority  or  permission, 
which  was  not  the  fact.

Our  popular  drama  of  to-day  is  vulgar, 
flippant  and  inane;  as  a  picture  of  life  it 
is  for  the  most  part  quite  absurd.  It 
would  be  difficult  to  find  an  art  of  any 
former  degenerate  age  so  devoid  of 
ideas,  so  repetitious  and  preposterous  as 
the  popular  syndicated  stage  of  to-day. 
The  staled  old  sentiments  and  hackneyed 
situations  that  contrive  to  do  service  on 
the  stage,  the  vulgarities  and  banalities 
of  plays  presented  supposedly  with  the 
head  and  not  with  the  heels,  the  grown 
men  and  women  admire  and  wonder  at 
and  laugh— shall  we  wonder  that  infan- 
tile paralysis  has  become  of  late  no  un- 
usual scourge  among  adults? 

In  a  recent  issue  of  the  Review  we 
called  attention  to  the  extreme  care  and 
protection  that  should  be  given  to  the 
depositors  in  savings  banks  and  trust 
companies.

At  first  sight  there  was  nothing-  im- 
pressive or  imposing  about  him— except 
that  his  great  stature  singled  him  out 
from  the  crowd;  his  clothes  hung  awk- 
wardly on  his  giant  frame,  his  face  was 
of  a  dai-k  pallor,  without  the  slightest 
tinge  of  color;  his  seamed  and  rugged 
features  bore  the  furrows  of  hardship 
and  struggle;  his  deepset  eyes  looked 
sad  and  anxious;  his  countenance  in  re- 
pose gave  little  evidence  of  that  brain 
power  which  had  raised  him  from  the 
lowest  to  the  highest  station  among  his 
countrymen;  as  he  talked  to  me  befoi'e 
the  meeting  he  seemed  ill  at  ease,  with 
that  sort  of  apprehension  which  a  young 
man  might  feel  before  presenting  him- 
self to  a  new  and  strange  audience, 
whose  critical  disposition  he  dreaded. 
.  .  He  was  equal  to  the  occasion. 
When  he  spoke  he  was  transformed,  his 
eye  kindled,  his  voice  rang,  his  face 
shone  and  seemed  to  light  up  the  whole 
assembly.  For  an  hour  and  a  half  he 
held  his  audience  in  the  hollow  of  his 
hand.  His  style  of  speech  and  manner 
of  delivery  were  severely  simple.  What 
Lowell  called  "  the  grand  simplicities  of 
the  Bible,"  with  which  he  was  so  famil- 
iar, were  reflected  in  his  discourse. 
With  no  attempt  at  ornament  or  rhet- 
oric, without  parade  or  pretense,  he 
spoke  straight  to  the  point.  If  any 
came  expecting  the  turgid  eloquence  or 
the  ribaldry  of  the  frontier,  they  must 
have  been  startled  at  the  earnest  and 
sincere  purity  of  his  utterances.  It  was 
marvelous  to  see  how  this  untutored 
man,  by  mere  self-discipline  and  the 
chastening  of  his  own  spirit,  had  out- 
grown all  meretricious  arts  and  found 
his  own  way  to  the  grandeur  and  strength 
of  absolute  simplicity.  —  Joseph  H.

The  Masterful  lack  of  Ability  of  Those 
Who  Framed  the  Document 

In  the  city  charter  election  of  October 
11,  last,  the  Review  was  opposed  to  the 
adoption  of  plan  1  and  recommended  the 
adoption  of  plan  2.  In  an  election  in 
which  less  than  50  per  cent,  of  the  vot- 
ers took  the  trouble  to  vote,  plan  1  was 
adopted. 

In  commenting  upon  the  matter  in 
the  November  issue  of  the  Review  we 
stated: 

"  Lynn  is  to  experiment  with  a  new  charter 
—government  by  commission.  We  know  not 
at  present  the  identity  of  the  individuals  who 
are  to  govern  us,  and  even  the  leading  charter 
makers  and  exponents  of  plan  1  cannot  tell 
what  some  clauses  in  their  instrument  really 
mean,  nor  how  matters  are  to  be  taken  care  of 
that  are  not  provided  for  in  the  plan  1  draft. 
The  'imperfections'  in  this  heretofore  pro- 
claimed ■  perfect'  document  grow  day  by  day. 
Already  suggestions  of  amendments  and  ordi- 
nances rapidly  follow  one  another.  If  one- 
tenth  of  them  are  ever  adopted  the  charter 
will  look  like  a  crazy  quilt.  There  will  have 
to  be  some  alterations  and  additions,  however. 
What  kind  of  a  prize  have  we  drawn  in  this 
lottery  ?  The  Review  sincerely  hopes  it  is  the 
capital  prize." 

In  the  same  issue  we  showed  that  the 
idiotic  and  insincere  methods  adopted  by 
ex-Mayor  Rich  simply  killed  the  chance 
of  amending  the  old  charter  and  also 
defeated  the  selection  of  plan  2— but 
that  is  beside  the  point. 

We  are  now  more  than  ever  convinced 
that  the  statements  we  made  to  the 
effect  that  even  the  leading  charter 
makers  and  exponents  of  plan  1  cannot 
tell  what  some  clauses  in  their  instru- 
ment really  mean,  and  are  at  a  loss  to 
supply  suggestions  for  the  many  things 
the  charter  has  overlooked,  were  fully 
justified  by  recent  events,  even  at  this 
early  date. 

The  plan  1  orators  started  out  with  a 
flourish  of  trumpets  proclaiming  from 
the  housetops  that  the  direct  and  posi- 
tive effect  of  the  adoption  of  plan  1 
would  mean  the  cleaning  out  of  city 
hall.  Everyone  was  led  to  believe  that 
the  mere  operation  of  adopting  this 
charter  practically  wiped  out  the  old 
slate.  It  certainly  was  at  least  thought 
that  the  terms  of  the  officials  at  city  hall 
not  specifically  abolished  by  the  new 
charter  would  expire  at  the  time  their 
terms  would  have  expired  under  the  old 
charter.  The  "joke"'  is  certainly  on 
Messrs.  O'Keefe,  Bergen gren  and  Ran- 
ger, because  the  latest  official  construc- 
tion of  the  charter  has  resulted  in  the 
announcement  that  the  terms  of  such 
officials  at  city  hall  do  not  expire  at  the 


time  they  would  have  ordinarily  done  so 
under  the  old  charter,  but,  on  the  con- 
trary, continue  on  indefinitely,  and  where 
under  the  old  charter  the  term  of  office 
of  an  official  expired  at  a  certain  time  or 
upon  the  appointment  of  his  successor, 
now,  the  commissioner,  if  the  office  in 
question  is  an  appointive  one,  or  the 
commissioners,  if  the  office  in  question 
is  an  elective  one,  must  first  formally 
depose  the  official  and  give  a  reason  for 
this,  so  that  one  of  the  main  features  of 
plan  1  has  gone  up  in  smoke,  and  the 
city  hall  "ring,"  abused  and  despised 
by  the  plan  1  champions,  are  secure  in 
their  positions  and  stronger  than  ever, 
unless  the  commissioners  take  some  rad- 
ical or  extreme  action  such  as  has  never 
before  been  put  up  to  a  previous  mayor 
or  official  head  of  a  department. 

Under  the  old  charter  the  terms  of 
office  of  the  following  officials  would 
have  expired  in  the  coming  month  of 
March:— Joseph  W.  Attwill,  city  clerk; 
Robert  E.  Ramsdell,  city  treasurer; 
Walter  P.  Babb,  collector  of  taxes;  Her- 
bert C.  Bayrd,  superintendent  of  build- 
ings; George  I.  Leland,  city  engineer; 
Henry  Grover,  overseer  of  poor;  Thomas 
A.  Terrill,  overseer  of  poor;  Thomas  A. 
Harris,  chief  of  Are  department;  also 
police  appointments;  John  B.  McCarthy, 
sealer  of  weights  and  measures;  William 
M.  Cowan,  chairman  board  of  health; 
and  Nathan  M.  Hawkes,  park  commis- 
sioner. 

These  officials  contend  that  under  the 
operation  of  the  new  charter  they  hold 
their  several  positions  for  life,  unless 
actually  removed  by  action  of  the  com- 
missioners or  of  a  commissioner,  as  the 
case  may  be. 

It  was  rumored  that  a  prominent  Y. 
M.  C.  A.  member  was  looking  over  the 
ground  v>^ith  a  view  to  securing  his  elec- 
tion as  city  clerk.  The  mixup  in  the 
poor  department  under  the  present  char- 
ter has  been  corrected. 

The  commissioners-elect  had  hardly 
taken  their  seats  before  an  attempt  was 
made  to  remove  any  doubt  as  to  the 
ability  of  the  claim  agent  to  hold  down 
the  job  as  clerk  of  state  aid  under  the 
new  charter,  and  the  hopes  of  any  G.  A. 
R.  veteran  or  others  seeking  this  clerk- 
ship were  promptly  banished  by  the  al- 
most immediate  introduction  and  adop- 
tion of  an  order  securing  the  place  under 
the  new  administration  to  the  present 
claim  agent  as  in  the  past,  thereby  giv- 
ing him  $1200  as  claim  agent  and  $300  as 
state  aid  clerk,  making  his  total  salary 
$1500. 
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The  claim  agent  under  the  old  charter 
was  elected  in  July,  and  under  the  new 
charter  holds  office  indefinitely,  but 
comes  directly  under  the  mayor.  It  is 
understood  that  several  of  the  close  po- 
litical friends  of  Mayor  Connery  have 
eager  eyes  upon  this  position.  The  same 
is  said  to  be  true  of  the  position  now 
occupied  by  Chairman  William  Cowan  of 
the  board  of  health.  His  term  would 
have  expired  this  coming  March  under 
the  old  charter. 

Practically  all  the  city  hall  officials 
were  actively  opposed  to  the  election  of 
Mayor  Connery  and,  as  the  Review  has 
previously  stated,  he  owes  them  nothing, 
but  many  of  them  have  secured  con- 
siderable comfort  in  his  appointment  of 
patrolman  Donohue  as  sergeant,  as  Offi- 
cer Donohue  was  supposed  to  be  a  prom- 
inent anti-Connery  man  in  the  last  elec- 
tion. Perhaps  this  is  to  be  the  policy  of 
Mayor  Connery.  If  it  is  so,  they  are  all 
secure. 

From  present  indications  it  is  thought 
that  all  the  wrath  of  the  new  charter 
will  practically  fall  upon  Charles  H. 
Spear  and  Clarence  I.  Allen.  The  rest 
of  the  "ring"  all  hope  to  hold  on  to 
their  positions. 

When  the  charter  was  just  14  days 
old,  Lynn  Ranger,  under  the  advice  of 
John  A.  O'Keefe  and  Roy  Bergengren, 
filed  the  first  amendment  of  the  city 
charter  in  the  legislature  providing  for 
the  removal  of  license  commissioners  by 
the  mayor. 

It  seems  to  us  that  the  law  takes  care 
of  that  situation  at  present  far  better 
than  the  method  proposed  as  a  reform 
measure.  They  argue  that  if  the  mayor 
should  find  some  license  commissioner 
who  had  diflferent  opinions  from  his  own 
in  the  granting  of  licenses,  the  mayor 
should  have  the  right  to  abruptly  re- 
move him.  These  charter  reformers 
should  have  gone  a  step  further  and 
provided  outright  for  the  mayor  to  grant 
the  licenses  personally.  If  they  are 
going  to  undertake  to  tinker  the  charter 
there  are  many  things  that  could  be  im- 
proved upon  of  far  more  importance. 
The  law  as  it  stands  to-day  in  refer- 
ence to  license  commissioners  was  good 
enough  when  they  made  their  charter. 
They  did  not  then  meddle  with  this  law 
as  they  found  it.  They  told  us  then  that 
they  were  giving  us  in  their  new  char- 
ter the  best  that  their  combined  brains 
could  suggest  from  all  sources.  Why 
this  sole  and  particular  amendment, 
after  the   charter  has    been   voted   on 


without  it  and  only  14  days  in  operation? 
Isn't  there  anything  else  they  could 
think  of  to  amend  out  of  the  collection 
of  blunders  known  as  plan  1? 

Let  the  charter  be  amended  by  others, 
and  see  that  the  amendments  are  both 
sensible  and  necessary.  In  the  mean- 
time it  has  been  suggested  that  the  mu- 
nicipal council  employ  a  corps  of  clair- 
voyants to  go  into  a  trance  daily  and  try 
to  get  messages  that  will  throw  some 
light  upon  the  new  charter  and  relieve 
the  uncertainty  that  exists  in  reference 
to  the  score  of  imperfections. 


At  the  time  of  the  election  of  Speaker 
of  the  House  last  month  the  Daily  Item 
reporter  stated  that  "Representative 
Cogswell  was  not  seen  in  the  Republican 
caucuses. "  And  pray  why  should  he  be 
seen  in  a  Republican  caucus?  He  is  not 
a  Republican.  He  masqueraded  as  such, 
won  his  election,  and  then  turned  traitor 
to  the  party,  which,  however,  does  not 
deserve  any  sympathy  because  the  vot- 
ers should  have  understood  the  exact 
measurement  of  Representative  Cogs- 
well, politically,  previous  to  the  last 
election. 


The  high  finance  which  has  brought 
about  disastrous  results  in  New  York, 
causing  two  banks  to  fail,  may  arouse 
suspicions  among  timid  people  regard- 
ing the  general  instability  of  banks. 
Such  ideas  are  ridiculous  on  the  whole 
and  should  be  least  of  all  entertained  by 
Lynn  people.  There  is  not  an  institu- 
tion in  the  city  which  is  not  of  unques- 
tionable financial  stability,  and  funds 
may  be  intrusted  to  any  one  of  them 
with  perfect  feelings  of  security. 

Stephen  S.  Marsh,  who  died  last 
month,  was  one  of  Lynn's  most  es- 
teemed and  respected  citizens.  A  busi- 
ness man  residing  here  for  more  than 
half  a  century,  his  every  action  was 
honest  and  straightforward.  It  is  sad 
indeed  to  lose  such  sterling  manhood. 


There  is  said  to  be  considerable  able 
talent  in  important  positions  in  the  Gen- 
eral Electric  Company  that  is  nursing 
booms  to  be  sprung  later  if  there  is  any 
suspicion  of  a  change  to  be  made  in  the 
city  hall  offices. 
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Readers  of  the  Review  have  theii-  at- 
tention particularly  called  to  the  clear- 
ance sale  at  the  Howe  Rubber  Store.

Waste  ia  the  Furnace 

When  you  turn  on  the  electric  light 
hanging  over  your  desk  the  little  carbon 
filament  gives  you  just  one-half  of  1  per 
cent,  of  the  latent  power  in  the  coal 
burned  in  your  basement  furnace  or  in 
the  distant  power  house. 

Ninety-nine  and  one-half  per  cent,  of 
that  power  is  wasted,  says  System.  It 
leaks  away  somewhere  between  the  coal 
pile  and  your  incandesc«nt  globe. 

Were  every  bit  of  energy  in  the  coal 
used.when  you  turned  on  the  little  button 
over  your  desk  200  lamps  would  have 
sprung  into  light. 

Go  to  your  elevator  and  pull  the  start- 
ing rope  or  into  your  factory  and  throw 
the  lever  that  starts  the  lathe.  If  your 
steam  plant  is  the  average,  only  8  per 
cent,  of  the  energy  originally  in  your 
coal  has  got  as  far  as  the  lathe. 

Where  does  the  other  97  per  cent,  go? 
Fifty-five  per  cent,  is  lost  in  the  firebox 
and  boiler;  40  per  cent,  disappears  in 
the  engine;  2  per  cent,  is  used  up  in 
transmission;  a  sickly  3  per  cent,  finally 
creeps  out  to  drive  the  machine.  This 
waste  of  from  97  to  99^  per  cent,  of  coal 
is  a  drain  on  the  pocketbooks  of  every 
one  of  us. 

Coal  is  a  compound  consisting  roughly 
of  four  elements:  carbon, volatile  matter 
or  gas,  moisture  and  ash.  The  com- 
bustibles are  the  carbon  and  the  gas; 
the  rest  is  refuse;  it  will  not  burn.  The 
carbon  and  the  gas  burn  under  different 
conditions.  The  problem  is  to  make 
them  burn  simultaneously,  but  mainly 
to  make  the  gas  burn  at  all;  that  last  is 
the  hard  knot.

The  Associated  Charities  plan  to  rec- 
ommend the  name  of  a  young  man,  well 
equipped  for  the  work,  to  manage  a 
remedial  loan  association  which  will  off- 
set the  wretched  conditions  brought 
about  by  loan  agencies  and  money 
sharks  now  at  work  in  Lynn.  Such 
action  by  the  Associated  Charities  will 
meet  with  the  unanimous  approval  of 
Lynn  people  who  each  year  realize  more 
and  more  the  hardship  and  misfortune 
directly  due  to  the  methods  employed  by 
the  majority  of  these  agencies.  Their 
business  should  be  more  closely  super- 
vised than  at  the  present  time  by  an 
efficient  board,  which  could  do  much  to 
check  their  present  arbitrary  powers. 


One  of  the  first  improvements  that 
should  be  made  by  the  street  depart- 
ment is  the  smooth  paving  of  Washing- 
ton street,  at  least  to  Western  avenue. 
This  thoroughfare  could  then  be  double- 
tracked  and  it  would  not  only  improve 
the  appearance  of  the  street  but  would 
be  of  material  aid  to  transit. 


The  decision  of  the  full  bench  of  the 
Supreme  Court  in  the  case  of  the  em- 
ploye of  an  express  company,  who  is 
held  liable  for  taking  intoxicatmg  liquor 
into  a  no-license  city,  although  he  did  not 
know  that  the  package  he  was  carrying 
contained  liquor,  may  seem  harsh,  but 
unquestionably  the  decision  is  not  only 
sound  law  but  good  common  sense.  Were 
the  decision  to  be  otherwise  it  would  go 
far  to  nullify  the  law  prohibiting  the 
taking  of  intoxicating  liquor  into  no- 
license  places.  If  ignorance  on  the 
part  of  the  actual  driver  of  the  express 
wagon  were  to  be  a  valid  defense  it 
would  be  easy  for  those  desiring  to  vio- 
late the  law  to  evade  the  law.  They 
could  take  chances  of  discoveiy  and  in 
no  case  would  they  lose  more  thar.  the 
value  of  the  liquor  itself. 

Excuse  us,  Mr.  Reader,  for  refeiring 
to  a  defunct  subject,  but  if  you  want  to 
know  regarding  the  utter  inefficiency  of 
the  old  board  of  public  works  look  over 
the  cellar  floor  of  the  courthouse  build- 
ing on  Essex  street.  Note  the  waste  of 
room,  inferior  heating  facilities,  etc.  It 
is  a  fine  monument  to  the  B.  P.  W.

Much  credit  is  due  the  Lynn  Gas  and 
Electric  Co,  for  the  proposed  reduction 
of  the  price  of  gas  to  75  cents,  to  take 
effect  April  1.  An  expert  in  the  gas 
business  who  was  recently  in  this  city 
made  the  statement  that  the  Lynn  Gas 
and  Electric  Co.  plant  was  the  finest  in 
the  world  of  its  kind,  considering  its 
size.  Economical  and  careful  manage- 
ment of  the  affairs  of  the  company  has 
made  it  possible  for  Lynn  people  to 
secure  service  at  the  most  moderate 
rate  enjoyed  by  any  community,  and  the 
company  has  won  a  strong  hold  on  the 
feelings  of  the  majority  of  Lynn  people 
because  of  its  liberal  policy  and  broad- 
mindedness.  This  reduction  in  the  price 
of  gas,  which  probably  makes  it  cheaper 
in  Lynn  than  in  any  other  city  in  New 
England,  if  not  in  the  United  States, 
was  entirely  voluntary  on  the  part  of 
the  company,  and  will  result  in  a  saving 
to  the  people  of  Lynn  of  at  least  .$30,(  Gii 
a  year,  which  may  help  to  counteract  in 
no  small  degree  the  arguments  regard- 
ing the  high  cost  of  living.  Over  $400,000 
is  now  being  expended  by  the  cc^mpany 
on  the  Lynn  plant.  Further,  to  serve 
the  interests  of  Lynn  people,  there  are 
five  men  in  the  employ  of  the  company 
whose  entire  time  is  devoted  to  calling 
upon  consumers  in  the  endeavor  to  im- 
prove the  service. 

The  action  of  the  London  police  in 
killing  two  anarchists  last  month,  after 
summoning  out  thousands  of  reserves 
from  the  police  and  i-egular  army  as 
well  as  the  fire  department,  seems  more 
or  less  like  a  burlesque.  Commenting 
humorously  on  this  incident  a  wit  re- 
marked that  the  London  police  were 
eflficient  in  other  directions  because  sta- 
tistics showed  that  3,492  children,  under 
the  age  of  sixteen  years,  were  arrested 
last  year.

Our  local  senators  and  representatives 
are  probably  all  aware  that  the  agita- 
tion for  a  third  judge  was  prompted 
mostly  by  individuals  looking  for  the 
position.

He  is  not  giving  the  Chief 
orders  under  cover  not  to  do  certain 
things,  and  then  when  cornered  by  public 
sentiment  for  his  lack  of  law  enforce- 
ment, he  is  not  then  publicly  abusing 
the  Chief  in  the  newspapers  for  not 
doing  what  he  had  secretly  forbidden. 

The  sporting  gentry  and  political 
leechers  who  have  thrived  and  profited 
under  this  club  system  of  liquor  selling 
are  now  loud  in  their  denunciation  of 
Mayor  Connery  and  Chief  Burckes.

The  Water  Filtration  Ag-itation 

Have  you  noticed,  every  now  and  then, 
the  outbreak  from  certain  interested 
quarters  threatening  dire  destruction  to 
the  city  of  Lynn  if  it  does  not  forthwith 
proceed  with  the  $250,000  bond  issue  for  a 
mechanical  filter  plant  recommended  by 
last  year's  finance  committee,  but  never 
authorized  by  the  city  council?  Some 
people  have  had  it  driven  into  their  heads 
that  the  storage  system  can  be  extended. 
The  question  of  cost  is  thought  to  have 
put  a  crimp  in  the  Metropolitan  water 
system  project. 

Some  petty  sentiment  still  hangs  to 
the  slow  sand  filtration  idea. 

During  all  this  considering  and  investi- 
gation, individuals  intensly  interested  in 
having  the  $250,000  bond  order  adop-

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THE  PROPOSED  MERGER 


THE    GUESSING    CAMPAIGN    OF    THE    NEW    HAVEN    IN    CONNECTION 
WITH   THE  REVERE   BEACH   RAILROAD 


A  bill  permitting  the  proposed  merger 
of  the  Revere  Beach  railroad  and  the 
New  Haven  was  filed  with  the  legisla- 
ture and  referred  to  the  committee  on 
railroads  at  the  start  of  the  present 
legislative  session.  After  a  hearing  the 
committee  said  that  inasmuch  as  the 
New  Haven  was  talking  one  thing  and 
asking  another,  a  new  bill  should  be 
drawn.  Accordingly  the  New  Haven 
company  drafted  another  bill  and  filed 
the  same.  A  careful  study  of  this  bill 
reveals  the  remarkable  fact  that  not 
one  of  the  newspapers  realizes  that  the 
New  Haven  makes  no  promises  and  no 
guarantees  either  as  to  service,  fares 
or  electrification.  The  whole  bill  is 
crowded  with  "jokers"  of  the  most  in- 
genious variety,  and  while  it  pretends 
to  promise  wonders,  in  reality  it  side- 
steps every  question  with  a  cleverness 
worthy  of  a  better  cause. 

In  the  first  place,  the  bill  is  so  broad 
that  large  sections  of  it  fall  entirely 
outside  of  the  scope  of  the  petition,  and 
for  that  reason  may  be  thrown  out  al- 
together until  another  year.  Among 
other  requests  that  are  thus  outside  the 
scope  of  the  petition  are  clauses  allow- 
ing the  Boston  Terminal  Co.  to  share  in 
the  building  of  the  tunnel,  allowing  the 
New  Haven  to  acquire  the  stock  of  the 
Boston  &  Providence  railroad,  and  al- 
lowing the  Boston  &  Maine  to  settle 
pretty  much  in  its  own  way  the  question 
of  how  the  grade  crossings  in  Salem 
shall  be  abolished.  Perhaps  the  fact 
that  these  clauses  are  outside  the  scope 
of  the  petition  concerns  the  rules  com- 
mittee of  the  legislature  and  not  the 
public,  but  it  is  quite  typical  of  the  New 
Haven  to  bring  forward  important  ques- 
tions thus  in  the  middle  of  the  year, 
allowing  no  proper  time  for  public  con- 
sideration. 

But  of  course  the  part  of  the  bill  that 
most  interests  Lynn  is  the  part  relating 
to  service  and  fares.  Vice-President 
Byrnes  of  the  New  Haven  has  publicly 
stated  that  after  the  merger  is  com- 
pleted and  the  tunnel  built,  Lynn  will 
have  its  choice  of  four  ways  of  going  to 
Boston,  namely:  (1)  by  way  of  the  North 
station  as  at  present,  (2)  by  way  of  the 
new  tunnel  they  propose  to  build,  (3)  by 
way  of  the  present  Revere  Beach  ferry 


to  Rowe's  wharf,  and  (4)  by  way  of  the 
Revere  Beach  railroad  and  the  present 
East  Boston  tunnel.  Mr.  Byrnes  added 
that  he  was  willing  to  incorporate  in  the 
bill  a  clause  statmg  that  the  fare  via 
the  ferry  should  be  unchanged,  and 
some  official  of  the  New  Haven  assured 
the  Boston  Chamber  of  Commerce  that 
no  extra  fare  should  be  charged  via  the 
present  East  Boston  tunnel.  But  what 
does  the  bill  say?  The  bill  provides  two 
methods  by  which  the  Revere  Beach 
railroad  may  be  acquired:  first,  by  pur- 
chasing the  capital  stock,  and  second, 
by  purchasing  the  franchises  and  prop- 
erty. Then  it  says  that  after  such  pur- 
chase of  franchises  and  property  the  fare 
from  Lynn  to  Rowe's  wharf  shall  not  be 
raised,  unless  either  the  general  court 
or  the  railroad  commission  consent.  The 
bill  contains  no  such  provision  in  case 
the  acquisition  is  made  by  purchase  of 
stock,  although  that  is  the  method  that 
undoubtedly  will  be  adopted. 

Furthermore  the  bill  expressly  states 
that  the  fare  through  the  new  tunnel 
may  be  raised,  and  Mr.  Byrnes  stated 
to  the  committee  that  this  fare  would 
be  raised  ten  cents,  and  furthermore, 
that  no  local  trains  would  be  run  that 
way. 

Also  the  bill  states  that  the  fare 
through  the  present  East  Boston  tunnel 
should  be  fixed  by  the  New  Haven,  the 
Elevated  and  the  railroad  commission. 
Now  of  course  the  Elevated  is  entitled 
by  statute  to  its  full  five-cent  fare  for 
every  passenger  on  its  lines,  and  the 
bonds  issued  to  pay  for  the  tunnel  state 
that  every  passenger  shall  be  charged  a 
toll  of  one  cent  in  addition.  Thus  the 
railroad  commission  will  be  helpless, 
and  unless  the  railroad  or  the  Elevated 
are  willing  to  forego  their  legal  pound 
of  flesh,  the  fare  along  this  route  will 
be  raised.  There  remains  of  the  four 
alternatives  only  the  present  route  to 
the  North  station.  Concerning  this 
route  the  bill  is  silent,  but  in  the  Boston 
Journal  published  Jan.  1,  1911.  Mr. 
Byrnes  stated  that  it  was  the  policy  of 
the  New  Haven  never  to  operate  two 
routes  serving  the  same  territory,  but 
to  divert  traffic  and  develop  only  one  of 
the  two  routes.  What  then  will  become 
of  the  local  trains  to  the  North  station? 
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The  question  of  electrification  is  also 
wrapped  up  in  a  cloak.  The  bill  says 
that  within  a  time  to  be  fixed  later,  the 
road  shall  electrify  two  of  its  tracks  be- 
tween Lynn  and  Readville.  This  of 
course  will  then  be  a  four-track  i-oad 
(Boston  to  Readville  is  now  a  four-track 
road,  the  inside  tracks  for  through  busi- 
ness and  the  outside  tracks  for  local 
business).  Will  this  give  electrified  ser- 
vice? By  no  means.  The  through  tracks 
will  be  electrified  and  the  through  trains 
will  be  run  thereon  at  a  raised  fare,  and 
the  people  of  Lynn  and  Hyde  Park  will 
see  electrified  trains  passing  through 
their  cities  while  they  themselves  will 
still  be  served  by  the  old  steam  locomo- 
tives. Indeed,  Mr.  Byrnes  has  stated 
that  local  trains  will  not  be  run  through 
the  new  tunnel.  There  is  a  provision 
that  if  the  Revere  Beach  railroad  is  ac- 
quii'ed,  that  road  is  to  be  electrified. 
But  will  it  be  acquired?  Let  us  see  why 
they  want  the  Revere  Beach  road. 

What  the  New  Haven  very  evidently 
wants  is  a  through  route  from  New 
York  to  Maine  and  beyond.  It  should 
be  granted  the  through  route,  but  care 
should  be  taken  that  it  is  located  in  the 
best  place.  On  November  22,  1910, 
Byrnes  stated  that  the  Revere  Beach 
railroad  was  not  necessary,  but  that 
they  could  carry  out  their  plans  by  util- 
izing the  main  line  of  the  Eastern  divis- 
ion in  connection  with  the  branch  from 
Revere  to  East  Boston.  (See  Boston 
Post,  Nov.  22,  1910.)  Why  then  is  it 
necessary  to  take  the  Revere  Beach? 
He  also  said  at  the  hearing  before  the 
committee  that  if  he  developed  the  main 
line  of  the  Boston  &  Maine  the  Revere 
Beach  would  be  ruined;  and  thus  he 
posed  as  a  philanthropist  But  why 
should  the  Revere  Beach  be  ruined  when 
the  Boston  &  Maine  intends  to  raise  its 
fares  along  this  main  line  and  in  addi- 
tion exclude  the  local  trains  from  the 
new  tunnel?  Doesn't  it  look  as  though 
the  Revere  Beach  would  profit  tremen- 
dously if  all  the  local  business  now  han- 
dled by  the  Boston  &  Maine  shou'd  be 
forced  over  it,  either  by  the  increased 
fare  thro  the  new  tunnel  or  else  by  the 
withdrawal  of  service  to  the  North  sta- 
tion? Now  several  prominent  members 
of  the  railroad  committee  have  stated 
that  while  they  believed  in  giving  to  the 
railroad  everything  it  desired,  nothing 
should  be  given  that  was  not  absolutely 
needed.  And  inasmuch  as  the  only  pur- 
pose of  the  New  Haven  in  wishing  to 
acquire  the  Revere  Beach  is  to  profit 
financially  from  the  increased  volume  of 


traffic  forced  upon  it,  it  seems  doubtful 
that  this  particular  part  of  the  bill  will 
be  passed. 

But  suppose  the  Revere  Beach  is  elec- 
trified. The  matter  came  up  some  time 
ago,  in  connection  with  the  Boston  & 
Eastern  case,  and  the  engineer  for  the 
Revere  Beach,  Mr.  George  M.  Tomp- 
son,  testified  that  if  electrified,  no  better 
service  could  be  given,  no  faster  time 
could  be  made  and  no  more  trains  could 
be  run  than  at  present,  so  long  as  the 
present  ferry  service  was  maintained. 
Where  then  is  the  gain  to  the  public? 
These  conclusions  ot  Mr.  Tompson  also 
seem  to  be  correct,  because  it  is  evident 
that  there  is  no  use  running  trains 
when  there  is  no  ferry  to  meet  them. 
And  the  ferry  service  is  limited  in  its 
frequency. 

As  has  already  been  stated,  care 
should  be  taken  to  locate  the  tunnel  for 
through  service  in  its  best  possible  place. 
Now,  there  is  already  before  the  legisla- 
ture a  proposition  to  build  a  tunnel  be- 
tween the  North  and  South  stations. 
This  would  connect  all  the  lines  coming 
into  Boston,  and  this  tunnel  has  been 
recommended  by  the  special  commission 
on  metropolitan  improvements  (headed 
by  Benj.  N.  Johnson  of  Lynn),  the  spe- 
cial "Big  Four"  commission  that  has 
recently  reported,  and  the  Boston  (.  ham- 
ber  of  Commerce;  it  has  also  been  as- 
sented to  by  the  railroad  itself.  Now 
this  tunnel  connection  does  everything 
that  would  be  done  by  the  tunnel  to 
East  Boston,  and  besides  it  does  much 
that  the  tunnel  to  East  Boston  cannot 
do— for  instance,  giving  connections  be- 
tween the  New  Haven  and  the  Western, 
the  Southern  and  the  Fitchburg  divis- 
ions of  the  Boston  &  Maine.  Why  not 
study  this  route  a  little  more  before 
giving  away  a  franchise  that  is  not 
necessary  to  the  proper  development  of 
the  railroad? 

Have  you  ever  learned  these  by  heart 
—the  presidents  of  the  United  States?

This  railroad 
will  build  up  a  section  of  the  city  now 
sparsely  settled  and  will  assist  in 
greatly  increasing  the  value  of  prop- 
erty."

"Not  less  than  two  nor  more  than  four 
days  prior  to  said  appointment  the  said 
commissioner  or  commissioners  shall 
cause  to  be  published  on  the  front  page 
of  at  least  one  daily  newspaper  of  the 
city,  a  list  of  the  names  of  all  candidates 
who  have  made  written  application  as 
aforesaid,"  (now  listen  to  the  joker  in 
the  clause)  "But  nothing  herein  con- 
tained shall  prevent  a  commissioner 
from  appointing  to  office  a  person  who 
has  not  submitted  his  candidacy  in 
writing  as  aforesaid. ' '  Further  comment 
is  unnecessary.

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THE  CHARTEB  MAKERS 

The  Iieg-islature  Checks  Them  iu  the 
Public  Interest 

The  committee  on  cities  acted  wisely 
in  promptly  turning  down  the  proposed 
amendment  to  the  present  city  charter, 
which  was  filed  by  Lynn  Ranger  only  14 
days  after  the  charter  was  in  operation. 

It  was  the  product  of  the  Ranger- 
O'Keefe-Bergengren  reform  element, 
all  of  whom  worked  night  and  day  for 
the  adoption  of  the  Plan  1  charter  for 
purely  unselfish  motives! 

The  public  will  remember  how  they, 
with  their  lieutenants,  were  all  horrified 
when  the  charter  campaign  began,  at 
the  thought  of  any  one  of  their  number 
seeking  public  office  under  their  own 
charter.  What  actually  happened  in 
that  respect  will  never  be  forgotten. 
Those  meaningless  promises  made  dur- 
ing the  campaign,  and  the  admissions 
later  made  by  Mr.  Ranger  before  the 
committee  on  cities,  on  the  hearing  of  his 
proposed  amendment  to  give  the  mayor 
absolute  power  of  removal  of  a  license 
commissioner  without  the  right  of  a 
commissioner  to  go  to  the  courts,  prove 
conclusively  that  even  reformers  can  be 
guilty  of  political  trickery,  which  in 
them  is  called  cleverness,  and  in  others 
wicked  politics. 

Mr.  Ranger  admitted  before  the  com- 
mittee on  cities,  at  the  hearing  referred 
to,  that  his  colleagues  and  himself,  who 
advocated  the  Plan  1  charter,  at  first 
intended  to  put  this  amendment  in  their 
charter,  but  decided  not  to  do  so  as  they 
feared  that  its  insertion  might  endanger 
the  passage  of  the  charter,  which  in 
other  words  simply  means  that  they 
then  deliberately  concealed  from  the 
pubhc  something  which  they  intended 
later  on  to  put  into  the  charter.  They 
believed  this  clause  would  prevent  the 
voters  from  accepting  the  charter  if  it 
was  to  be  voted  on  at  the  special  elec- 
tion. Silent  trickery— dishonest  politics 
— the  people  fooled  again  by  the  politi- 
cians?    No,  by  the  reformers! 

The  people  of  Lynn  now  have  their 
eyes  opened  and  when  this  combination 
of  office  seekers  under  the  cloak  of  re- 
form come  forward  again  with  some 
other  proposition  to  keep  their  names  in 
the  limelight  or  perhaps  to  secure  for 
th^m  a  lucrative  public  office,  which  the 
people  are  now  satisfied  each  and  every 
one  of  them  are  seeking,  the  "goods" 
offered  by  them  for  public  acceptance 
will  receive  closer  inspection.     This  in- 


vestigation will  be  entered  upon  with 
the  element  of  suspicion  strongly 
implanted  in  the  minds  of  those  who 
were  fooled  once  before. 

This  admission,  of  deliberately  trifling 
with  such  an  important  matter  as  the 
adopting  of  a  charter  for  the  City  of 
Lynn,  only  shows  that  political  trickery 
is  not  an  ai't  wickedly  monopolized  by 
lobbyists. 

There  is  another  side  to  this  affair 
that  is  indeed  humorous.  If  Ranger 
and  his  followers  did  not  do  anything 
else  they  at  least  started  a  small  sized 
panic  in  a  certain  faction  of  the  local 
Democratic  party.  The  riot  call  was 
sounded,  the  politicians  were  aroused 
from  their  idleness,  the  faithful  were 
assembled,  councils  of  war  were  held 
and  elaborate  preparations  were  made 
by  them  to  defeat  this  proposed  bill 
which  was  absolutely  dead  and  defeated 
before  it  was  ever  presented  to  the 
legislature.  It  was  a  case  of  fighting  a 
shadow. 

All  the  talent  available  was  at  the 
hearing  to  protect  Alderman  Pyne, 
whose  last  appearance  in  the  limelight 
was  personally  supervising  arrests  in 
Central  Square  by  officers  Remsen  and 
Hall.  He  told  the  committee  that  the 
Mayor  of  Lynn  had  actually  refused  to 
shake  hands  with  a  certain  licence  com- 
missioner and  intimated  that  this  official 
was  the  target  of  this  bill. 

We  know  nothing  about  the  shaking 
hands,  but  it  is  recorded  that  the  com- 
missioner in  question,  although  viciously 
opposed  to  the  election  of  the  present 
mayor,  accepted  the  general  invitation 
extended  to  the  public  and  attended  the 
inaugural  reception,  and  no  doubt  Mayor 
Connery  felt  honored  by  the  greeting  of 
this  prominent  official. 

Sidney  Kenyon,  an  old  war-horse  of 
the  party,  who  has  been  rewarded  by 
being  made  the  recipient  of  "lemon" 
nominations  for  the  past  quarter  of  a 
century,  made  the  speech  of  the  day, 
while  Representative  Bogue,  of  Win- 
throp,  and  Attorney  Edward  B.  O'Brien, 
of  Marblehead,  also  impressed  upon  the 
committee^the  injustice  of  the  bill,  while 
this  license  commissioner  himself  was 
paraded  about  as  "exhibit"  A  of  a  great 
political  conspiracy. 

We  do  not  believe  that  Mayor  Connery 
was  a  party  to  this  silly  bill  either 
directly  or  indirectly.  Those  familiar 
with  the  situation  state  that  the  com- 
mittee did  what  they  would  have  done, 
if  nobody  appeared— turned  down  the 
bill.

The  "  water  question"   will   be   with 
us  to  the  end  of  time. 


The  Lynn  News  states  that  "the  pro- 
posed Chelsea  charter  is  modelled  after 
the  Lynn  one."  We  always  did 
sympathize  with  Chelsea. 


The  railroad  commissioners  should 
give  a  decision  before  leaving  their 
seats  in  favor  of  the  public,  on  the 
Salem-Lynn  steam  railroad  fare,  and 
make  it  ten  cents — 15  cents  is  an  out- 
rage. 

A  proper  bridge  at  Fox  Hill  over  the 
Saugus  river  is  desirable.  The  one 
planned  is  of  steel  and  will  cost  (esti- 
mated) $125,000.  That  probably  means 
$150,000.  The  county  commissioners 
think  Lynn  should  pay  one-third  of  the 
cost,  and  the  county  and  the  Boston  and 
Northern  railroad  the  remaining  two- 
thirds.  For  Lynn  to  pay  one-third  of 
the  cost  seems  rather  excessive. 

The  Board  of  Health 
We  have  heard  much  discussion  of 
late  regarding  the  board  of  health, 
and  we  hope  sincerely  that  the 
mayor's  appointments  will  be  for  the 
public  welfare.  Undue  agitation  and 
excitement  in  any  municipal  depart- 
ment is  not  for  the  good  of  the  public. 
Hysterics  should  play  no  part  in  muni- 
cipal work,  but  nevertheless,  ever  since 
its  formation,  the  board  of  health  has 
been  the  scene  of  much  agitation. 
The  body  has  great  powers  and  they 
should  be  handled  in  a  most  conservative 
and  able  manner.  Had  we  the  selection 
of  a  board  of  health  we  should  have  for 
the  three  members,  a  doctor,  a  lawyer 
and  a  business  man,  because  the  duties 
are  medical,  legal  and  executive  and 
there  should  be  a  strong  directing  influ- 
ence in  each  of  these  important  capaci- 
ties. 


Bear  this  in  mind— The  engin- 
eering and  legal  talent  of  the 
New  Haven  Railroad  will  side- 
track Lynn's  interests  and 
"  double  cross"  the  city  in  one 
of  two  schemes— either  by  the 
two  or  four  track  elevation,  or  by 
depression  that  will  be  very  costly 
to  this  city  and  an  eternal  drag 
on  Lynn. 

Salaries  and   Taxes 

That  was  a  most  important  point 
brought  out  by  the  Boston  Sunday  Globe 
correspondent  when  he  said  that  in  less 
than  three  months  the  salaries  have  in- 
creased $12,800  over  the  amounts  paid 
last  year.  New  positions  have  been 
created  and  salaries  established,  and 
the  school  teachers,  policemen  and  fire- 
men are  still  unprovided  for  in  accord- 
ance with  their  salary  suggestions.  We 
hear  a  great  deal  at  city  hall  about  the 
need  of  higher  rates  of  valuation,  and 
it  would  seem  as  if  conditions  were  such 
that  the  assessors  could  simply  go  out 
and  get  the  tax  money,  regardless  of 
conditions.  Some  day  it  will  be  found 
out  that  it  is  not  as  easy  to  pick  up  tax 
money  as  some  people  imagine.  It  will 
be  necessary  to  have  growth  and 
development  and  enterprise  before  tax 
money  can  be  secured.  The  increase  in 
salaries,  so  we  are  informed,  within 
three  months,  amounts  to  a  $20  tax  rate 
on  over  one-half  million  dollars  worth  of 
new  property!  That  seems  very  good 
for  a  starter. 

Possibilities  for  a  Iiynn  Horror 

There  is  opportunity  for  a  factory 
horror  in  Lynn,  at  mid-day,  by  reason 
of  badly  lighted  stairways  (or  no  lights 
at  all.)  The  New  York  horror  brings 
Lynn  conditions  to  mind.  But  one 
might  talk  about  them  until  the  crack 
of  doom— they  will  never  be  corrected  ! 
We  have  complained  to  the  state  police, 
but  no  attempt  has  been  made  to 
remedy  conditions. 


Mayor  Fitzgerald  did  well  to  stop 
"The  Easiest  Way"  from  laying  open 
the  foulest  cesspools  of  life  in  order  to 
convince  audiences  of  something  they 
already  know — namely,  that  life  in  cess- 
pools is  not  conducive  to  happiness  or 
character.  We  know  the  s«wer  is 
under  the  street — why  open  it  to  public 
view  ?

DEPRBSSION? 


Yes. 

But- 

Where  are  we  at  ? 

Ex-Mayor  Rich,  by  selling  us  out  to  the  Boston  and  Maine  Railroad— and  doing 
what  the  corporation  desired— left  us  high  and  dry. 

Lynn  bungled  to  the  extent  of  a  million  dollars— now  are  we  justified  in  going 
to  that  or  more  expense  ? 

We  wonder  what  will  be  done  with  Chatham  street.  To  accept  the  grade  now 
there  would  result  in  a  gradient  of  one  foot  in  one  hundred  from  Central  Square 
to  Chatham  street.     Could  the  railroad  stand  for  this  ? 

There  are  many  other  questions  to  be  answered  before  people  can  say  "Amen" 
to  depression. 

We  have  been  depressionists  for  21  years,  but  we  hesitate  before  the  on- 
slaughts of  these  eleventh  hour  depressers  ! 

They  weary  us  in  a  way  with  their  glib  talk  about  depression,  not  knowing 
the  expense.     They  do  not  even  moisten  a  lip  when  speaking  of  a  million  dollars  ! 

This  talk  about  "valuations"  and  "tax  rates"  around  Central  Square  settling 
for  Ex-Mayor  Rich's  selling  us  out  to  the  Boston  and  Maine  is  more  or  less  moon- 
shine. It  is  fake  talk,  pure  and  simple.  It  cannot  be  done.  Equity,  common 
sense  and  reason  will  come  in,  and  real  estate  owners  in  and  about  Central  Square 
cannot  be  sandbagged  in  order  that  the  city  correct  its  dreadful  error  ! 

We  started  on  a  campaign  for  depression  twenty-one  years  ago,  and  have  been 
laughed  at  and  derided  for  talking  nonsense  !  Nevertheless  we  have  continued, 
with  the  feeling  that  we  were  right. 

But— If  it  is  to  cost  $1,000,000  or  more  to  Lynn  to  depress  we  would  say — 
Hesitate  ! 

The  New  Haven  Railroad,  in  its  recent  figures,  has  crowded  the  city  to  the 
limit — as  was  to  be  expected— and  this  corporation  is  handling  matters  in  about  its 
own  way,  having  one  hundred  times  the  ability  of  the  city  to  bring  forward  toward 
a  settlement  of  the  question. 

Lynn  is  up  against  a  strong  foe  in  the  many  sided  Mr.  Mellen. 

Will  the  state  agree  to  the  added  expense  by  reason  of  Ex-Mayor  Rich  selling 
out  to  the  railroad  ? 

That  is  a  point  to  settle  before  we  can  say  we  are  for  depression  under  exist- 
ing circumstances. 

When  we  know  how  much  the  New  Haven  really  wants  to  charge  us,  then  we 
can  give  answer  to  the  query — 

Is  depression  worth  the  price? 

Lest  the  Review's  position  be  misunderstood— we  have  been  such  earnest 
depressionists  for  21  years  or  more— we  wish  to  define  our  position  in  a  few 
words  :— We  would  be  for  depression  were  the  cost  to  Lynn  not  to  be  over  one-half 
million  dollars  above  the  legal  limit— but  with  the  railroad  squeezing  Lynn  and  no 
reliable  estimates  of  expense  before  us,  it  now  looks  like  at  least  one  million 
dollars  extra,  with  the  changing  over  of  the  Market  and  Union  street  sewers 
taken  into  account  and  the  possible  changing  of  the  new  work  at  Chatham  street 
to  the  old  grade,  for  engineers  say  depression  with  Chatham  street  as  it  now  exists 
would  make  a  very  objectionable  grade,  but  not  prohibitive.

Another  incident,  illustrating  what  a 
splendid  instrument  we  have  in  Lynn's 
new  charter  is  the  fact  that  Commis- 
sioner Turnbull  has  found  it  necessary 
to  appear  before  the  Legislature  in 
favor  of  an  amendment  to  Section  37 
which  specifies  the  condition  under 
which  loans  shall  be  issued.  The  muni- 
cipal commissioners  hardly  take  a  step 
under  the  new  charter  without  stumbl- 
ing over  a  legal  obstacle.  We  sympa- 
thize with  other  municipalities,  if  they 
propose  taking  up  the  Lynn  charter  in 
its  present  mis-shapen  condition.  When 
a  real  lawyer  wants  something  distinctly 
amusing  he  reads  the  Lynn  charter. 

We  have  followed  the  case  fairly 
closely  in  the  New  York  papers,  and 
we  agree  with  Senator  Crane  and  his 
vote  in  favor  of  Senator  Lorimer  re- 
taining his  seat.

Water,    Water  ! 

The  petition  of  the  proprietors  of  the 
Middleton  paper  mills  that  the  act  per- 
mitting Lynn  to  take  water  from  the 
Ipswich  river  above  their  property  be 
repealed,  was  heard  by  the  legislative 
committee  on  water  supply  last  month. 
Counsel  for  the  mills,  stated  that  the 
owners  could  not  dispose  of  their  pro- 
perty to  advantage  with  this  right, 
which  Lynn  had  never  used,  hanging 
over  the  title.  He  suggested  that  the 
act  be  repealed  or  that  Lynn  be  given 
six  months  in  which  to  avail  itself  of 
the  privilege  conferred  upon  it  by  the 
act  of  1901. 

City  Solicitor  Wadleigh  appeared  in 
opposition.  He  said  that  the  mills  had 
not  been  operated  for  years,  that  Lynn 
must  have  the  Ipswich  river  water  soon, 
that  the  city  had  already  expended 
$325,000  and  that  he  believed  the  bill 
was  brought  merely  to  force  a  settle- 
ment. He  thought  the  matter  could  be 
settled  without  legislation.  It  looks 
like  an  effort  to  force  Lynn's  hand.

Little  Talks  with  Wise  Readers

Well-informed  milk  producers  once  thought  there  would  be  no  prob- 
able market  in  Lynn  for  Oaklandvale  Farm  milk  because  the  cost  would 
outweigh  the  attractiveness,  since  all  milk  looks  alike  to  the  majority  of 
people  everywhere.  The  bacteriological  test  having  been  introduced, 
however,  the  demand  for  our  milk  keeps  constantly  ahead  of  the  supply. 

Not  long  ago,  during  warm  weather,  we  took  an  average  bottle  of 
Oaklandvale  Farm  milk  and  carted  it  all  over  Lynn  for  two  successive 
days.  After  this  severe  treatment  it  was  tested  by  our  bacteriologist 
and  found  to  contain  but  15,000  bacteria  per  cubic  centimeter  before  it 
was  thrown  away.  The  maximum  permitted  by  the  State  Board  of 
Health  is  500,000  bacteria  in  that  measurement.

Sound    Sense    of     Water     Commissioner 
Campbell 

Instead  of  spending  large  sums  for 
filtration  the  city  should  look  to  the 
future  and  provide  means  for  a  more 
adequate  supply,  in  the  opinion  of 
Water  Commissioner  Campbell.  "  Fil- 
tration," he  says,  "will  not  add  a 
gallon  to  our  supply,  but  by  raising  the 
dams  we  will  have  storage  capacity  to 
last  the  city  for  many  years.  There  is 
no  danger  of  a  water  famine,  because 
there  is  water  enough  on  hand  now  to 
supply  the  city  for  four  months  in 
Breed's  and  Birch  ponds  and  the  pumps 
are  at  work  filling  Walden  pond  with 
water  from  the  Saugus  river.  Inside 
of  two  months  both  Walden  and  Hawkes' 
ponds  will  be  filled.  The  state  engi- 
neers and  water  experts  say  that  an 
exposure  to  the  sun  and  air  of  water 
removes  all  danger  from  contamination. 
All  the  water  pumped  will  be  stored  for 
more  than  that  period  and  some  of  it 
for  several  months." 

Much  of  the  excitable  talk  bearing  on 
the  water  question  is  the  comment  of 
cranks— whom  we  always  have  with  us.

THE  NEW  HAVEN  R.  R.  OCTOPUS 


The    People's    Interests    Have    Been  Delivered  to  a  Great 
Transportation  Trust 

Written  for  The  Review  by  Representative  Norman  H.  White  of  Brookline 

shares  being  held^  by  the  New  Haven 
road.  Shortly  afterwards  the  name  of 
this  subsidiary  company  was  changed  to 
the  ConsoHdated  Railway  Company  and 
its  capital  increased  from  $500,000  to 
$10,000,000.  Although  the  New  Haven 
invested  nothing  further  in  the  new 
company,  it  retained  control  of  it. 

"With  this  Consolidated  Railway  Com- 
pany the  New  Haven  secured  ownership 
or  control,  one  after  the  other,  of  elec- 
tric lines  in  Connecticut,  until  it  had 
acquired  500  out  of  600  miles  of  such 
railways  in  the  state.  It  also  pursued 
the  same  policy  in  New  York  and  Rhode 
Island. 

During  1905  the  New  Haven  brought 
its  Consolidated  Railway  Company  into 
Massachusetts  and  with  it  proceeded  to 
acquire  Massachusetts  trolleys,  in  spite 
of  the  fact  that  by  so  doing  it  was  act- 
ing in  direct  defiance  of  the  law.  It 
thus  secured  all  the  stock  of  the  Wor- 
cester and  Southbridge  Street  Railway 
Company,  the  Worcester  and  Blackstone 
Valley  Street  Railway  Company,  the 
Webster  and  Dudley  Street  Railway 
Company,  the  Worcester  and  Webster 
Street  Railway  Company,  the  Spring- 
field Railways  Company,  and  a  majority 
of  the  stock  of  the  Berkshire  Railway 
Company. 

With  these  trolley  lines  the  New 
Haven  wa's  able  to  encroach  upon  the 
territory  from  which  its  great  rival,  the 
Boston  &  Maine,  secured  its  business. 
The  Boston  &  Maine  turned  to  the  legis- 
lature for  relief.  It  applied  for  permis- 
sion to  purchase  competing  urban  and 
interurban  electric  lines  in  western 
Massachusetts,  or  in  other  words,  it 
asked  to  be  permitted  to  do,  under  leg- 
islative sanction,  exactly  what  the  New 
Haven  was  doing  without  such  sanction 
and  in  direct  defiance  of  the  law. 

The  New  Haven  strongly  opposed  the 
granting  of  the  Boston  &  Maine's  peti- 
tion. Finally  the  legislature  refused 
the  relief  asked.  This  action  was  fol- 
lowed by  a  special  message  from  Gov- 
ernor Guild,  in  which  he  said: 

"I  congratulate  you  on  the  defeat  of 
a  measure  that  would  have  sanctioned 
the  possible  consolidation  of  all  trans- 


The  New  York,  New  Haven  &  Hart- 
ford Railroad  Company  was  organized 
in  1872.  By  1904  it  had  acquired  control 
of  all  steam  railroads  in  Connecticut, 
excepting  58  miles;  all  in  Rhode  Island, 
excepting  25  miles;  and  all  in  Massa- 
chusetts, excepting  those  owned  by  the 
Boston  &  Maine,  the  Boston  &  Albany, 
the  New  London  &  Northern,  and  six 
short  local  lines.  This  left  the  New 
Haven  without  a  competitor  in  steam 
railroad  transportation  on  interstate 
business  between  southern  and  south- 
eastern Massachusetts,  Connecticut, 
Rhode  Island,  and  between  these  three 
states  and  New  York  city  and  the  south. 
But  in  the  meantime  trolley  lines  had 
been  established,  and  by  1904  these  had 
become  so  connected  as  to  form  an  ex- 
tended interstate  service  between  all 
the  important  cities  and  towns  in  Massa- 
chusetts, Connecticut  and  Rhode  Island. 
These  trolley  lines  afforded  the  people 
the  benefit  of  a  steadily  increasing  com- 
petition between  themselves  and  the 
steam  lines  from  Bost*n  to  New  York, 
and  throughout  all  intermediate  cities 
and  towns  in  southern  New  England, 
and  portions  of  northern  and  eastern 
New  England  as  well. 

Naturally  the  people  of  Massachusetts 
expected  that  this  competition  between 
the  two  transportation  factors  would 
continue,  as  there  existed  at  that  time 
on  the  statute  books  of  Massachusetts  a 
law,  enacted  in  1874,  which  prohibited 
any  railroad  corporation,  unless  author- 
ized by  the  legislature,  from  directly  or 
indirectly  acquiring  or  holding  the  stock 
of  any  other  corporation.  That  law  still 
exists,  but  the  people's  expectation  of 
continued  competition  has  not  been  real- 
ized. 

The  coming  competition  between  rail- 
road and  trolley  lines  was  recognized  by 
the  New  York,  New  Haven  &  Hartford 
Railroad  Company  as  early  as  1893. 
During  1901  that  road  laid  plans  to  sup- 
press electric  railway  competition  in  its 
own  territory.  First  it  organized  a  com- 
mittee. The  committee  then  formed  a 
corporation  entitled  the  Worcester  & 
Connecticut  Eastern  Railroad  with  a 
capital  of  $500,000,  a  majority  of  the 
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portation  in  Massachusetts  under  the 
control  of  a  single  corporation.  The 
present  railroad  situation,  however,  is 
most  unjust  and  inequitable.  Our  steam 
railroad  system  (the  Boston  &  Maine) 
is  forbidden  to  meet  the  competition  of 
electric  street  car  lines  by  purchase  or 
control  of  their  stock,  but  another,  con- 
trolled by  men  who  are  not  citizens  of 
Massachusetts,  is  not  only  permitted  to 
exercise  that  privilege,  but  is  exercising 
it  today  to  such  an  extent  that  healthy 
competition  in  western  Massachusetts 
is  already  throttled. 

"Slowly,  surely,  the  control  of  our 
railroads,  the  control  of  the  passage  to 
market  of  every  Massachusetts  product, 
the  control  of  the  transportation  to  and 
from  his  work  of  every  Massachusetts 
citizen,  is  passing  from  our  hands  to 
those  of  aliens. 

"I  therefore  urge  upon  you  with  all 
the  strength  that  is  in  me  the  passage 
of  some  legislation  giving  relief  from 
this  grave  injustice.  Let  Massachusetts 
announce  that  transportation  within  her 
borders  is  in  the  future  to  be  controlled 
by  the  people  of  Massachusetts,  and  not 
by  men  beyond  the  reach  of  her  law  and 
the  inspiration  of  her  ideals." 

The  people  now  demanded  that  the 
commonwealth  compel  the  New  Haven 
to  obey  the  law.  The  New  Haven  then 
came  forward  and  said  that  it  was  not 
amenable  to  Massachusetts  law,  as  it 
had  a  charter  in  Connecticut  as  well  as 
here,  and  that  the  operations  complained 
of  by  Massachusetts  had  been  carried 
out  by  virtue  of  its  Connecticut  charter. 
It  protested  against  any  legislative  ac- 
tion, asking  instead  that  the  Attorney 
General  bring  suit  to  determine  whether 
it  had  been  guilty  of  any  violation  of 
Massachusetts  law.  This  suit  was  after- 
wards brought,  and  the  Massachusetts 
Supreme  Court  decided  that  the  New 
Haven  had  broken  the  laws  and  decreed 
that  the  New  Haven  should  divest  itself 
of  the  vast  system  of  trolleys  it  had  ac- 
quired. 

Following  Governor  Guild's  special 
message  Charles  Sanger  Mellen,  presi- 
dent of  the  New  Haven  road,  appeared 
before  the  legislative  committee  on  rail- 
roads and  promised  in  writing,  through 
counsel,  that  his  road  would  enter  upon 
no  further  acquisitions  in  Massachu- 
setts, provided  the  legislature  took  no 
action  in  accordance  with  the  governor's 
special  message.  The  legislature  took 
no  action  in  this  matter,  and  shortly 
after    adjourned.      Then    Mr.    Mellen, 


breaking  this  solemn  pledge,  purchased 
the  Milford,  Attleboro  and  Woonsocket 
Railway  Company,  the  Hartford  and 
Worcester  Street  Railway  Company, 
the  Uxbridge  and  Blackstone  Street 
Railway  Company,  the  Worcester  and 
Holden  Street  Railway  Company,  and 
also  acquired  other  Massachusetts  track- 
age through  the  New  Haven's  holding 
company,  the  Providence  Securities 
Company;  and  Mr.  Mellen 's  agents  also 
purchased  forty  per  cent,  of  the  stock 
of  the  Boston  &  Maine  railroad,  a  suffi- 
cient number  of  shares  in  one  block  to 
give  Mr.  Mellen 's  road  control. 

But  the  New  Haven's  control  of  trans- 
portation facilities  does  not  stop  with 
trolley  lines  and  steam  roads;  it  also 
extends  to  steamship  lines.  Today  the 
New  Haven  controls,  either  directly  or 
indirectly  through  subsidiary  companies, 
the  Fall  River  line,  the  Providence  line, 
the  New  Bedford  line,  the  Norwich  line, 
the  New  Haven  line,  the  Bridgeport 
line,  the  Hartford  line,  the  Joy  line,  the 
Maine  Steamship  Company,  and  the 
Block  Island  Steamship  line.  But  if 
one  stopped  here  the  record  would  still 
be  far  from  complete,  for  Mr.  Mellen's 
road  also  possesses  a  one-half  interest 
in  the  Merchants'  and  Miners'  Trans- 
portation Company,  a  one-half  interest 
in  the  Metropolitan  Steamship  Com- 
pany, and  has  doubtless  secured  an  in- 
terest in  the  Eastern  Steamship  Com- 
pany. 

During  the  time  the  New  Haven  has 
been  securing  its  transportation  monop- 
oly in  New  England,  it  has  organized  as 
holding  companies  the  Worcester  and 
Connecticut  Eastern  Railroad  Company, 
the  New  England  Investment  and  Se- 
curities Company,  the  Providence  Secur- 
ities Company,  the  Consolidated  Rail- 
way Company,  and  various  navigation 
companies  hereinbefore  mentioned. 

With  the  aid  of  these  holding  compa- 
nies and  by  other  devices  it  has  secured, 
in  whole  or  in  part,  sufficient  to  consti- 
tute control,  the  stock  in  electric  ur- 
ban and  interurban  railway  lines,  in  the 
Boston  &  Maine  railroad,  in  street  car 
companies,  in  water  power,  gas  and 
electric  lighting  companies,  and  practi- 
cally all  of  the  steamship  and  naviga- 
tion companies,  in  spite  of  the  fact  that 
under  its  Massachusetts  charter  the 
New  Haven  is  prohibited  from  acquiring 
stock  in  any  other  corporation  Today 
Mr.  Mellen's  road  controls  practically 
all  the  instrumentalities  of  commerce 
for  all  the  New  England  states,  although 
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such  control  constitutes  not  only  a  viola- 
tion of  Massachusetts  law,  but  a  viola- 
tion of  the  federal  statutes  as  well. 

A'great  many  citizens  in  Massachu- 
setts objected  to  these  things,  and  finally 
the  matter  was  brought  to  the  attention 
of  the  federal  government.  An  inves- 
tigation was  started  and  on  May  28, 
1908,  the  government  brought  suit 
against  the  New  Haven  for  violation  of 
the  Sherman  anti-trust  law.  This  suit 
was  later  dismissed  in  consequence  of 
the  formation  of  the  Boston  Railroad 
Holding  Company,  Attorney  General 
Wickersham  blandly  giving  the  excuse 
that  Massachusetts  was  the  state  most 
affected  by  the  New  Haven-Boston  & 
Maine  merger,  and  that  it  had  expressly 
authorized  such  a  merger  by  its  passage 
of  the  holding  company  bill.  This  is 
clearly  untrue,  as  all  the  New  England 
states  were  affected. 

After  its  purchase  of  the  Boston  & 
Maine,  contrary  to  law,  the  New  Haven 
secreted  the  stock  of  the  former  road 
down  in  Connecticut,  outside  of  the  jur- 
isdiction of  Massachusetts,  and  "sold" 
the  shares  to  John  Billard,  a  "  business 
ally  "  and  coal  dealer,  rated  at  $500,000. 
Mr.  Billard  "paid  for"  these  shares 
some  sixteen  million  dollars.  How  did 
he  do  it?     Probably  by  note! 

When  it  was  found  that  the  control  of 
the  Boston  &  Maine  was  held  in  Con- 
necticut, certain  gentlemen  thought  it 
proper  to  get  a  bill  through  the  legisla- 
ture which  would  induce  Mr.  Mellen  to 
bring  that  stock  back  into  Massachu- 
setts. This  bill  was  the  Boston  Rail- 
road Holding  Company  bill,  and  Mr. 
Mellen  said  that  if  it  were  passed  as  he 
desired  he  would  bring  the  Boston  & 
Maine  stock  back  into  Massachusetts, 
notwithstanding  that  this  stock  "was 
owned  by  Mr.  Billard. ' '  How  the  people 
gained  by  this  bill  is  a  puzzle,  for  al- 
though it  brought  back  the  Boston  & 
Maine  stock  into  Massachusetts,  it  also 
gave  Mr.  Mellen  authority  to  purchase 
indirectly  the  remainder  of  that  road's 
stock,  bonds  and  debts,  and  complete 
his  illegal  monopoly.  The  legislature, 
however,  passed  the  bill,  and  the  New 
Haven  completed  its  monopoly  under 
conditions  prescribed  by  the  New  York, 
New  Haven  &  Hartford  railroad. 

Mr.  Mellen  once  explained  to  a  legis- 
lative commission  how  his  road  came  to 
enter  the  trolley  field.  He  said  verba- 
tim as  follows: 

"  Mr.  Choate,  our  counsel  here  in  Bos- 
on, was  counsel  for  the  receivers  of  a 


little  road  known  as  the  Worcester  and 
Southbridge,  which  had  had  a  very 
stormy  career,  and  he  came  to  me  and 
said  he  thought  we  had  better  buy  that. 
It  was  offered  at  a  good  deal  less  than 
it  cost,  and  I  had  a  property  that  cost  a 
great  deal  more  than  it  was  worth,  and 
I  thought  it  would  be  a  good  thing  to 
make  what  they  call  a  French  omelet  of 
the  whole  business,  break  two  or  three 
good  eggs  with  one  or  two  a  little  off 
ones,  and  put  in  plenty  of  condiment, 
and  perhaps  there  would  be  a  very  sea- 
sonable mess.  So  I  put  the  Worcester 
and  Southbridge  in  and  nobody  seemed 
to  find  any  fault  with  it. 

"  Well,  trolleys  up  here  in  Massachu- 
setts were  like  huckleberries;  they 
wanted  to  get  rid  of  them;  they  said 
they  didn't  have  a  fair  show  to  develop 
them  under  the  capitalization  laws  of 
Massachusetts.  We  bought  the  Spring- 
field and  leased  the  Worcester  and  Con- 
necticut Eastern  and  undertook  to  con- 
nect it  with  the  Worcester  and  South- 
bridge,  hoping  to  make  a  better  French 
omelet  than  the  first  one.  And  we  did 
make  a  very  good  one;  the  earnings  of 
the  whole  combination,  the  connection 
up  between  Springfield  and  Worcester, 
carried  the  whole  business  and  made  it 
a  good,  satisfactory  investment." 

Massachusetts  is  in  the  hands  of  a 
monopoly,  uncontrollable  and  uncon- 
trolled. The  people  have  been  delivered 
to  the  greatest  transportation  trust  in 
America. 


We  have  had  occasion  to  test  out  the 
service  of  the  street  department  under 
the  new  regime  and  find  it  much  more 
satisfactory  and  attentive  to  the  public 
interests  than  the  old  board  of  public 
works.  Under  the  old  system  a  person 
stood  in  grave  danger  of  being  insulted, 
if  he  had  the  temerity  to  call  on  the 
public  works  department  for  any  work 
which  was  in  the  public  interest,  but 
under  present  conditions  complaints 
appear  to  be  attended  to  and  the  public 
treated  with  due  consideration.  If  the 
new  charter  is  responsible  for  this,  we 
Offer  our  sincere  congratulations.

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AGAIN,  THAT  CHARTER 

And  Some  Of  The  "Gold  Bricks"  It  Has 
Unearthed 

The  editor  of  the  Lynn  News  in  at- 
tempting to  discredit  our  criticism  of 
the  clause  in  the  charter  referring  to 
the  advertising  of  all  candidates  for 
office  and  at  the  same  time  permitting 
the  appointment  without  the  publishing 
of  the  names  of  the  appointees,  sees 
nothing  inconsistent  in  the  section. 
The  point  of  view  of  the  editor,  if  pro- 
perly analyzed,  should  be  quite  a  freak 
of  nature.  A  writer  who  cannot  see 
anything  inconsistent  where  names  of 
applicants  must  be  advertised  and  then 
the  gold  brick  clause  added  ' '  but  nothing 
herein  contained  shall  prevent  a  com- 
missioner from  appointing  to  office  a 
person  who  has  not  submitted  his  candi- 
dacy as  aforesaid"  should  "see  some- 
body" at  once— something  is  wrong. 

The  clause  referred  to  in  the  charter 
says  to  A  :  You  must  make  application 
for  this  appointment  in  writing  ;  you 
must  have  your  name  published  on  the 
front  page  of  a  newspaper,  which 
means,  underthe  present  circumstances, 
that  in  this  city  of  90,000  inhabitants 
two  newspapers  proclaim  to  the  world 
that  you  are  an  applicant  for  an  appoint- 
ment. You  must  be  put  upon  the  dis- 
secting table  and  every  enemy,  petty 
or  great,  is  invited  to  come  forward, 
not  even  in  the  open,  but  by  the  many 
secret  methods  that  may  be  used  to 
smirch  an  individual,  the  public  is  in- 
vited to  attack  you.  This  in  a  small 
way  expresses  what  Mr.  A  is  up  against. 

The  Review  makes  no  objection  to 
this  provision  of  the  charter  providing 
that  Mr.  B  is  compelled  to  submit 
himself  to  the  same  scrutiny,  public  in- 
vestigation and  attack,  but  here  is 
where  the  "joker"  comes  in — the 
"gold  brick."  The  charter  then  says 
to  Mr.  B,  you  need  not  make  appli- 
cation in  writing  for  this  office  ;  you 
need  not  have  your  name  paraded  upon 
the  front  page  of  the  local  newspapers 
before  the  whole  population,  you  will 
be  spared  undergoing  public  inspection; 
you  can  be  sneaked  in  the  back  door 
and  appointed  to  this  office  without  any 
person  having  a  chance  to  attack  your 
character  and  reputation,  and  first  be 
heard  of  by  the  public  as  the  successful 
appointee,  and  yet  our  good  friend  the 
Lynn  News  has  the  effronter  to  say  to 
the  people  of  Lynn:  "Now  what  is 
there  inconsistenta  bout  that  ?  "  Speak- 
ing about  inconsistency,  note  the  follow- 


ing :  After  stating  that  all  candidates 
shall  work  in  the  open,  they  proceed  to 
explain  how  the  commissioner  can 
appoint  someone  who  has  not  been  an 
avowed^candidate,  and  not  known  to  the 
public  as  even  an  applicant  for  the  office 
in  question,  and  again  it  asks,  what  is 
there  inconsistent  about  this  ?  Where 
is  the  boasted  publicity  clause  ? 

If  we  remember  correctly  this  was 
the  "perfect"  charter  that  was  to 
treat  everybody  alike,  "  a  square  deal 
for  all,"  and  all  that  bosh  and  hypocrisy 
that  has  been  sickening  to  the  voter. 
In  fact,  anybody  who  even  dares  to  now 
criticise  this  bungling  document  is  met 
with  the  same  old  rot  that  became  nau- 
seating in  the  charter  campaign.  For 
instance,  everybody  who  cannot  see  the 
emblem  of  perfection  itself  in  this 
charter  is  referred  to  as  a  "politician," 
and  the  word  "  politician,"  as  defined 
by  these  disappointed  office  seeking  re- 
formers, is  some  wicked  individual  try- 
ing to  put  up  a  job.  These  same 
reformers  put  up  a  job  on  the  public 
that  the  politicians  of  the  old  or  new 
school  would  deserve  to  be  severely 
condemned  for  by  thinking  people,  for 
perpetrating. 

"  It  isn't  so  easy  to  work  an  appoint- 
ment with  this  method  in  vogue,  as  it 
was  in  the  old  days,"  says  the  News. 
There  is  more  opportunity  for  jobbery, 
cheap  and  deceptive  politics,  under  the 
present  charter,  than  under  any  previ- 
ous government  in  Lynn. 

Where  is  the  fair  fight  under  this  new 
charter?  You,  Mr.  A,  must  go  before 
the  public  ;  you,  Mr.  B,  can  be  sneaked 
into  office  by  the  appointing  power. 
The  charter  then  practically  says  to  the 
citizens  of  Lynn  all  the  money  paid  for 
this  advertising  is  absolute  waste  and 
spent  in  bad  faith,  a  condition  of  afi'airs 
that  did  not  exist  before  mushroom  re- 
formers came  to  the  front. 

Must  we  close  our  eyes  to  these  incon- 
sistencies in  such  a  fake  document, 
while  its  framers  will  not  close  their 
mouths  in  falsely  shouting  its  alleged 
benefits  and  advantages  ?  Are  we  to 
be  deprived  of  the  privilege  of  free 
speech  in  commenting  upon  the  very 
information  that  the  News  itself  prints, 
when  it  almost  daily  points  out  the 
defects  aiid  imperfections  of  this  make- 
shift instrument  that  a  few  individuals 
expected  to  ride  into  office  upon  ? 

As  a  matter  of  fact,  in  about  the  very 
same  issue  of  the  News  that  censured 
the  Review  for  commenting  upon  the 
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possibilities  of  rank  injustice  and  unfair- 
ness in  appointments  afforded  by  the 
"joker"  in  this  charter  it  calls  atten- 
tion of  the  public  to  the  fact  that  this 
very  same  document  was  so  worded 
that  no  one  could  tell  to  a  certainty  who 
had  the  right  to  appoint  such  important 
officials  as  assistant  assessors,  and  in 
the  mix-up  the  city  solicitor  was  called 
in  to  "guess"  what  was  really  meant, 
and  as  a  matter  of  fact  we  might  add 
that  about  two-thirds  of  the  solicitor's 
time,  since  the  charter  has  been  in 
operation,  has  been  devoted  to  trying  to 
read  the  light  of  intelligence  into  this 
product  of  these  "holier  than  thou" 
reformers.  Later  the  same  sheet  re- 
ported a  condition  of  affairs  (  "Ye 
Gods"  we  tremble  to  tell  the  tale)  but 
it  gently  broke  the  news,  that  expendi- 
tures in  excess  of  $500  can  be  made 
without  public  advertisement,  provid- 
ing the  expenditure  comes  out  of  a 
general  appropriation  which  has  gone 
through  the  advertising  process  required 
by  the  charter. 

This  clause  was  supposed  to  be  the 
great  bulwark  of  the  charter.  Shades 
of  those  Boston  contracts  split  up  into 
$2000  jobs  to  get  under  the  wire  !  No 
chance  for  a  job  here  ?  How  the  so- 
called  "politician"  must  laugh  with 
glee  at  that  "joker."  Remember  how 
the  charter  promoters  yelled  in  a  man- 
ner that  would  make  Hi  Holler  blush 
with  shame  that  all  expenditurers  were 
to  be  advertised  ? 

The  publicity  clause  in  the  charter 
punctured  !  Phoney  publicity.  How 
could  such  a  ruling  be  possible  in  a 
document  from  the  hands  of  such  able 
reformers  !  Far  be  it  from  us  to  un- 
reasonably criticise,  but  we  are  simply 
sick  of  that  class  of  individuals  who  are 
constantly  and  persistently  preaching 
about  the  wickedness  of  others.  These 
people  made  promises  to  the  public  in 
this  charter,  which  they  should  be  held 
to  make  good.  More  credit  was  given 
to  their  word  than  deserved,  and  if 
everybody  outside  of  their  sacred  set  is 
to  be  classed  as  a  "  wicked  politician," 
then  let  us  be  deceived  no  longer,  and 
take  our  chances  with  the  wicked. 

We  repeat,  this  charter  is  full  of 
"jokers"  and  "gold  bricks,"  in  the 
hands  of  men  who  are  disposed  to  take 
advantage  of  them.  The  safeguards 
that  were  promised  in  mellow  terms  are 
not  there.  Take  our  word  for  it,  Mr. 
Citizen,  from  day  to  day  you  will  have 
sufficient  proof  that  you  have  been 
fooled. 


Mayor  Connery  and  the  other  com- 
missioners are  entitled  to  the  highest 
credit  for  the  good  work  they  have 
done  with  such  a  poor  tool.  They 
should  be  excused  for  making  any  and 
all  kinds  of  blunders  under  such  a  vague, 
uncertain  and  meaningless  instrument, 
and  could  not  be  blamed  for  becoming 
impatient  when  they  are  almost  daily 
held  up  in  their  work  because  of  the 
uncertainty  and  doubt  as  to  the  meaning 
of  the  charter. 

As  we  have  previously  said:  "The 
present  charter  falls  by  weight  of 
unfulfilled  promises,  parts  of  it  mean 
everything,  anything  or  nothing.  Don 't 
turn  the  city  over  to  the  cranks!  " 
Come  again,  Mr.  News  Editor  !

The  city  of  Lynn  occupies  a  ticklish  position  in  the  matter  of  finances.  With 
all  the  talk  from  various  agitators  who  think  their  scheme  is  of  pi'ime  importance 
calling  for  the  expenditure  of  public  funds  there  is  great  need  of  conservative  and 
careful  action  on  the  part  of  the  city  fathers. 

People  are  exploiting  schemes  and  projects  in  this  and  that  direction  probably 
from  a  hearty  and  sincere  interest  for  the  welfare  of  the  city,  but  this  does  not 
always  signify  that  it  is  best  for  Lynn  to  make  the  expenditures  called  for. 

The  position  of  The  Review  has  always  been  for  the  welfare  of  Lynn,  but 
when  it  comes  to  making  what  appears  to  be  a  reckless  expenditure  of  the  public 
money  we  must  enter  a  protest. 

Agitators  are  always  at  work,  some  of  them  for  the  honest  welfare  of  the  city 
and  others  for  the  advertising  they  personally  secure.  The  city  fathers  should  be 
discriminating,  they  should  know  for  themselves  the  worth  of  the  various  projects 
from  the  public  point  of  view  and  not  be  rattled  or  jostled  from  their  position  of 
serving  all  of  the  people  all  of  the  time  in  the  best  possible  manner. 

The  total  debt  of  Lynn  at  the  present  time  is  $4,409,109.  We  have  a  water 
indebtedness  of  $1,648,500  and  the  city  has  a  net  bonded  debt,  exclusive  of  water 
of  $2,060,298  and  a  grand  total  net  bonded  debt  of  $3,140,517.69. 

On  our  tax  rate  of  $20  per  $1000,  $1.02  goes  for  county  taxes  on  each  $1000  and 
$1.50  to  the  state,  including  state  taxes.  For  strictly  Lynn  purposes  there  is  spent 
$17.48  on  each  $1000;  salaries  costing  $1.15  per  $1000;  police  and  fire  taking  $2.13 
on  each  $1000  of  valuation;  85  cents  for  health  and  sanitation;  $1.33  for  highways, 
bridges,  street  hghting,  etc.;  49  cents  for  the  poor  department;  $4.86  for  the 
schools;  and  $4.58  on  each  $1000  of  valuation  goes  toward  paying  the  municipal 
indebtedness.  In  other  words  nearly  one-fourth  of  the  tax  rate  goes  toward  sup- 
porting our  debts  and  if  this  is  a  healthy  condition,  steadily  growing  against  us. 
we  should  like  to  be  informed  of  the  facts,  because  we  want  to  feel  just  as  good 
natured  as  anybody  else  regarding  Lynn's  future.  It  also  takes  $1.00  on  each 
$1000  valuation  for  sidewalks  and  street  paving,  while  all  other  expenditures  take 
$1.08,  making  the  total  of  $17.48  on  each  $1000  valuation  expended  for  city  purposes. 

It  is  our  desire  to  give  the  tax  payers  these  figures  so  that  they  will  readily 
comprehend  them.  The  publication  of  details  by  the  city  with  the  monthly  reports 
of  the  financial  department  while  thoroughly  correct  and  in  every  way  satisfactory 
to  the  trained  mind  are  not  comprehended  by  the  average  individual,  therefore  we 
have  set  out  the  figures  in  the  above  manner. 

We  do  not  want  to  be  classed  as  a  pessimist.  There  is  nobody  we  would  not 
take  off  our  hat  to  in  their  effort  to  make  Lynn  progressive  and  enterprising,  but 
we  do  not  wish  so-called  reformers,  agitators  and  public  spirited  citizens  to  barter 
away  Lynn's  finances. 

Lynn  is  in  a  peculiar  condition.  We  cannot  overcome  our  labor  difficulties  and 
they  are  proving  detrimental  to  business,  for  shoe  manufacturing  has  left  us  in 
large  volume  during  the  past  few  years  and  firms  making  $5,000,000  of  goods 
annually  have  left  Lynn  for  nearby  towns  and  cities.  We  cannot  view  this  condi- 
tion of  affairs  with  anything  akin  to  satisfaction,  and  these  conditions  call  for 
wise  financial  management  on  the  part  of  the  city  or  we  shall  follow  in  the  wake  of 
the  Ohio  city,  where  labor  troubles  first  gained  a  firm  foothold,  followed  by  bad 
municipal  financiering,  with  the  result  that  the  city  is  almost  erased  from  the  map. 
Therefore  we  say  to  the  people  who  govern  Lynn— go  slow,  act  moderately,  and 
look  for  the  welfare  of  the  city !

There  are  people  in  this  city  who  have 
gone  "filtration  plant  installation" 
mad.

It  is  said  that  some  of  the  city  officials 
wish  that  the  months  of  June  and  July 
were  over.         

Thank  Heaven,  Buffum  street  is  to  be 
paved  with  something  beside  good  in- 
tentions—and mud! 


New  building  laws  are  imperatively 
needed  in  Lynn,  or  this  city  will  have  a 
conflagration. 

Illegal  transportation  of  liquor  into 
Lynn  must  be  stopped.  That  was  a 
clever  trick  of  certain  Lynn  individuals 
using  the  name  of  Nahant  citizens  upon 
packages  intended  for  the  use  of  Lynn 
parties. 

The  municipal  council  have  taken  steps 
to  protect  themselves  against  "ticket 
sellers"  and  "solicitors"  for  contribu- 
tions. The  proprietors  of  stores  and 
offices  in  the  central  part  of  the  city 
have  been  actually  persecuted  with  this 
class  all  winter,  and  feel  like  joining 
hands  with  the  municipal  council,  as  the 
demands  have  been  extreme  and  beyond 
reason. 

We  notice  that  the  towns  and  cities  of 
Arlington,  Belmont,  Lexington,  Lin- 
coln, Newton,  Somerville,  Waltham, 
Watertown,  Wayland,  Weston,  Win- 
chester and  Woburn,  all  object  to  being 
taxed  for  the  construction  and  mainte- 
nance of  the  bridges  between  Boston 
and  Cambridge.  If  Lynn  can  stand  an 
assessment  this  year  of  $18, 500  for  this 
work,  it  would  seem  as  if  these  other 
towns  and  cities,  which  are  in  closer 
proximity  to  the  bridges,  had  consider- 
able nerve  to  object  to  an  assessment. 


As  the  Review  said  last  month, 
Mr.  Mellen  and  his  cabinet  are 
setthng  the  grade  separation 
question  in  their  own  way.  As 
usual,  Mr.  Mellen  has  acted  in  a 
two-faced  way  toward  Lynn,  and 
by  his  injudicious  talk  about 
"Lynn's  error  in  accepting  ele- 
vation" he  put  Mr.  Hurlburt  and 
his  other  associates  in  a  hole. 

The  New  Haven  railroad  will 
very  likely  get  the  better  of  Lynn. 
They  have  the  most  brains  on  the 
job.  It  is  hard  to  get  the  better 
of  an  excess  of  money  and  brains, 
even  if  one  has  justice  on  his 
side. 

Mr.  Mellen  started  his  trickery 
when  he  called  on  Mayor  Connery 
to  put  it  dowm  in  writing  to  stop 
the  work  decreed  by  a  legal  com- 
mission. That  makes  Lynn  liable 
for  the  delay  in  the  work. 

Four  tracks  through  Lynn's 
centre  should  be  fought  to  the 
finish.  They  are  not  needed  for 
the  Lynn  business.  They  are 
largely  a  bluff  on  the  part  of  Mr. 
Mellen  to  ward  off  the  Boston 
and  Eastern. 

If  Lynn  has  any  rights  in  this 
matter  we  hope  that  the  New 
Haven  road  will  be  blocked  in  its 
plans,  in  view  of  the  fact  that 
Mr.  Mellen  has  been  such  an  ex- 
pert in  deception. 


We  are  hopeful  that  the  good  judg- 
ment and  discretion  of  Water  Commis- 
sioner Thomas  Campbell,  2nd,  will 
extricate  Lynn  from  its  water  troubles. 
Mr.  Campbell  believes  that  the  possi- 
bilities of  the  water  shed  now  controlled 
by  Lynn  with  inci'eased  storage  facili- 
ties will  ward  oft'  the  great  expense 
caused  by  the  proposed  mechanical 
filtration  scheme  which  has  been  pro- 
posed by  the  state.  It  is  also  proposed 
to  raise  the  dam  at  Breed's  pond,  which 
will  very  much  increase  the  storage 
capacity.

The  recent  seizure  of  liquor  from  a 
steamboat  express  company  at  Lynn 
disclosed  the  tremendous  amount  of 
liquor  that  a  Boston  wholesale  concern 
was  shipping  to  a  Peabody  druggist 
using  •'  No-License  Lynn  "  as  the  main 
avenue  of  delivery,  it  shows  the  con- 
tempt that  the  wholesaler  and  druggist 
have  for  the  laws  of  the  State,  or  the 
will  of  the  people  of  Lynn.  Such  ship- 
ments and  those  by  expressmen  without 
books  are  receiving  the  quiet  and  earnest 
attention  of  the  police  department,  and 
another  outbreak  is  said  to  be  liable  to 
occur  at  any  moment. 

Local  newspapers  have  published  the 
statement  that  the  figures  showing  the 
delivery  of  extra  large  and  unusual 
amounts  of  liquor  from  January  3  to 
February  27,  1911,  to  this  Peabody  drug- 
gist were  obtained  from  an  express  com- 
pany of  Lynn,  which  delivered  the  goods 
from  the  wholesale  Boston  dealer  from 
whom  they  were  purchased.  The  fig- 
ures were  obtained  by  the  Anti- Saloon 
League,  who  intend  to  oppose  the  grant- 
ing of  a  license  to  this  now  famous  drug 
store  at  Peabody  by  the  State  Board  of 
Pharmacy,  and  from  present  indications 
they  will  succeed. 

Must  Lynn  also  bear  the  brunt  and  be 
identified  with  alleged  violation  of  the 
liquor  law,  involving  Peabody  and  Bos- 
ton?

That  is  a  good  start,  but 
the  public  know  that  in  certain  well 
known  local  drug  stores  notoriously  rec- 
ognized in  the  community  as  rum  shops 
and  in  many  cases  either  directly  or  in- 
directly backed  and  owned  by  eminently 
high  class  and  ultra  respectable  citi- 
zens, that  only  about  one  in  a  hundred 
sales  are  registered.  Some  of  these  in- 
dividuals would  become  highly  indignant 
if  it  were  even  intimated  that  they  were 
in  the  rum  business,  and  we  might  add 
in  its  most  contemptible  form.  The 
highwaymen  of  Wall  street  have  no  use 
for  the  pickpocket  or  sneak  thief. 


We  suppose  that  officers  Remsen  and 
Hall  will  be  called  in  by  Attorney  Pyne 
if  Commissioner  McPheti'es  does  not  an- 
swer his  insulting  and  insinuating  ques- 
tions to  his  satisfaction. 


We  commend  the  board  of  health  upon 
its  activity.  They  cannot  do  too  much 
to  protect  the  health  of  the  people  and 
enforce  the  laws  that  are  meant  to  make 
all  dealers  sell  pure  foods.

If 
these  janitors  do  not  understand  that 
these  dusters  simply  transfer  the  dust 
from  one  portion  of  the  room  to  another, 
it  is  time  they  secured  new  positions.

J.  P.  Morgan  a  younger  man  Mellen 
would  be  found  out  for  his  real  worth. 

Those  people  who  are  criticizing 
Mayor  Connery  for  his  work  in  con- 
nection with  the  soldiers'  relief  fund 
should  not  act  upon  insufficient  evidence. 
Mayor  Connery  is  endeavoring  to  secure 
a  revision  of  the  list  of  beneficiaries 
under  the  soldiers'  relief  fund  and  he  is 
trying  to  do  his  whole  duty  by  the  mu- 
nicipality. Mayor  Connery  has  a  large 
heart,  and  if  anybody  suffers  it  will  be 
the  state  and  not  individuals.

School  Building's  and  Their  Iiocation 

Ward  6,  where  they  are  sending  chil- 
dren to  school  in  stores  and  other 
similar  places,  needed  a  school  build- 
ing much  more  acutely  than  Ward  3. 
Somebody  at  City  Hall  could  not  have 
been  very  strong  in  conducting  this  case 
because  if  they  had.  Ward  (!  would  have 
gained  its  just  deserts,  certainly  having 
much  more  of  a  case  than  Ward  3  when 
new  school  accommodations  were  under 
consideration. 

The  municipal  council,  having  the  sole 
power  to  raise  the  money  necessary  to 
erect  the  proposed  new  grammar  school 
building  for  the  eastern  section  of  the 
city,  never  should  agree  to  its  location 
on  Lewis  street.  This  is  a  most  unde- 
sirable location  for  such  a  public  build- 
ing, and  the  objections  set  forth  in  a 
local  paper  by  Frederick  W.  Herrick 
are  all  sound  and  founded  upon  good 
judgment.  They  should  be  respected  by 
the  municipal  council. 

While  the  school  board  has  the  author- 
ity to  determine  upon  a  site,  if  better 
judgment  cannot  be  exercised  than  in 
this  instance,  the  $100,000  for  the  work 
which  the  legislature  has  said  Lynn 
could  borrow  should  not  be  approved  by 
the  municipal  council,  unless  a  more  de- 
sirable location  for  the  building  is  de- 
cided upon. 

There  is  every  reason  why  a  school 
building  should  not  be  located  on  such  a 
largely  travelled  thoroughfare  as  Lewis 
street,  when  other  more  favorable  loca- 
tions are  available,  the  one  on  Sander- 
son avenue  being  much  more  desirable 
than  Lewis  street.  Every  other  loca- 
tion that  was  mentioned  had  advantages 
over  the  one  selected  by  the  three  out 
of  five  votes  of  the  school  board  mem- 
bers. 

The  undesirable  location  of  the  Class- 
ical High  School  building  should  have 
sufficiently  well  demonstrated  to  those 
in  authority  that  it  is  much  better  to 
have  school  buildings  as  far  from  the 
line  of  large  travel  as  possible,  making 
for  the  safety,  comfort  and  convenience 
of  the  pupils. 

With  the  first  ray  of  the  spring  sun 
the  vagrant  politician  appears  early  and 
constantly  upon  the  curbstone  in  Cen- 
tral square.

How  many  out-of-town  teachers  and 
married  women  are  teaching  in  the  Lynn 
Public  Schools? 


As  the  Review  predicted,  the  Fox 
Hill  bridge  will  cost  $150,000.  The 
original  estimate  of  $125,000  was 
wholly  inadequate  for  the  work  and  the 
latest  cost  will  probably  be  found 
barely  sufficient  to  include  all   expense. 


The  sentence  of  Mrs.  Dodge,  the 
alleged  murderess,  to  imprisonment  for 
four  years,  appears  to  be  a  most  absurd 
one.  If  Mrs  Dodge  is  guilty,  the 
sentence  is  quite  inadequate,  and  if  in- 
nocent, too  severe.  It  seems  to  be  a 
verdict  which  is  hardly  consistent  with 
the  usual  dictates  of  the  law. 


Going  down  !  When  Mr.  Mellen 
assumed  control  of  the  New  Haven 
Railroad  its  stock  was  around  250. 
When  this  was  written  the  stock  was 
quoted  at  145.  When  Mr.  Mellen  and 
his  "  High  Finance"  forces  gobbled  up 
the  Boston  and  Maine  its  stock  was  134 
—  at  this  writing  it  is  104.  Query  : 
When  will  the  stockholders  surrender 
all  their  rights  to  the  bondholders  ? 
"This  way,  please,  for  the  basement  !" 

The  Supreme  Court  decision  against 
definite  speed  limits  may  possibly  de- 
crease the  number  of  traps  to  be  found 
in  Massachusetts  during  the  summer. 
Although  speeding  in  thickly  congested 
districts  is  to  be  censured,  there  is  no 
doubt  that  many  traps  were  simply 
arranged  to  replenish  the  treasury  of 
many  of  the  smaller  towns  during  the 
summer  ;  and  it  is  also  a  fact  that 
these  traps  were  laid  in  the  least 
dangerous  parts  of  the  country.  It  will 
be  interesting  to  note  the  practical 
result  of  the  Supreme  Court  decision. 


The  New  Haven  "Validating"  Report 
Joseph  B.  Eastman  in  writing  of 
Boston  and  Maine  and  New  York  and 
New  Haven  methods  in  The  Boston 
Common  says  :  ' '  The  net  result  is  that 
the  New  Haven  has  violated  our  laws 
with  impunity.  It  has  suffered  no 
punishment,  save  such  as  its  conscience 
may  have  imposed,  and  its  unlawful 
acts  are  now  ratified  and  confirmed. 
The  validating  report  shows  clearly 
that  the  New  Haven,  since  Mr.  Mellen 
has  been  president,  has  pursued  the 
policy  of  acquiring  a  complete  monopoly 
of  transportation  throughout  its  terri- 
tory in  the  most  prodigal  manner  and 
utterly  regardless  of  cost.  The  report 
furnishes  no  evidence  whatever  on  the 
question  of  the  financial  condition  of 
the  New  Haven.  The  report  shows 
clearly  that  a  valuation  of  this  sort  is 
largely  a  matter  of  theory  and  often  of 
mere  guess  work. " 

So  much  for  the  "validating"  report, 
showing  what  the  New  Haven  Road  was 
worth.  In  the  opinion  of  eminent 
lawyers  the  report  simply  amounts  to 
nothing  because  experts  might  honestly 
reach  results  differing  by  tens  of  mil- 
lions of  dollars.  The  "validating" 
report  is  as  dust  thrown  into  the  eyes  of 
the  general  public.  How  long,  oh,  how 
long,  will  the  public  consent  to  be  gul- 
led and  robbed  ? 

Fifth  Councillor  Nomination 

What's  this  we  see  in  a  local  paper — 
"  Councillor  William  H.  Gove  of  Salem 
may  be  given  a  third  term. "  And  why, 
pray  ?  Councillor  Gove  never  should 
have  been  given  a  first  term.  He  never 
would  have  been  thought  of  had  it  not 
been  for  his  "bar'l."  With  all  due 
respect,  Mr.  Gove  has  not  the  abiUty  to 
serve  the  public  satisfactorily  in  such  a 
position.  Public  service  is  not  his 
forte.  Salem  knew  that  by  keeping 
him  out  of  the  senate,  for  which  he  was 
a  perpetual  candidate  for  several  years. 
This  year,  if  there  is  any  justice  in 
locality  favor  in  politics,  the  councillor 
nomination  should  go  to  Dr.  Frothing- 
ham  of  Haverhill.  Mr.  Gove's  marked 
unfitness  for  the  place  should  have 
resulted  in  Dr.  Frothingham's  nomina- 
tion in  1909.

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It  was  a  cause  for  much  complaint 
by  automobilists  that  the  law  calling 
for  lights  on  all  vehicles  at  night  was 
killed  in  committee  and  was  not  passed 
by  the  legislature.  It  is  a  fact  that 
many  of  the  law  makers  did  not  wish 
the  bill  to  be  brought  before  them  for 
actual  vote  because  they  feared  if  they 
voted  for  the  bill,  it  would  offend  the 
farmers.  It  is  to  be  hoped,  however, 
that  this  law  will  very  sho  tly  be  passed 
because  dark  vehicles  are  not  only  a 
menace  to  automobilists  at  night,  but 
they  are  dangerous  to  the  people  who 
are  riding  in  them.  Every  vehicle 
should  carry  a  light  at  night. 

Since  writing-  the  foregoing  we  note  that  the 
Senate  substituted  for  the  committee  report  a  bill 
compelling  lights  on  all  vehicles.  The  Senate 
passed  this  very  desirable  legislation  by  a  vote  of 
26  to  13,  Senator  Newhall  of  Lynn  favoring  it,  and 
we  are  very  glad  to  commend  our  Senator  for  doing 
such  a  humane  and  necessary  act.  We  now  hope 
that  the  house  will  pass  the  bill  because  it  is  so 
much  in  the  line  of  reason,

The  betterment  talk  sounds  well,  but 
it  is  fake,  pure  and  simple,  not  founded 
on  good  law,  but  it  may  serve  as  a 
means  of  carrying  through   depression. 

The  New  Haven  exploiters  are  call- 
ing for  much  legislation,  and  what  Lynn 
gets  may  depend  upon  how  the  New 
Haven  fares  with  its  Boston  harbor 
tunnel  and  other  schemes.  The  Fitz- 
gerald-Lomasney political  interest  is 
with  the  New  Haven  road.  They  will 
be  looked  out  for  before  Lynn's  wants 
are  heeded. 

We  are  up  against  a  tough  bunch  ! 

It  is  what 
the  railroad  will  give  us. 

If  Lynn  has  not  lost  all  manhood 
more  than  two  tracks  elevated  through 
Lynn  centre  will  be  fought  to  the  last 
ditch.

At  a  recent  opening  night  in  London, 
Lawrence  Irving  issued  a  notice  with 
each  programme  telling  his  audience 
that  should  they  be  inclined  to  cough 
during  the  performance  throat  lozenges 
would  be  provided  for  them  in  the 
lobby.

Boston  and  Maine  Dividend    Zlednctiou 

"The  market  has  for  some  time  por- 
tended a  reduction  in  the  Boston  and 
Maine  dividend  rate  from  6  to  5  per 
cent,  but  it  has  not  been  anticipating 
the  reduction  to  4  per  cent  which  has 
now  been  made.  This  came  as  a  sur- 
prise all  around,  and  upon  no  class  of 
people  will  the  surprise  fall  more  dis- 
agreeably than  upon  the  stockholders  of 
the  New  York,  New  Haven  and  Hart- 
ford railroad  company.  "  Says  the 
Springfield  Republican.  "The  New 
Haven  company  is  a  guarantor  of  the  4 
per  cent  preferred  stock  of  the  Boston 
polding  company  issued  against  a 
majority  holding  of  the  Boston  and 
Maine  common  stock,  and  the  issue  of 
holding  company  preferred  is  quite 
largely  in  excess  of  that  company's 
Boston  and  Maine  stock.  There  will 
therefore  be  a  sizable  deficit  for  the 
holding  company  under  the  reduced 
Boston  and  Maine  dividend,  which  will 
have  to  be  made  good  by  the  New 
Haven  company  ;  and  if  the  New 
Haven  is  to  continue  8  per  cent  divi- 
dends, it  has  no  money  to  spare  for 
Boston  holding  company  deficits,  par- 
ticularly since  helpfully  taking  over 
from  the  New  York  Central  a  half  share 
in  the  Boston  and  Albany  lease  deficit. 
Unless,  therefore,  business  picks  up 
greatly  very  soon,  the  New  Haven 
dividend  can  hardly  be  maintained  at 
the  old  figure.  This  is  the  price  usually 
exacted  of  a  devouring  railroad  ambi- 
tion to  expand  and  absorb  or  consolidate 
everything  in  sight,  and  sooner  or  later 
the  New  Haven  will  probably  have  to 
pay  it." 

Only  twice  in  fifty  years  has  the  B.  & 
M.  paid  four  per  cent  dividends.  The 
Mellen  plan  of  running  the  railroads  is 
also  illuminated  by  the  fact  that  New 
Haven  stock  once  sold  for  $250— now 
around  $150— and  when  he  took  B.  &  M. 
the  stock  was  around  $134— now  around 
$105— watch  the  "Mellen  policy"  and 
see  B.  &.  M.  go  the  way  of  the  Boston 
and  Albany  !

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The  Boston  and' Eastern;  | 
We  notice  that  Representative  Quinn 
endeavored  to  make  it  a  restriction  in 
the  Boston  and  Eastern  bill  that  the 
corporation  collect  a  ten-cent  fare  from 
any  section  of  Lynn  to  Boston. 

We  do  not  know  what  is  possessing 
Representative  Quinn,  and  therefore  we 
cannot  reason  his  case  with  full  under- 
standing, but  we  should  say  that  it 
would  be  best  that  the  railroad  com- 
missioners pass  on  all  questions  of  fare 
as  they  have  in  the  past.  Probably, 
later  on.  Representative  Quinn's  atti- 
tude will  be  more  clearly  understood 
and  the  general  public  can  therefore 
better  judge  of  his  action.  We  are 
among  those  that  feel  pleased  that  the 
committee  has  voted  to  recommend  the 
Boston  and  Eastern  Railroad.  We 
notice  that  some  of  the  New  Haven 
railroad  adherents  on  the  committee 
were  absent  or  not  recorded,  and  under 
all  the  circumstances  we  would  recom- 
mend to  politicians  who  propose  to  vote 
against  the  Boston  and  Eastern  bill  in 
the  Massachusetts  Legislature  that 
they  first  make  terms  with  their  con- 
stituents. Legislators  who  oppose  the 
Boston  and  Eastern  railroad  will,  under 
all  of  the  circumstances,  be  pretty 
severely  trounced  by  their  constituents 
if  they  again  make  their  appearance 
for  office,  or  we  shall  miss  our  guess.

Under  the  new  charter,  are  not  some 
of  the  officials  very  much  overworked? 


Saugus  is  becoming  thickly  settled 
—gained  461  in  population  the  past 
year. 

We  are  becoming  real  metropolitan  in 
our  police  department — with  two  motor 
cyclists  doing  police  patrol  in  the  sub- 
urbs. 

If  some  people  who  try  to  run  publi- 
cations relied  upon  their  own  initiative, 
originality  or  ability,  they  would  not, 
to-day,  be  this  side  of  the  nursing  bottle ! 

Speaker  Walker  is  playing  politics  all 
the  time.  His  Canadian  reciprocity  let- 
ter to  Senator  Lodge  is  a  case  in  point. 
Senator  Lodge  had  a  right  to  take  the 
position  he  did  on  the  Canadian  bill. 
Too  much  presidential  dictation  is  not 
always  desirable. 

The  public  may  be  "surprised"  short- 
ly to  learn  what  methods  are  being  used 
to  have  Lynn  in  the  license  column  next 
year.  Out-of-town  liquor  interests,  aid- 
ed by  local  wholesalers,  think  they  can 
do  the  trick,  and  the  position  of  certain 
publications,  strong  last  year  for  no- 
license,  may  be  changed. 

Governor  Foss  did  the  correct  thing 
in  reappointing  Police  Commissioner 
O'Meara  of  Boston  for  another  five-year 
term.  Mr.  O'Meara  has  been  clean  and 
honorable  in  the  carrying  out  of  his 
official  duties.  Great  credit  comes  to 
Gov.  Foss  because  he  was  in  direct 
opposition  to  the  Fitzgerald  cheap  po- 
litical influence  in  reappointing  Com. 
O'Meara.  The  pohce  department  of 
Boston  never  has  been  cleaner  and  more 
in  the  public  interest  than  since  it  came 
under  the  direction  of  Mr.  O'Meara. 


The  Railroad  Qrades 

What  we  are  going  to  get  in  the  way 
of  railroad  grade  separation  is  uncertain 
at  this  writing. 

The  indications  point  to  the  fact  of 
the  New  Haven  railroad  using  its  in- 
fluence either  to  kill  the  committee's 
depression  report  or  to  have  the  whole 
question  referred  to  the  1912  legislature. 

If  the  New  Haven  had  secured  the 
Boston  harbor  tunnel  they  would  have 
made  any  reasonable  concession. 

Lynn  is  up  against  the  politicians  and 
the  New  Haven— rather  an  unequal  foe. 
The  railroad  is  not  out  to  serve  Lynn. 
That  corporation,  in  one  way  or  another, 
will  make  the  whole  business  very  ex- 
pensive for  Lynn  taxpayers. 

Lawyers  say  the  betterment  depres- 
sion suggestion  is  only  a  blufi"— that  it  is 
not  founded  on  good  law,  in  spite  of  the 
reported  favorable  opinion  of  the  attor- 
ney general. 

it  is  the  opinion  of  city  hall  officials 
that  two  track  elevation,  as  originally 
planned,  would  cost  Lynn  from  $150,000 
to  $200,000— and  that  two  tracks  de- 
pressed would  cost  the  city  $700,000. 

Within  a  short  time  the  whole  ques- 
tion will  be  settled,  for  this  year  at 
least,  as  the  legislature  hopes  to  ad- 
journ by  July  25. 


The  Boston  elevated  railroad  reminds 
us  of  the  man  who  was  said  to  be  very 
able — he  admitted  it.  The  elevated  says 
that  it  has  the  best  street  railway  ser- 
vice in  the  world,  in  Boston!  On  the 
contrary,  an  extended  experience  in  the 
large  cities  of  the  world  leads  the  writer 
to  this  conclusion — the  Boston  elevated 
system  is  the  worst  large  city  system 
that  he  ever  saw.  The  50-year  lease  of 
subways  wanted  by  this  elevated  body 
of  sharps  should  be  fought  tooth  and 
nail.  It  is  decidedly  against  the  public 
interest.  A  legislator  who  will  vote  for 
it,  is  certainly  not  serving  the  people. 


To  many  politicians  it  now  looks  like 
Frothingham  and  Luce  on  the  Repub- 
lican side  as  the  nominees  for  governor 
and  lieutenant  governor.  They  have 
much  to  recommend  them  to  the  Com- 
monwealth, but  conditions  may  change 
between  now  and  September  so  that  it 
might  be  the  desire  of  the  voters  to 
change  the  makeup  of  the  ticket.  It 
really  looks  as  if  Foss  would  be  fully  as 
strong  at  the  polls  this  year  as  he  was 
last  autumn.

Telephone  subscribers  in  sections  of 
its  territory  outside  the  so-called  Boston 
and  Suburban  districts  are  to  receive 
the  benefit  of  some  rate  reductions,  ac- 
cording to  an  official  announcement  of 
the  New  England  Telephone  and  Tele- 
graph Company. 

Apparently  the  company  feels  that 
these  other  sections  are  entitled  to  con- 
sideration in  this  matter  of  lower  rates,, 
and  its  voluntary  announcement  supple- 
ments the  recommendations  of  the  Mas- 
sachusetts Highway  Commission  for  the 
Boston  and  Suburban  districts. 

Although  some  of  these  reductions  do 
not  seem  especially  striking  when  ap- 
plied to  any  individual  rate,  they  become 
impressively  significant  when  it  is  stated 
that  they  will  represent  a  reduction  of 
approximately  $200,000.  Added  to  the 
estimated  reduction  of  between  $300,000 
and  $400,000  in  consequence  of  the  re- 
vision of  rates  in  and  around  Boston^ 
they  involve  a  total  revenue  reduction 
of  over  half  a  million  dollars,  without, 
taking  into  account  an  estimated  reve- 
nue decrease  of  from  $80,000  to  $100,000 
due  to  recent  reductions  in  toll  rates. 

Doubtless  some  part  of  this  will  be 
recovered  from  people  who  will  elect 
better  grades  of  service  rather  than  re- 
tain existing  grades  of  service  at  the 
lower  rates,  and  also  from  an  increased 
use  of  the  telephone  due  to  the  stimulus 
of  lower  toll  rates,  but  there  appears  tO' 
be  no  room  for  doubt  there  will  be  a 
heavy  reduction  in  net  revenue  as  a  re- 
sult of  these  changes.  The  new  rates 
go  into  effect  October  1  in  Lynn  and 
vicinity.

Iiynn  and  Salem  Fares 

The  Boston  and  Maine  railroad  well 
demonstrates  its  petty  instincts  under 
the  Mellen  management  in  reducing  the 
Lynn  and  Salem  fare  as  requested  by 
the  State  Railroad  Commissioners  from 
15  cents  to  12  cents,  but  with  the  pro- 
viso that  those  who  purchase  tickets 
shall  ask  for  a  special  ticket  good  for 
one  day  only.  If  this  is  not  done  the 
regular  fare  remains  the  same  as  before 
the  railroad  commissioners  called  down 
the  corporation  for  extorting  15  cents 
for  this  four-mile  ride. 

With  men  in  public  places  and  the 
politicians  working  with  the  Boston  and 
Maine  railroad  against  the  public  inter- 
est, it  is  not  difficult  to  conjecture  where 
the  public  will  be  in  connection  with 
the  railroad  interests  in  the  very  near 
future.  All  honor,  however,  to  the  rail- 
road commissioners  for  giving  the  pub- 
lic justice  in  recommending  a  reduction 
in  the  Lynn  and  Salem  extortionate  fare 
of  15  cents. 

More  attention  might  profitably  be 
given  to  penmanship  in  the  graded  and 
high  schools,  judging  from  examples 
which  reach  this  office  with  frequency 
enough  to  warrant  the  assumption  that 
they  reflect  the  average.  Apparently 
the  old  art  of  penmanship,  which  in- 
spired all  who  knew  how  to  write  to  de- 
sire to  do  so  legibly  and  well,  has  seem- 
ingly disappeared  from  consideration, 
says  the  Springfield  Republican,  and  the 
Review  says— Amen!

The  differences  whereby  Hon.  Nathan 
M.  Hawkes,  chairman  of  the  park  com- 
mission, was  forced  to  retire  are  to  be 
regretted.  Mr.  Bayrd  said  Mr.  Hawkes

To  Stop  Hiccouglis 

Simple  cases  of  hiccough  are  often  re- 
lieved by  such  measures  as  sucking  ice 
or  taking  salt  and  vinegar,  says  the 
New  York  Medical  Journal.  Pulling  the 
tongue  forward  and  holding  it  for  some 
time  is  an  effective  procedure. 

Sometimes  obstinate  hiccough  is  re- 
lieved when  the  patient  is  strong  by 
having  him  hang  with  the  arms  ex- 
tended and  grasping  some  beam  or  pole, 
so  that  his  feet  do  not  touch  the  floor. 
With  all  the  abdominal  muscles  tense, 
have  him  hold  his  breath  as  long  as  pos- 
sible. 

Sneezing  is  very  efficient  in  certain 
cases,  since  it  is  the  exact  opposite  to 
hiccough,  being  a  sudden  expiratory  act. 
In  Plato's  "Symposium"  the  physician 
Eryximachus  recommended  too  much, 
either  to  hold  his  breath  or  to  gargle 
with  a  little  water,  and  if  not  relieved 
to  tickle  his  nose  and  sneeze,  whereupon 
the  hiccough  would  be  sure  to  go. 

Notwithstanding  the  heavy  rains  of 
last  month,  it  is  in  order  for  people  to 
follow  Water  Commissioner  Campbell's 
advice  and  use  the  hose  sparingly,  being 
sure  that  there  ai'e  no  leaks.  Care  and 
judgment  should  be  exercised  in  order 
to  avert  a  famine  later  on.

With  the  new  law  passed  by  the  legis- 
lature where  the  direct  vote  will  settle 
nominations  instead  of  delegate  conven- 
tions, it  is  believed  that  ex-Senator  E. 
G.  Frothingham  of  Haverhill  will  easily 
defeat  Councilor  Wm.  H.  Gove,  who 
seeks  a  third  nomination  as  a  member 
of  the  governor's  council.  It  was  only 
the  well  known  convention  tactics  that 
made  Mr.  Gove's  nomination  possible 
two  years  ago,  when,  had  there  been  a 
direct  vote  on  the  part  of  Republicans, 
it  is  believed  that  Dr.  Frothingham 
would  have  been  renominated  by  a  good 
majority.

The    Oldest    Bank    in    Lynn    Run    From    Its    Inception  Under  the  Same  Name — 

It    Is    Now    85    Years    Old 

The  Lynn  Institution  for  Savings,  now  located  at  25  Exchange  street,  Lynn, 
completes  this  month  its  eighty-fifth  year  of  service  to  the  people  of  Lynn  and 
vicinity.  It  was  on  the  twentieth  of  June  in  1826  that  this  bank  was  founded  with 
Amariah  Childs  the  first  president  and  Amos  Rhodes  treasurer  and  secretary.  The 
original  location  of  the  bank  was  in  a  building  shared  with  the  Mechanics  Bank, 
to-day  the  Essex  Trust  Co.,  and  situated  on  Broad  street  where  the  Oxford  garage 
is  located  at  the  present  time. 

The  number  of  depositors  during  the  first  half  year  was  69,  carrying  a  total 
deposit  of  $1,597.06.  During  the  first  year  the  total  expenses  paid  for  running  the 
Institution  were  $24.60,  and  we  are  told  that  the  treasurer  received  $15  that  year 
for  his  services.  However,  it  seems  that  the  work  was  so  well  done  and  so  satis- 
factory to  the  directors  that  at  the  annual  meeting  it  was  voted  to  increase  this 
salary  from  $15  a  year  to  $30.  A  balance  in  the  Mechanics  Bank  of  $39.45  was 
carried  at  the  end  of  the  year's  business.    The  bank  continued  its  successful  career 


on  Broad  street, 
afterwards  m  o  v  - 
ing  with  the  First 
National  Bank,f  or- 
merly  the  Mechan- 
ics Bank,  to  Ex- 
change street, 
where  they  located 
on  the  site  now 
occupied  by  the 
Lynn  Gas  and 
Electric  Company, 
eventually  moving 
from  there  to  their 
present  location, 
af terthe  Lynn  fire. 
During  the  85 
years  of  its  suc- 
cessful existence 
the  bank  has  had 


seven  presidents, 
the  present  presi- 
dent, Mr.  Charles 
S.  Purinton,  hav- 
ing held  the  office 
since  1905.  When 
founded  in  1826  the 
Lynn  Institution 
for  Savings  was 
the  sixth  bank  to 
be  incorporated  in 
Massachusetts.  In 
1816  the  Provident 
Institution  for  Sav- 
ings was  incorpo- 
rated in  Boston, 
followed  in  thenext 
ten  years  by  sav- 
ings  banks  in 
Salem,    Newbury- 


port,  Roxbury  and  New  Bedford.  From  the  very  first  the  Lynn  Institution  has 
been  a  mutual  benefit  association  pure  and  simple  and  has  been  a  prominent  factor 
in  the  business  life  of  Lynn,  numbering  among  its  trustees  and  directors  the  most 
prominent  men,  financially,  in  the  city.

Water  Commissioner  Campbell  has 
addressed  a  communication  to  the  water 
commission  of  Saugus  offering  to  fur- 
nish water  to  that  town  at  the  rate  of 
$75  per  1,000,000  gallons  after  the  ex- 
piration of  the  five-year  contract  which 
ends  in  July.  Under  this  arrangement 
the  city  of  Lynn  would  deliver  the  water 
at  the  Lynn-Saugus  line  and  the  cost  of 
maintenance  and  collection  of  rates 
would  be  borne  by  Saugus.  The  exist- 
ing contract  provides  that  water  shall 
be  delivered  directly  to  the  consumers 
in  Saugus  on  the  same  terms  as  to  the 
consumers  in  Lynn,  and  after  the  city 
of  Lynn  has  paid  the  cost  of  main- 
tenance and  collection  a  rebate  of  50  per 
cent,  is  given  to  the  town  of  Saugus. 

Despite  the  fact  that  the  department 
of  streets  and  highways  has  expended 
$18,618.53,  the  water  department  $14,- 
715.60  and  the  school  department  $12,- 
868.34  more  than  during  the  same  period 
in  1910,  according  to  the  report  issued 
by  City  Auditor  Charles  H.  Tucker  for 
the  first  six  months  under  commission 
government,  there  are  still  those  who 
are  confident  that  at  the  end  of  the  fiscal 
year  sufficient  ground  will  have  been  re- 
gained to  make  a  financial  showing  that 
will  compare  favorably  with  those  of 
other  years. 

Among  those  who  did  not  contribute 
to  the  success  of  the  last  Charity  Ball 
were  the  person  or  persons  responsible 
for  the  item  under  expenses:  "  Caterer's 
silver  stolen,  $6.72."  Evidently  some 
one  decided  to  take  home  a  few  sou- 
venirs in  addition  to  the  regular  ice 
cream  and  cake  served  at  fifty  cents  a 
plate,  in  order  to  fill  a  few  gaps  in  their 
dining-room  furnishings.

The  Boston  and  Eastern  Railroad 
At  last  the  railroad  commissioners  are 
rebuked  and  the  legislature  has  given 
the  Boston  and  Eastern  railroad  per- 
mission to  build  from  Boston  to  Beverly. 
There  was  not  sufficient  opposition  in 
the  senate  to  yield  a  recorded  vote,  the 
opponents  of  the  bill  being  unable  to  get 
a  roll  call.  This  very  clearly  indicates 
that  the  politicians  are  not  being  fed  by 
the  railroad  interests  as  they  have  been 
in  years  past  and  that  the  people  are 
coming  into  their  own.  There  was  a 
feeble  attempt  by  the  Boston  and  Maine 
adherents  to  kill  the  Boston  and  East- 
ern bill  by  amendments,  but  they  were 
laughed  down.  Gov.  Foss  signed  the 
bill,  as  was  anticipated.  We  believe 
that  the  Boston  and  Eastern  railroad 
will  be  a  reality  and  that  it  will  serve 
the  public  interest  with  the  most  mod- 
ern and  up-to-date  system  of  railroad- 
ing. Counsel  for  the  company  is  quoted 
as  saying: 

"The  construction  on  the  new  road 
will  be  started  just  as  soon  as  possible. 
The  road  will  cost  somewhere  in  the 
neighborhood  of  $11,000,000  and  will 
practically  take  care  of  the  whole  of 
Essex  county.  This  district  is  one  of 
the  most  thickly  populated,  in  the  given 
area,  of  any  in  the  country.  " 

An  order  has  been  submitted  by  Fi- 
nance Commissioner  Turnbull  providing 
for  a  thirty-year  bond  issue  of  $100,000 
to  defray  expenses  in  connection  with 
the  raising  of  Breed's  pond  dam  for  in- 
creased storage  of  water  supply.

It  is  predicted  that  Breed's  pond  will 
not  be  utilized  this  year  as  a  water  sup- 
ply. With  the  water  drawn  off  a  new 
and  higher  dam  will  be  built  at  once, 
and  so  much  improved  a  storage  basin 
will  be  obtained  that  the  water  demand 
for  over  a  year  may  easily  be  supplied.

When  a 
person  applies  for  permission  to  sell  fire- 
works and  firecrackers  a  copy  of  the 
laws  and  regulations  is  handed  him,  and 
it  is  expected  that  he  will  keep  within 
the  laws  set  forth  by  the  book;  and  in 
most  cases  by  the  time  the  entire  book 
is  read  the  applicant  decides  that  the 
laws  require  too  much  and  that  he  can 
get  along  without  handling  explosives 
for  the  Fourth.  Chief  Harris  does  not 
anticipate  any  trouble  and  believes  that 
Lynn  will  have  a  safe  and  sane  Fourth 
of  July  celebration.

Celebrating-  the  Fourth 
The  growth  of  the  "safe  and  sane" 
Fourth  idea  through  the  length  and 
breadth  of  the  country  is  encouraging 
to  the  mothers  and  fathers  who  like  to 
note  the  presence  of  as  many  little  ones 
July  fifth  as  were  at  the  roll  call  the  eve 
before  Independence  day  celebrating 
commenced,  and  with  each  a  due  quan- 
tity of  fingers  and  toes. 

Since  Baltimore  pioneered  the  path- 
way of  powderless  Fourths  any  number 
of  cities,  towns  and  villages  have  fol- 
lowed her  lead— Denver,  Detroit,  Min- 
neapolis, Columbus,  0.,  St.  Paul,  Louis- 
ville, Omaha,  Washington,  Cleveland, 
Chicago,  Boston  and  Lynn  are  some  of 
them. 

They  have  successfully  separated  the 
small  boy  and  the  big  fool  from  cannon 
crackers,  pistols  and  most  other  forms 
of  fireworks,  and  at  the  same  time  low- 
ered their  death  rate,  hospital  list  and 
fire  losses.

Rep- 
resentative Hoyt  protests  strongly  and 
says:  "When  I  read  that  the  military 
drill  in  our  Lynn  high  schools  was  to  be 
passed  and  something  else  take  its  place, 
I  felt  much  regret  at  the  change,  as  I 
had  always  thought  that  the  military 
discipline  was  a  good  one  and  that  the 
set-up  resulting  from  this  exercise  was 
a  grand  one  for  the  boys  and  stirred  up 
a  commendable  pride  among  them  in 
their  appearance,  and  personally  I  re- 
gret the  change."  The  military  set-up 
is  a  valuable  physical  requisite  for  the 
high  school  boys. 

West  Lynn  residents  should  make  a 
decided  protest  against  the  present  con- 
dition of  Commercial  street  in  the  vicin- 
ity of  the  Revere  Beach  railroad  tracks. 
This  street  is  unquestionably  in  a  worse 
condition  than  any  other  thoroughfare 
in  Lynn  and  deserves  the  immediate  at- 
tention of  the  commissioner  of  streets 
and  highways.

More  Postal  Savingrs  Banks 

Much  interest  will  naturally  be  aroused 
by  the  announcement  of  Postmaster- 
General  Hitchcock  that  he  expects  to 
establish  a  postal  savings  department  in 
the  Boston  postoflice  in  July.  It  has 
been  expected,  of  course,  that  the  sys- 
tem would  eventually  be  applied  to  the 
Hub  and  other  large  cities  of  the  coun- 
try, but  such  an  early  opportunity  for 
postal  savings  investment  had  not  been 
anticipated. 

The  federal  banking  experiment  has 
thus  far  been  extraordinarily  success- 
ful. The  popularity  of  the  forty-eight 
savings  departments  opened  in  post- 
offices  throughout  the  country  last  Jan- 
uary has  resulted  in  the  decision  of  Mr. 
Hitchcock  to  extend  the  system  as  fast 
as  possible,  and  he  now  proposes  to  add 
to  the  list  150  postoffices  a  week.  They 
will  be  scattered  impartially  over  the 
country.  In  New  England  it  is  expected 
that  by  July  the  offices  in  Clinton,  Ip- 
swich and  Southbridge,  Mass.,  together 
with  Keene,  N.  H.,  Calais,  Me.,  and 
Lydonville,  Vt. ,  will  be  ready  to  receive 
deposits. 

Opposition  to  the  new  system  on  the 
part  of  private  banks  is  decreasing,  as 
bankers  learn  that  the  postal  savings 
offices  act  as  feeders  for  the  banks  in- 
stead of  depriving  them  of  deposits  that 
would  naturally  be  theirs.

The  public  schools  will  reopen  Mon- 
day, Sept.  11. 

The  old  trick  of  crying  bribery,  in  the 
hope  to  stop  voting  against  a  legislative 
measure,  was  tried  last  month,  but  the 
district  attorney  of  Suffolk  "called  the 
turn."  But  not  before  somebody  pre- 
varicated, to  put  it  mildly.  It  is  time 
the  legislature  made  such  baseless  talk 
a  criminal  offence. 

There  must  have  been  a  decided  dif- 
ference of  opinion  in  the  point  of  view 
concerning  the  bidding  on  the  contract 
to  build  the  Breed's  Pond  dam  when  one 
person  puts  the  figures  for  the  work  at 
$40,648  and  another  one  at  $99,046.  It 
is  wonderful  what  a  job  can  be  done 
with  figures.  Somebody  must  have 
been  joking. 

September  26  will  be  an  important 
date  for  the  politicians  and  citizens  gen- 
erally. This  Tuesday,  six  weeks  before 
the  election  of  state  officers,  will  occur 
the  initial  primary  election  of  all  candi- 
dates to  be  voted  for  in  November. 
Look  out  for  the  date— Sept.  26 — if  you 
want  a  voice  in  the  choice  of  all  state 
candidates,  all  parties  voting  on  that 
day  under  the  provisions  of  the  new 
direct  primary  law. 

The  air  of  ownership  and  snobbishness 
that  surrounds  certain  city  hall  officials 
is  decidedly  overpowering  to  some  people 
in  humble  circumstances  who  cannot 
properly  estimate  the  real  worth  of  the 
official  they  are  up  against.  The  em- 
ployees are  courteous  and  considerate, 
but  when  some  of  the  officials  are  talked 
with  they  make  it  decidedly  uncomfort- 
able for  the  humble  individual  who  is 
not  in  the  habit  of  dealing  with  munici- 
pal problems.  Some  day  this  snobbish- 
ness and  curt  way  of  dealing  with  the 
public  will  be  put  in  its  proper  light  and 
the  public  secure  desired  relief. 


The  Public  and  the  Railroads 
It  would  take  several  men  all  of  their 
time  to  follow  up  the  deficiencies  in  the 
so-called  Boston  and  Maine  railroad  ser- 
vice. It  is  really  tedious  following  up 
the  lack  of  public  service  in  this  direc- 
tion. To  recite  all  of  the  trains  upon 
which  the  public  is  badly  discommoded 
would  fill  a  large  amount  of  space,  but 
there  were  two  instances  last  month 
which  deserve  publicity.  On  the  2.25 
train  from  Boston  Saturday,  July  15, 
125  people  were  standing  in  the  cars. 
There  was  no  picnic  or  celebration— just 
ordinary  traffic.  On  the  9. 11  a.m.  train, 
Lynn  to  Boston,  July  17,  more  than  50 
people  were  standing  in  the  cars.  Super- 
vision by  the  railroad  commissioners  in 
Massachusetts  cannot  be  looked  upon  as 
much  more  than  a  joke  when  they  will 
allow  the  public  to  be  treated  like  cattle 
by  the  Boston  and  Maine  railroad  and 
by  the  Boston  Elevated  railroad  in  vari- 
ous portions  of  its  subway.  We  hope 
the  time  will  come  when  the  public  will 
receive  proper  attention  through  its 
chosen  officials.

to  rejoice  over  their  work.  Mayor  Rich 
did  more  to  bring  about  the  Chinese  wall 
elevation  of  tracks  through  Lynn  than 
any  individual  outside  of  those  inter- 
ested in  the  Boston  &  Maine  railroad. 


It  is  now  officially  stated  that  Hon. 
William  H.  Gove  of  Salem  will  not  be  a 
candidate  for  the  Republican  nomina- 
tion for  the  Governor's  council  for  a 
third  term.  This  leaves  the  field  open 
to  Dr.  E.  G.  Frothingham  of  Haverlaill, 
who  is  an  aspirant,  and  two  years  ago 
was  defeated  only  by  a  narrow  margin. 
This  is  wise  on  the  part  of  Mr.  Gove 
because  the  politicians  believe  that  he 
never  could  be  nominated  for  a  third 
term.

For  the  assistance  of  those  who  delight  in  visit- 
ing the  various  points  of  interest  in  eastern  Mass- 
achusetts, southern  New  Hampshire  and  northern 
Rhode  Island,  by  trolley,  the  Boston  &  Northern 
Street  Railway  Co.  has  issued  this  year  some  very 
attractive  and  helpful  literature. 

One  especially  attractive  folder  is  entitled  "  Trol- 
ley Trips."

Care  of  the  Boulevard  ana  Streexs. 

The  manner  in  which  thii  city  of  Lynn 
fails  to  attend  to  some  things  is  strongly 
brought  to  mind  by  the  lack  of  atten- 
tion to  the  Lynnway  boulevard  from  the 
Saugus  river  to  Sea  street.  The  -state 
of  Massachusetts  practically  presents 
to  the  city  a  magnificent  roadway, 
and  the  municipality  has  not  suf- 
ficient manhood  to  put  a  light  on  the 
thoroughfare.  The  state  boulevard  is 
well  lighted  to  Saugus  river,  but  the 
city  Council  has  not  had  the  decency  or 
good  manners  to  even  place  a  lantern 
upon  any  section  of  the  roadway  in 
Lynn.  It  may  be  that  the  city  of  Lynn 
does  not  have  the  power  to  enter  upon 
this  boulevard,  but  if  that  is  the  case  it 
strikes  us  that  the  state  should  be  called 
upon  to  properly  light  the  thoroughfare. 
The  Commercial  street  entrance  to  the 
boulevard  is  a  disgrace  to  Lynn,  and  for 
this  city  to  allow  street  conditions  to 
prevail  as  they  do,  even  temporarily,  at 
the  Market  street  railroad  crossing, 
well  demonstrates  the  small  attention 
paid  to  the  interests  of  those  who  use 
our  streets.  It  would  take  only  a  few 
hours'  labor  to  put  the  Market  street 
crossing  in  a  decently  passable  con- 
dition, but  regardless  of  that  fact  the 
street  department  allows  it  to  exist  in 
its  present  condition. 

Norman  H.  White  has  made  many 
votes  for  the  gubernatorial  nomination 
in  Lynn  by  his  course  in  the  legislature 
on  the  Lynn  railroad  depression.  He 
fought  hard  for  what  he  believed  was 
the  right  course,  'm  JHstice  to  the  com- 
monwealth, and  in  that  way  attracted 
much  favor  from  even  those  who  op- 
posed his  ideas.

street  Coustrnction 
Governor  Foss  has  signed  the  bill  ex- 
tending the  act  of  1907  under  which 
Lynn  has  been  allowed  to  raise  an  extra 
dollar  on  a  thousand  for  street  construc- 
tion for  another  five  years.  The  orig- 
inal act  expires  this  year  and  the  new 
law  runs  to  1917.  Under  its  provisions 
Lynn  is  entitled  to  raise  $13  annually  on 
each  $1000  of  assessed  valuation,  of 
which  it  may  expend  not  exceeding  $1 
for  permanent  construction,  but  not  re- 
pairs. On  a  total  net  valuation  of 
$72,000,000  this  gives  Lynn  a  revenue  of 
$72,000,  and  the  new  act  further  pro- 
vides that  not  exceeding  one-third  of 
this  revenue  shall  be  expended  for  new 
sidewalk  construction.  On  the  valua- 
tion as  stated  the  total  revenue  in  five 
years  would  be  $360,000,  of  which  $120,- 
000  would  be  spent  for  sidewalks;  but  if 
Lynn  increases  $2,000,000  a  year  in  its 
assessed  valuation  the  revenue  from 
this  source  for  permanent  street  build- 
ing will  be  very  largely  increased.

It  was  a 
more  leisurely  age,  without  the  pressure 
of  an  intricate  civilization  back  of  one 
to  enforce  uncomfortable  tasks.  It 
might  be  thought  that  with  ice  easy  to 
get  and  a  place  to  find  cooling  drinks  on 
every  corner,  and  with  the  means  to  fly 
away  from  the  trouble  convenient, 
great  heat  would  be  much  more  endur- 
able now  than  it  was  a  century  ago,  but 
there  is  a  good  deal  of  weight  in  the 
arguments  on  the  other  side.

Forelgrn  Shoe  Invasion 

During  the  past  year  we  have  heard 
much  about  "Foreign  Shoe  Invasion," 
and  particularly  have  we  heai'd  that 
British  boot  and  shoe  manufacturers 
were  preparing  to  Hood  our  markets 
with  English  made  footwear.  Some 
American  manufacturers  have  viewed 
this  threatened  extinction  of  their  busi- 
ness with  alarm,  and  our  members  of 
Congress  have  spent  much  time  declaim- 
ing against  lower  duties  on  footwear, 
even  insisting  that  present  duties  are 
inadequate  to  properly  protect  the  in- 
dustry. 

Now  that  actual  figures  are  available, 
however,  it  is  found  that  the  "flood" 
of  imports  during  1910  amounted  to  the 
stupendous  sum  of  $114,053,  or  about 
$9000  wortk  more  footwear  than  was 
imported  in  1909.  While  we  were  im- 
porting this  footwear  we  were  also  ex- 
porting, and  during  this  period  we  sent 
to  Great  Britain  $1,890,573  worth.  What 
is  still  more  pleasing  is  the  fact  that 
England  imported  more  American  made 
shoes  than  those  made  in  any  other 
country  in  the  world.  Our  shoes  sold  in 
England  slightly  exceeded  those  of  all 
other  nations  sold  in  that  country.

Is  There  Any  '\ralue  to  Human  Iiife? 

The  engineer  of  the  New  York,  New 
Haven  &  Hartford  railroad,  working  for 
years  in  the  freight  yard  in  New  York 
in  the  shifting  of  freight,  does  a  hard 
day's  work  with  the  thermometer  around 
100  degrees  in  the  shade;  after  such  a 
day's  employment  he  receives  word  that 
on  the  night  of  that  day  he  must  report 
to  run  an  express  train  from  New  York 
to  Boston.  If  we  are  reliably  informed 
he  had  not  made  the  trip  from  New 
York  to  Boston  but  once  before  this 
time.  The  result  of  this  trip  is  well 
known.  With  a  corporation  like  the 
New  Haven  railroad  doing  business  in 
this  manner,  we  are  forced  to  ask— Is 
there  any  value  to  human  life?  If  the 
public  cannot  be  better  protected  than 
was  illustrated  in  this  instance,  it  would 
seem  to  be  high  time  that  a  more  re- 
sponsible force  was  in  charge  of  our 
railroads.  This  does  not  indicate  ordi- 
nary intelligent  management,  but  it  is 
in  line  with  many  of  the  policies  which 
Mr.  Mellen  has  put  in  force  since  be- 
coming manager  of  this  corporation. 

The  commercial  motor  trucks  which 
are  allowed  to  roam  about  the  city  are 
a  decided  menace  to  horses  and  a  source 
of  great  danger  when  women  and  chil- 
dren are  driving  horses.  There  should 
be  some  regulation  regarding  the  size 
of  these  trucks,  and  it  is  thought  that 
the  biscuit  people  are  overdoing  things 
in  moving  what  are  practically  buildings 
through  the  city  on  motor  trucks.  Their 
great  size  makes  them  dangerous  in 
many  ways  and  their  noise  is  a  disagree- 
able feature  in  the  residential  sections 
of  the  city.  When  the  nuisance  be- 
comes well  established  we  shall  prob- 
ably have  laws  regulating  the  size  of 
these  trucks. 


The  supremacy  of  the  Lusitania  and 
Mauretania  as  the  largest  and  most 
luxurious  Atlantic  liners  afloat  was 
ephemeral,  and  the  triumph  of  the 
Olympic  will  give  way  after  a  while 
before  the  coming  of  the  German  50,000 
ton  ship  made  in  Ireland. 


The  coming  fall  Hyde  Park  and  Boston 
are  to  vote  upon  the  question  of  annex- 
ation, and  if  both  cities  agree  on  the 
combination,  voting  upon  it  the  same 
day,  Hyde  Park  will  be  joined  to  the 
Hub. 
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Board  of  Health  Inefficiency 
The  board  of  health  seems  to  be  ex- 
pending a  great  deal  of  money,  having 
already  got  away  with  two-thirds  of  its 
appropriation  with  six  months  of  the 
financial  year  at  an  end.  Considering 
the  amount  of  money  expended  we  do 
not  seem  to  be  getting  very  satisfactory 
service  from  this  department.  Garbage 
receptacles  in  all  sections  of  the  city  are 
overflowing,  and  in  residences  around 
city  hall  there  is  only  one  collection  a 
week,  which  is  very  poor  service  when 
it  is  considered  the  amount  of  money 
which  this  department  expends.  Those 
who  have  special  knowledge  of  the  sit- 
uation state  that  the  board  of  health 
was  never  run  on  such  an  inadequate 
scale  as  at  the  present  time.  When  city 
officials  are  over-expending  their  appro- 
priations and  not  giving  public  service, 
it  is  really  time  to  invoke  that  portion 
of  the  charter  which  makes  it  a  criminal 
offence  for  any  head  of  a  department 
"to  wilfully  or  knowingly  exceed"  his 
appropriation.  So  long  as  the  board  of 
health  is  made  a  refuge  for  rewarding 
people  politically  we  presume  that  the 
present  lack  of  service  will  continue. 

We  have  seen  several  articles  which, 
evidently,  have  been  inspired,  particu- 
larly one  in  a  Boston  paper,  extending 
great  praise  to  the  Lynn  board  of 
health  "for  its  excellent  work."  We 
have  no  desire  to  detract  from  any  good 
work  which  may  have  been  done  by  the 
department,  and  we  should  think  it 
strange  that  something  had  not  resulted 
from  the  large  amount  of  money  that 
has  been  expended.  The  board  of  health 
may  have  an  idea  that  our  criticisms  are 
suggested  from  our  inability  to  secure 
advertising  from  the  department,  the 
Review  and  other  Lynn  publications 
having  been  practically  boycotted  by  the 
city  clerk  and  municipal  council  in  the 
awarding  of  advertising.  This  does  not 
bother  us  to  any  serious  extent  because 
we  can  get  our  carfares  in  other  direc- 
tions. While  we  should  appreciate  the 
same  treatment  that  is  given  other  pub- 
lications, we  shall  endeavor  to  exist 
without  the  favor.  This  condition  of 
affairs  will  not  interfere  with  our  doing 
justice  to  all  municipal  departments, 
but  when  the  garbage  pails  are  over- 
flowing a  good  portion  of  the  time  di- 
rectly under  the  eaves  of  the  city  hall, 
we  cannot  help  taking  issue  with  those 
who  believe  that  "government  by  com- 
mission" has  given  us  efficiency  in  the 
board  of  health.  What  this  department 
and  many  others  in  the  city  lacks,  is

The  enactment  of  definite  laws  to 
combat  the  loan  shark  evil  is  the  kind 
of  legislation  which  does  away  with  an 
amount  of  fraud  and  criminal  trickery 
which  seems  almost  unbelievable.  The 
revelations  made  last  month  exposed  in 
a  surprising  manner  the  supreme  power 
which  the  loan  brokers  have  exercised 
for  years,  resulting  in  misery  and  ruin 
to  hundreds  of  their  unsophisticated 
clients.  The  rate  of  interest  charged 
was  so  excessive  that  a  loan  of  a  few 
dollars  very  soon  rose  to  the  hundreds, 
and  even  the  most  thrifty  of  men  were 
speedily  reduced  to  poverty  by  the 
heartless  methods  of  these  sharks.  The 
Review  has  many  times  in  the  past 
called  attention  to  this  crying  evil,  and 
wishes  to  add  its  congratulations  to  the 
many  already  paid  the  present  legisla- 
ture for  this  wise  and  humane  action 
which  may  in  time  entirely  obliterate 
the  loan  shark  evil. 

There  is  as  much  art  in  not  hearing  as 
in  hearing.  Apart  from  this,  the  man 
who  has  learned  how  not  to  hear  has 
acquired  an  accomplishment  that  will 
save  him  many  a  pang  and  many  a 
friend.

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The  Ballroad  Grades 

How  the  average  voter  can  intelli- 
gently pass  on  the  Boston  and  Maine 
railroad  depression  bill  is  not  very  easy 
to  conjecture.  It  will  be  very  hard  for 
the  layman  to  intelligently  consider  this 
question  when  there  has  been  such  a 
diflference  of  opinion  and  wide  variance 
of  sentiment  among  the  lawyers  and 
business  men  who  have  been  up  against 
this  question  for  several  weeks  past. 

There  is  a  difference  of  opinion  re- 
garding what  the  Lynn  people  will  do 
when  they  come  to  vote  upon  this  ques- 
tion next  November,  if  the  present  bill 
passes  the  governor.  There  are  those 
who  believe  that  the  voters  will  favor 
depression  on  the  general  notion  that 
several  million  dollars  will  be  expended 
and  labor  will  get  the  benefit,  without 
regard  to  the  merits  of  the  question, 
and  there  are  others  who  believe  that 
the  small  property  owner's  influence 
will  kill  the  bill.  One  thing  is  certain, 
there  will  be  considerable  agitation,  but 
if  there  is  no  more  agreement  on  figures 
and  estimates  for  the  work  than  there 
has  been  before  the  legislature,  the 
public  will  have  but  very  little  idea  as 
to  the  cost  of  depression  and  four-track 
elevation. 

The  Review  was  originally  for  de- 
pression, but  with  half  a  million  dollars' 
work  to  be  paid  for  and  thrown  away  by 
the  city  the  question  assumes  diff'erent 
shape  than  at  the  outset.  We  have 
thought  it  might  be  just  as  well  for 
those  people  who  assumed  the  respon- 
sibility of  elevation  to  get  their  full  dose 
and  let  the  work  go  through,  now  that 
the  city  of  Lynn  will  have  to  pay  a  half 
million  dollars  above  its  legal  limit  for 
the  work.  Nobody  seems  to  have  a 
clear  idea  regarding  the  cost  of  four- 
track  elevation  and  depression.  The 
so-called  "experts"  are  at  wide  vari- 
ance. At  the  best  it  looks  like  a  very 
big  bill  of  expense  for  the  city,  and 
when  we  see  the  condition  of  Law- 
rence, financially,  we  sometimes  tremble 
for  the  city  of  Lynn.  There  is  a  prac- 
tical difference  of  about  one  million  dol- 
lars between  the  railroad  figures  on  cost 
of  depression  and  those  of  Lynn,  there- 
fore how  can  the  average  voter  intelli- 
gently pass  upon  the  question?  Rep- 
resentative Washburn,  who  conducted 
the  depression  bill  through  the  house, 
said  the  commonwealth  would  have  to 
pay  about  $900,000  and  the  city  of  Lynn 
$600,000  outside  of  the  $470,000  worth  of 
work  already  done  and  to  be  removed. 


Counsel  for  the  Boston  and  Maine  rail- 
road says  that  corporation  would  have 
to  pay  $2,617,000  and  the  city  of  Lynn 
$872,000  for  its  share  of  the  work.  Mr. 
Coolidge's  figures  are  independent  of 
the  cost  of  the  removal  of  the  work 
already  done. 

After  the  above  was  ready  for  the  press  the 
Senate  killed  depression  by  a  vote  of  17  to  17. 
That  vi^as  brought  about  by  the  New  Haven  road 
and  Mr.  Mellen  flim-flamming  Lynn  by  going 
against  the  measure  when  promising  to  favor  it. 
Wonder  what  the  Lynn  public  now  thinks  of  Mr! 
Mellen  and  his  promises! 

All  parents  who  desire  to  develop  the 
business  instinct  in  their  boys  and  girls 
should  recollect  that  the  Burdett  Busi- 
ness College  is  a  clearing  house  for 
ideas  for  the  young  people.  They  make 
and  train  the  business  mind  and  hun- 
dreds of  graduates  from  this  college 
who  have  gone  into  the  business  world 
furnish  substantial  evidence  of  the 
worth  and  quality  of  this  institution 
which,  speaking  with  discrimination, 
probably  has  no  superior  in  this  country. 
We  realize  that  this  is  a  strong  state- 
ment, but  the  writer  believes  it  to  be 
a  fact,  and  the  residents  of  Lynn  and 
vicinity  who  do  not  have  their  boys  and 
girls  take  advantage  of  the  facilities 
here  offered  are  losing  a  great  advan- 
tage. This  is  the  season  of  the  year 
when  everybody  interested  should  seri- 
ously consider  a  business  education  for 
those  who  are  going  out  into  the  world 
to  seek  a  living. 

Mark  Twain  once  asked  a  neighbor  if 
he  might  borrow  a  set  of  his  books. 
The  neighbor  replied,  ungraciously, 
that  he  was  welcome  to  read  them  in  his 
library,  but  he  had  a  rule  never  to  let 
his  books  leave  his  house.  Some  weeks 
later  the  same  neighbor  sent  over  to 
ask  for  the  loan  of  Mark  Twain's  lawn- 
mower.  "Certainly,"  said  Mark,  "but 
since  I  make  it  a  rule  never  to  let  it 
leave  my  lawn  you  will  be  obliged  to 
use  it  there."

The  Public  School  System 

A  decided  change  will  go  into  effect 
on  the  opening  of  the  fall  term  in  the 
grading  of  pupils  of  the  public  schools, 
Sept.  IL  The  eighth  will  be  the  high- 
est in  the  grammar  grade,  the  ninth 
being  abolished,  and  the  first  year  at 
school  will  be  known  as  the  sub-primary 
and  kindergarten. 

With  the  closing  of  the  schools  many 
inquiries  were  made  in  regard  to  promo- 
tions, and  parents  asked  why  their  chil- 
dren, promoted  to  higher  grades  than 
they  took  up  in  June,  will  still  continue 
to  be  in  the  same  grade  numerically. 

The  answer  is  that  the  school  board 
has  decided  to  establish  the  sub-primary 
grade.  For  the  first  half-year  that  a 
child  is  at  school  kindergarten  work  will 
be  taught,  and  for  the  next  half-year 
preparatory  primary  work  will  be  taken 
up. 

The  second  year  the  pupil  will  go  into 
the  first  grade.  Heretofore  the  first 
year's  schooling  has  been  called  the  first 
grade.  Under  this  system,  it  is  as- 
serted, children  will  be  better  prepared 
for  the  upper  grades.  In  establishing 
the  sub-primary  grade,  and  so  as  not  to 
reduce  the  number  of  years  in  the  prim- 
ary and  grammar  grades,  there  will  still 
be  nine  years  of  attendance  at  school 
before  graduating  to  the  high  schools, 
unless,  of  course,  a  pupil  secures  double 
promotion  through  hard  study.

The  great  feature  of  the  govern- 
ment's revenue  operations  the  past  fiscal 
year  has  been  the  substitution  of  a 
postal  surplus  for  a  deficit.

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The  New  Haven  Prospects 

The  stock  of  the  New  Haven  road  is 
constantly  sagging,  owing  to  the  top- 
heavy  capitaHzation  of  the  entire  New 
Haven  system.  For  the  last  five  years 
the  road  has  earned  about  5  per  cent, 
and  is  paying  8  per  cent.  In  the  last 
year  the  New  Haven's  net  loss  has  been 
about  $500,000.00,  and  the  company  is 
constantly  getting  into  the  hole,  and  no 
curtailment,  but  increases  are  constant- 
ly taking  place.

Furthermore,  the  New  Haven 
in  its  campaign  of  monopoly  is  spending 
within  the  next  few  years  more  than 
$250,000,000.00  in  and  around  New  York 
city;  if  obliged  to  electrify  in  and  around 
Boston  it  will  spend  about  $25,000,000.00 
more;  to  say  nothing  of  the  $30,000,- 
000.00  placed  recently  upon  the  back  of 
the  Boston  &  Maine  railroad;  besides 
the  cost  of  the  proposed  tunnel  under 
Boston  harbor,  and  the  proposed  Lynn 
elevation,  and  other  huge  operations! 
It  will  take  fifty  years  at  the  most 
reasonable  calculation  to  place  the  New 
Haven  in  a  position  where  it  will  begin 
to  make  good,  if  ever!  On  the  other 
hand,  there  are  no  indications  that  the 
industries  and  commerce  of  northern 
New  England  warrant  the  huge  expend- 
itures on  the  New  Haven  system.  Fur- 
thermore, there  are  many  indications 
that  the  Morgan  group  have  sold  their 
interests  in  the  New  Haven,  and  this 
strong  support  being  refused  in  the 
future,  will  still  further  head  the  New 
Haven  towards  bankruptcy. 

All  the  above  will  be  seen  in  the  re- 
port of  the  Validation  Commission,  a 
commission  which  has  used  every  means 
known  in  book-keeping  to  make  it  ap- 
pear that  the  New  Haven's  stock  as 
issued  has  sufficient  assets  to  warrant 
such  issue,  which  has  been  done  illegally 
and  against  the  laws  of  Massachusetts. 
How  can  a  road  earn  less  than  5  per 
cent,  and  keep  paying  8  per  cent,  year 
after  year?  The  gullible  public  and  the 
printing  press  is  the  only  answer! 

Shares  of  the  New  Haven  railroad 
company  have  fallen  the  past  few  weeks 
under  140,  which  is  the  lowest  price  re- 
corded since  the  panic  time  of  1908, 
when  1281  was  reached.  They  went 
from  189  in  1907  to  1281  in  the  height  of 
the  panic  of  that  year  and  recovered  to 
1741    in    1909,    since   which    time   their 


coursie  has  been  generally  downward 
again.  This  present  price  is  much  below 
what  a  seasoned  8  per  cent,  railroad 
stock  should  sell  for.

Great  disappointment  is  expressed  at 
the  manner  in  which  the  state  macadam 
roads  are  wearing  out  under  the  strain 
of  automobile  traffic.  Some  people, 
familiar  with  the  gravel  roads  in  Ver- 
mont and  New  Hampshire,  say  that  as 
a  whole  the  roads  in  that  section  are 
better  than  ours,  in  spite  of  the  enor- 
mous sums  of  money  spent  on  macadam. 
In  many  places  our  state  roads  are  fast 
degenerating  into  heaps  of  little  sharp 
and  pointed  stones.  Frequently  the 
trouble  is  due  to  the  failure  to  use  a  tar 
or  oil  binder  to  protect  the  surface, 
says  a  writer  in  the  Greenfield  Gazette. 
There  is  an  increasing  disposition  to 
return  to  the  old-fashioned  gravel  road 
as  cheaper  and  more  readily  repaired. 
And  even  at  that,  the  greatest  care 
needs  to  be  used  to  get  a  quality  of 
gravel  that  will  pound  down  into  a  hard 
surface.  Some  so-called  gravels  are 
little  but  loose  sand. 

What  will  become  of  the  stockholders 
in  the  New  Haven  and  B.  &  M.?  Under 
Mr.  Mellen's  management  their  hold- 
ings are  constantly  dropping  in  value. 
"  Going  down  "  is  evidently  the  Mellen 
motto.  When  will  the  Pennsylvania 
railroad  come  in  and  relieve  the  stock- 
holders of  their  burden?  Pennsylvania 
holdings  in  the  New  Haven  now  aggre- 
gate about  40,000  shares,  steadily  in- 
creasing. 

At  one  time  during  a  season  of  heavy 
fog  a  London  daily  paper  offered  a  prize 
for  the  best  fog  story.

The  Most  Dangerous  Animal— Th«  House 
Ply. 

We  are  spending  considerable  time 
and  money  in  a  war  on  mosquitos.  The 
cases  of  malaria  reported  in  Greater 
New  York  in  1905  were  but  359  and  the 
deaths  only  52. 

Much  more  to  be  feared  is  the  com- 
mon house-fly.  This  so-called  harmless 
insect  is  one  of  the  chief  sources  of  in- 
fection, which  in  New  York  City  causes 
annually  about  650  deaths  from  typhoid 
fever  and  about  7000  deaths  yearly  from 
other  intestinal  diseases.  The  statistics 
in  practically  all  American  cities— and 
in  many  foreign  cities,  too,  for  that 
matter — show  a  marked  rise  in  the 
number  of  deaths  from  typhoid  fever 
and  intestinal  diseases  during  the  fly 
season. 

In  cities  where  flies  are  the  chief 
cause  of  intestinal  epidemics  the  other 
seasons  of  the  year  show  comparative 
freedom  from  the  disease,  while  in  cities 
where  water  and  milk  epidemics  exist 
these  epidemics  may  occur  at  any  season 
of  the  year.  The  milk  epidemic,  how- 
ever, often  takes  place  during  the  fly 
season  because  of  the  infection  of  milk 
by  flies  at  the  farm  or  in  the  local  milk 
depots. 

The  danger  to  health  is  greatest  in 
parts  of  the  city  where  sanitary  precau- 
tions are  most  neglected;  but  even  if 
you  live  in  a  comparatively  well-cared- 
for  part  of  the  town  do  not  receive  the 
fly  into  your  home  as  a  harmless  visitor, 
for  he  may  come  in  a  carriage  or  on 
horseback  from  the  filthiest  spot  in  the 
city. 

Hitherto  the  fly  has  been  regarded 
complacently  as  a  harmless  nuisance 
and  considered  to  be  an  annoying  crea- 
ture with  great  persistence  and  exces- 
sive familiarity.  Regarded  in  the  light 
of  recent  knowledge  the  fly  is  more 
dangerous  than  the  tiger  or  the  cobra. 
Worse  than  that,  he  is,  at  least  in  our 
climate,  much  more  to  be  feared  than 
the  mosquito,  and  may  easily  be  classed, 
the  world  over,  as  the  most  dangerous 
animal  on  earth.— From  "The  Disease- 
Carrying  House-Fly, "  by  Daniel  D. 
Jackson,  in  the  American  Review  of 
Reviews.

Lynnfield  street,  for  which  the  county 
paid  a  good  round  sum,  is  fast  wearing 
out — as,  in  fact,  are  nearly  all  of  the 
state  boulevards. 


Respectfully  submitted — Name  Sea, 
Broad  and  Lewis  streets,  Lynnway 
avenue;  and  follow  this  by  Lynn  fur- 
nishing lights  for  the  Lynnway  from 
Saugus  river  to  Commercial  street. 

Lynn  is  backward  in  not  passing  an 
ordinance  to  allow  the  fire  department 
the  exclusive  use  of  the  siren  automo- 
bile horn.  Li  many  other  cities  this 
horn  is  not  allowed  to  be  used  by  pri- 
vate parties,  so  that  when  pedestrians 
hear  it  they  clear  the  way  for  the  fire 
department.  This  is  as  it  should  be,  as 
not  only  are  these  horns  distasteful  to 
the  ear,  but  they  are  somewhat  trying 
to  the  nerves.  There  is  no  reason  why 
Lynn  should  permit  their  use  to  other 
than  the  fire  department. 


Valuation  Tells  the  Story 

The  tax  rate  of  $19.40  looks  good,  but 
it  may  be  better  and  more  intelligently 
passed  upon  when  the  valuation  sched- 
ules are  looked  over.  Lynn  assessors, 
generally  speaking,  have  usually  done 
their  work  very  fairly  and  justly,  there- 
fore it  is  believed  they  may  be  trusted 
in  this  instance.  They  report  Lynn  Gas 
and  Electric  Co.  valuation  increased  by 
more  than  a  million  and  General  Electric 
Co.  by  more  than  half  a  million,  which 
helps  very  materially.  People  should 
not  be  deluded  by  the  report  that  a  few 
months'  "Government  by  Commission" 
gives  us  the  lower  tax  rate. 

The  assessors  this  year  have  found  a 
large  increase  in  new  building.  If  not 
in  amount,  at  least  in  the  number  of 
separate  entries,  the  past  year  has  ex- 
ceeded any  other  year  in  its  new  build- 
ings, and  it  is  largely  on  this  account 
that  so  large  an  amount  of  new  property 
has  been  found. 

More  Massachusetts  cities  are  an- 
nouncing reductions  in  the  tax  rate  than 
increases.  Pittsfield  so  far  leads  with  a 
reduction  of  $2.50,  while  Cambridge  and 
New  Bedford  among  the  larger  cities 
come  in  with  fractional  reductions. 
Springfield  figures  among  the  smaller 
number  having  an  increase  in  the  rate. 
But  these  changes  tell  nothing  neces- 
sarily of  economy  in  public  expenditures. 
Rate  reductions  may  mean  this  and  they 
may  not.  How  about  the  valuations? 
These  are  also  needed  to  tell  the  whole 
story,  and  there  is  no  way  of  equalizing 
them  to  make  a  trustworthy  basis  of 
calculation.

Oxford  street,  between  Central  ave- 
nue and  Willow  street,  was  one  of  the 
finest  and  most  desirable  dirt  roads  m 
Lynn.  The  city  proceeded  to  remove 
the  surface  and  smooth  pave  the  same. 
And  this,  when  there  were  probably 
over  one  hundred  worse  pieces  of  more 
largely  travelled  I'oadway  in  the  city  s 
center.     Great  work! 
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Local  organizations  employing  out-of- 
town  female  advertising  solicitors  should 
be  in  better  business.  Certain  organi- 
zations, when  they  want  money,  many 
times  attack  the  advertising  business, 
thinking  it  is  run  on  a  charity  basis  and 
that  it  is  the  best  method  of  bleeding 
people.  There  are  worthy  charitable 
organizations  that  employ  this  way  of 
securing  funds  that  are  all  right,  like 
the  Boys'  Club  for  instance,  but  where 
there  is  one  organization  doing  the  busi- 
ness correctly  there  are  ten  which  are 
getting  advertising  illegitimately,  and 
merchants  should  be  discriminating  in 
giving  favors.  Last  month  the  Lynn 
business  men  were  invaded  by  some 
female  solicitors  employed  by  a  local 
organization  on  a  liberal  percentage 
basis,  and  for  merchants  to  be  imposed 
upon  in  this  direction  is  not  only  un- 
reasonable, but  decidedly  unjust.  These 
female  solicitors  practically  conduct  a 
game  of  extortion,  asking  merchants 
for  advertising,  and  when  this  is  refused 
request  a  charity  donation,  upon  which 
they  would  secure  a  liberal  commission. 
The  merchants  should  take  strong  and 
concerted  action  against  feeding  solicit- 
ors of  this  character.

ISTow  the  Bay  State  Railway 

Bay  State  Street  Railway  Company  is  the  new 
name  of  the  system  formed  by  the  consolidation 
of  the  Old  Colony  Street  Railway  Company  and 
the  Boston  &  Northern  Street  Railway  Company, 
which  hap,  since  the  consolidation  became  effec- 
tive July  1,  been  known  by  the  latter  designation. 

This  change  was  formally  authorized  by  the 
certificate  of  the  Secretary  of  the  Commonwealth 
issued  under  date  of  August  8.  The  Bay  State 
Street  Railway  Company  operates  approximately 
930  miles  of  track  the  larger  proportion  of  which 
is  in  Massachusetts.  Outside  of  this  state  it 
operates  north  to  Nashua,  N.  H.  and  south  to 
Newport,  R.  I.  This  system  includes  practically 
all  of  the  lines  north  and  south  between  Boston 
and  these  points. 

Mr.  P.  F.  Sullivan,  who  was  president  of  the 
Boston  &  Northern  and  Old  Colony  Street  Rail- 
way Companies,  is  president  of  the  Bay  State 
Street  Railway  Company.

Motors  in  Massachusetts 
More  automobiles  by  far  are  being  reg- 
istered in  this  state  than  have  been  in 
any  like  period  heretofore.  It  appears 
that  up  to  August  1  the  certificates 
issued  number  34,340  against  31,360  for 
the  whole  year  of  1910.  The  total  re- 
ceipts of  the  automobile  department  for 
this  time  amount  to  $428,000  as  com- 
pared with  $334,388  for  the  correspond- 
ing period  last  year.  Certificates  of 
registration  do  not  necessarily  conform 
to  the  number  of  cars  in  use.  When  a 
man  sells  an  automobile,  for  example, 
the  machine  disappears  from  the  list  in 
one  place  and  appears  in  another,  but  if 
the  same  man  buys  a  new  machine  the 
subtraction  is  corrected.  The  com- 
parison for  certificates  of  registration 
between  the  eight  months  of  this  fiscal 
year  and  the  whole  of  last  year  is: —

It  is  apparent  that  the  hard  times  and 
the  economy  and  the  retrenchment  in 
individual  expenditure  of  which  we  have 
heard  so  much  are  still  strange  to  a  very 
large  fraction  of  the  people.  One  inter- 
esting fact  brought  out  by  the  figures 
on  the  books  of  the  highway  commission 
is  that  the  number  of  professional  oper- 
ators seems  to  be  relatively  decreasing. 
This  must  mean  that  owners  of  machines 
are  more  and  more  preferring  to  operate 
them  themselves.  Positively  here  is 
where  the  economy  comes  in,  but  it  may 
be  also  that  owners  are  finding  a  diver- 
sion in  the  operation  of  the  machines, 
which  cannot  be  had  in  the  capacity 
merely  of  a  passenger.  The  average 
American  business  man  is  fond  of  ma- 
chinery. As  an  automobile  owner  he  is 
inclined  to  acquaint  himself  with  the 
mechanism  of  these  machines,  not  only 
to  satisfy  this  fondness,  but  to  be  in  a 
better  position  to  repair  breakdowns  on 
the  road  or  otherwise.  And  in  the  oper- 
ation of  such  a  machine  one  is  able  to 
obtain  an  exaltation  of  spirit  from  the 
sense  conveyed  of  a  great  and  ready 
mastery  over  the  powers  of  Nature 
which  a  person  experiences  perhaps 
equally  well  whether  operating  an  auto- 
mobile or  running  a  locomotive  on  the 
railroad.

Massachusetts  crops  suffered  a  good 
deal  from  the  drouth  according  to  re- 
ports made  to  the  state  board  of  agricul- 
ture for  July.  Corn  was  brought  for- 
ward rapidly  by  the  extremely  hot 
weather,  but  later  suffered  from  the 
extreme  dryness.  It  is  believed,  how- 
ever, that  with  the  recent  rains  the 
crop  should  come  forward  and  make  a 
good  yield  in  all  sections  of  the  state. 
The  hay  crop  has  been  only  about  half 
normal  in  eastern  Massachusetts,  and 
three-fourths  in  the  western  section. 

The  rainfall  during  the  present  year 
has  been  very  small.  In  one  day  in  July 
there  was  nearly  three  inches  of  rain- 
fall, being  nearly  the  record  for  one 
day's  work  in  this  direction.  Few 
records  of  rainfall  are  reliable.  One  of 
the  best  records  of  the  country  has  been 
that  of  Samuel  Rodman  and  his  son  of 
New  Bedford,  kept  from  1814  to  1908. 
For  the  50  years  from  1814  to  1864,  this 
showed  an  average  of  4H  inches,  and 
for  the  44  years  from  18^4  to  1908, 
there  was  an  average  of  47  inches.

"Star  Chamber"  Proceeding's 

That  "  close  corporation,"  otherwise 
known  as  the  municipal  commission,  is 
becoming  rather  exclusive  in  conducting 
its  proceedings.  It  was  understood  that 
under  the  new  dispensation  we  were  to 
have  open  and  aboveboard  conduct  of 
the  city  government.  We  should  judge 
from  the  following  comments  of  the 
Daily  Item  that  the  municipal  commis- 
sioners are  hiding  themselves  from  the 
public: 

What  are  the  municipal  commissioners  afraid 
of?  At  the  beginning  of  the  year  the  idea 
was  advanced  that  there  were  to  be  no  "exec- 
utive sessions,"  so  called,  but  that  the  pro- 
ceedings were  to  be  open  to  the  public  and 
that  the  discussions  might  be  heard  by  who- 
ever was  disposed  to  attend  the  meetings. 
That  seems  to  have  been  a  mistaken  concep- 
tion of  the  attitude  of  the  commissioners,  for 
now  when  they  assemble  they  converse  to- 
gether in  tones  so  low  that  the  reporters,  who 
are  only  a  few  feet  distant,  are  unable  to  catch 
what  they  say.  Publicity  is  supposed  to  be 
the  safeguard  of  the  state  and  the  municipal- 
ity. Nothing  is  gained  by  attempting  to  keep 
the  knowledge  of  public  business  away  from 
the  people  who  created  the  commission.  The 
meetings  now  are  supposed  to  be  open,  and 
the  evident  intent  of  the  commissioners  to 
make  them  private  lays  them  open  to  criti- 
cism. If  it  is  desirable  to  have  a  private  con- 
sultation, hold  it  in  private,  but  when  a  meet- 
ing is  public  let  it  be  so.  Speak  up,  gentle- 
men.    There  is  nothing  to  fear.

There  has  been  a  marked  decrease  in 
browntail  and  gypsy  moths  in  this  vicin- 
ity this  year.  It  has  been  noticed  how 
few  are  hovering  around  the  street 
lamps  in  comparison  with  other  years. 
The  elm  tree  beetle  has  played  havoc 
with  trees  of  that  species  and  hundreds 
of  large  and  ornamental  trees  are  at 
present  almost  denuded  of  their  leaves, 
and  many  have  been  cut  down.  Early 
this  spring  a  quantity  of  germs  were 
secured  that  it  was  claimed  would  re- 
sult in  the  destruction  of  the  browntail 
moths  when  eaten  by  them,  and  also 
practically  destroy  the  eggs  laid  by  the 
female  after  she  had  partaken  of  the 
disease-breeding  stuff.  This  was  placed 
in  the  woods  and  in  different  parts  of 
the  city,  attached  in  bags  to  trees  be- 
yond the  reach  of  persons,  and  soon  the 
moths  were  attracted  to  it  and  it  ap- 
pears to  have  done  the  work.  The  par- 
asite fly  of  a  purple  tint,  set  free  to 
feast  on  the  gypsy  moths,  has  done  good 
work  in  Lynn  woods  and  surrounding 
country.  The  moths  have  disappeared 
in  great  numbers  and  in  the  woods  may 
be  found  at  present  on  only  cherry,  oak 
and  maple  trees,  and  the  eggs  are  being 
destroyed  by  this  fly  to  a  great  extent. 
There  is  a  new  pest  at  work  on  the 
chestnut  trees  in  Lynn.  Heretofore 
these  trees  have  been  immune.

Speaking  of  the  reasons  why  he  should 
be  named  for  governor,  Representative 
Norman  H.  White  said  to  a  Lynn  Re- 
view representative: 

"The  future  prosperity  of  New  Eng- 
land, and  particularly  Massachusetts, 
depends  upon  the  entrance  of  the  Grand 
Trunk  railroad  into  Boston  and  other 
cities.  New  England  has  been  delivered 
to  the  New  Haven  transportation  mo- 
nopoly, contrary  to  our  laws  and  our 
traditions.  While  I  am  not  opposed  to 
great  corporations  in  the  slightest  de- 
gree, I  am  opposed,  and  I  have  always 
strenuously  opposed,  the  annihilation  of 
transportation  competition.  I  am  un- 
able to  discover,  however,  that  either  of 
my  opponents  for  the  Republican  nomi- 
nation for  governor  have  opposed  the 
New  Haven  monopoly. 

"The  savings  bank  insurance  bill, 
drafted  by  Louis  D.  Brandeis,  received 
my  hearty  endorsement.  This  bill  has 
been  a  direct  benefit  already  to  some 
five  thousand  people  in  Massachusetts. 

"The  pension  bill  for  all  state  em- 
ployes upon  a  co-operative  basis  is,  I 
think,  in  large  measure  the  result  of  my 
efforts.  This  law  will  eliminate  much 
friction  in  the  future,  for  from  now  on 
the  state  employe  will  know  what  he 
may  expect  from  the  state,  added  to  his 
own  endeavors. 

"My  public  record,  I  think,  demon- 
strates conclusively  that  I  have  consist- 
ently and  persistently  made  every  effort 
to  benefit  the  people  of  the  state.  I  am 
against  the  control  of  our  state  by  any 
kind  of  monopoly.  Time  and  time  again 
I  have  demonstrated  this  fact  against 
the  most  severe  and  acute  opposition. 
No  machine  of  any  kind  has  ever  direct- 
ed my  politics,  and  I  can  truthfully  say 
that  I  am  not  controlled,  directly  or  in- 
directly, by  any  man,  by  any  men,  by 
any  interests,  or  by  politicians.  I  left 
my  business  and  entered  public  life 
solely  for  the  purpose  of  benefiting  the 
state. 

"  Some  of  the  citizens  of  Massachu- 
setts remember  my  endeavors  to  secure 
pure  milk.  They  will  remember  the  en- 
tire change  in  our  state  board  of  educa- 
tion, recommended  by  Governor  Draper 
and  put  through  the  legislature  by  me 
and  my  committee  when  I  was  chairman 
of  the  committee  on  education.  This 
bill  itself  is  of  lasting  benefit  to  the 


state,  as  it  provides  that  our  children 
shall  have  an  opportunity  of  acquiring  a 
trade  simultaneously  with  their  educa- 
tion and  not  be  compelled  to  pick  one  up 
as  best  they  can  after  leaving  school. 

' '  I  should  like  to  see  the  part-time  sys- 
tem adopted  in  Massachusetts  through- 
out the  entire  commonwealth,  so  that 
children  who  desired  mechanical  educa- 
tion could  work  part  of  the  time  at  their 
chosen  trade  and  spend  the  rest  of  their 
time  at  study  in  school.  Thus  the  two 
educations  would  be  blended  together 
and  the  student  upon  graduation  would 
have  a  well  founded  trade. 

"It  will  be  remembered  that  I  put 
through  the  Essex  County  Agricultural 
School  bill,  which  was  vetoed  by  the 
governor.  This  school  is  unanimously 
demanded  by  the  people  of  Essex  county 
and  the  project  was  endorsed  by  citizens 
jn  all  walks  of  life. 

"The  three  anti-tuberculosis  bills, 
passed  by  the  last  legislature  and  now 
law,  were  placed  in  my  charge.  I  did 
everything  in  my  power  to  accomplish 
the  passage  of  this  legislation.  I  spoke 
in  their  favor  on  the  floor  of  the  house, 
at  committee  hearings,  and  from  the 
public  platform  in  many  cities  and  towns 
throughout  the  state. 

"The  history  of  the  New  Haven's 
transportation  monopoly  is  not  a  sub- 
ject that  either  of  my  opponents  seem 
anxious  to  discuss.  That,  however,  is 
not  cause  for  surprise  to  me,  for  I  have 
been-  unable  to  discover  that  either  of 
them  opposed  in  the  slightest  degree 
the  creation  of  this  transportation  mo 
nopoly,  obtained  in  direct  defiance  of 
our  laws.  My  opposition  to  it,  however, 
is  well  known.  I  have  opposed  it  at 
every  step,  at  every  opportunity,  while 
I  watched  it  spread  its  spider's  web  on 
land  and  sea  and  secure  its  vise-like  grip 
on  the  finance  and  commerce  of  New 
England. 

"  For  the  past  five  years  I  have  been 
advocating  from  the  public  platform  in 
cities  and  towns  throughout  the  com- 
monwealth, without  any  assistance  from 
the  other  candidates  for  governor,  the 
entrance  of  the  Grand  Trunk  into  New 
England,  and  especially  into  Boston.  If 
elected  governor  I  will  do  all  in  my 
power  to  enable  it  to  enter  here.  Such 
action  will  benefit  the  whole  state. 

"My  stand  on  the  New  Haven  issue 
has  been  endorsed  by  the  shoe  industry 
of  New  England,  by  many  business  or- 
ganizations, and  by  organizations  of 
labor.     Public  sentiment  was  opposed 
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to  the  creation  of  the  Boston  Holding 
Company,  the  device  by  which  the  New 
Haven  secured  its  final  and  complete 
grip  upon  transportation,  and  public 
sentiment  will  refuse  further  prefer- 
ment to  those  responsible  for  forcing 
this  measure  upon  them,  and  also  to 
those  who  failed  to  lift  their  voice  or  in- 
fluence in  opposition. 

''Massachusetts  is  not  a  producing 
state.  Its  people  are  converters.  We 
import  raw  materials  and  export  the 
finished  product.  Our  very  existence, 
our  influence,  our  markets  and  our  pros- 
perity depend  upon  our  transportation 
facilities.  If  this  state  is  to  be  properly 
developed  its  transportation  facilities 
must  not  be  controlled  by  aliens,  foreign 
to  our  laws  and  traditions. 

"  During  my  legislative  career  I  have 
always  done  my  utmost  to  accomplish 
the  enactment  of  laws  that  I  believed 
would  operate  to  the  best  interest  of  the 
workingman.  My  own  book-bindery  in 
Cambridge  has  for  some  years  been 
upon  a  forty-eight  hour  per  week  basis. 
This  system  I  inaugurated  there  myself, 
wholly  voluntarily  and  upon  my  own  ini- 
tiative. It  was  not  done  as  the  result 
of  a  strike  or  even  of  a  request  from  my 
employes.  In  the  legislature  I  voted 
for  the  eight-hour  bill  and  also  for  the 
bill  which  limits  the  labor  of  women  and 
minors  employed  in  our  textile  indus- 
tries to  fifty-four  hours  per  week.  I 
have  given  of  the  best  that  was  in  me 
to  the  people's  cause  and,  if  the  people 
will  it,  will  continue  to  do  so." 

"What  was  the  happiest  moment  of 
your  life?"  asked  the  sweet  girl. 

"The  happiest  moment  of  my  life," 
answered  the  old  bachelor,  "was  when 
the  jeweller  took  back  an  engagement 
ring  and  gave  me  sleeve  links  in  ex- 
change."

Cong-ressioual  District 

A  special  committee  of  the  legislature 
has  the  matter  of  redistricting  in  charge 
and  during  the  summer  will  prepare  its 
report,  the  members  studying  maps  and 
figures  as  j-hcwing  the  {)0[)ulation  of 
cities,  wards  and  towns. 

Conditions  are  such  that  a  change  in 
the  makeup  of  the  seventh  district  must 
come,  it  is  believed,  and  possibly  Con- 
gressman Roberts  will  be  put  in  another 
district.  The  district  now  comprises 
Lynn,  Maiden,  Melrose,  Everett  and 
Chelsea,  cities,  and  the  towns  of  Re- 
vere, Stoneham,  Wakefield,  Saugus  and 
Nahant.  The  population  is  about  55,000 
in  excess  of  the  number  required  for  a 
district. 

Lynn  may  go  into  the  present  sixth 
district,  represented  by  Congressman 
Gardner,  but  in  that  case  several  cities 
and  towns  along  the  Merrimac  will  have 
to  go  into  another  district.  The  indica- 
tions are.  It  is  said,  that  Chelsea  and 
Revere  will  go  toward  making  up  a  dis- 
trict having  Winthrop  and  several  Bos- 
ton wards  in  its  makeup. 

By  some  the  formation  of  districts  has 
been  considered  somewhat  peculiar  in 
the  past.  While  Lynn  is  in  the  seventh 
Swampscott  is  in  the  sixth  and  Lynn- 
field  in  the  fifth,  the  latter  being  repre- 
sented by  Congressman  Ames. 

Politicians  in  this  city  look  for  a  de- 
cided change  in  the  districts.  The  two 
changes  in  the  past  twenty  years  have 
removed  Boston  wards  In  1891  wards 
3,  4  and  5,  Boston,  were  with  Lynn,  and 
in  the  1901  change  were  taken  away. 
yf 

A  Lynn  gentleman  was  speaking  about 
trading  at  home  the  other  day,  when  he 
related  an  experience.

The  smooth  paving  on  Oxford  street 
is  a  desirable  improvement,  but  why 
work  should  be  done  here  and  important 
trunk  line  streets  overlooked,  reflects 
upon  the  judgment  of  the  Municipal 
Council.  There  are  streets  in  wretched 
condition  where  one  hundred  vehicles 
use  the  thoroughfares  to  one  on  Oxford 
street,  as  for  instance.  Market  street 
from  State  to  Sea  street.  It  is  encour- 
aging to  note  that  Market  street  at  the 
B.  and  M.  crossing  has  been  made  pass- 
able. Why  side  streets  like  Oxford, 
Willow  and  Tremont  streets  (and  many 
others)  should  be  finely  manicured,  and 
largely  travelled  streets  be  utterly  neg- 
lected, is  hard  to  fathom. 

There  are  numerous  examples  going 
to  show  there  is  a  marked  decadence  in 
the  stage.  Signs  abound  all  about  us. 
One  in  particular  was  noted  last  month. 
For  many  years  the  historic  Boston 
theatre  opened  its  season  with  the  de- 
lightful Chanfrau  in  "  Kit,  the  Arkansas 
Traveller."  In  striking  contrast,  what 
show  opened  this  great  playhouse  last 
month?  "  The  Girl  in  the  Taxi, "  an  in- 
sipid, suggestive  mixture  copied  from 
the  French.  Many  people  would  call  it 
unclean,  but  it  was  not  sufficiently  so  to 
be  a  success  on  Broadway.  Both  the 
church  and  stage,  sad  to  say,  are  losing 
their  influence  for  good! 

It  is  very  encouraging  to  note  that 
the  municipal  council  is  not  to  be  walked 
upon  by  the  Boston  and  Maine  railroad 
in  connection  with  the  now  illegally  pro- 
posed temporary  tracks  across  Market 
and  Washington  streets  and  Central 
square.

Those  people  who  saw  in  the  great 
New  England  railroad  consolidations  of 
the  New  Haven  company  a  scheme  to 
aggrandize  the  stockholders  will  note 
the  result  which  has  followed  in  the 
quotations  of  the  stocks  involved.  New 
Haven  shares  have  gone  down  to  134  the 
past  month,  or  within  a  very  few  points 
of  the  panic  price  of  1907.  Boston  and 
Maine  shares  on  the  dividend  reduction 
have  fallen  from  a  recent  high  of  153  to 
a  low  of  101,  and  now  hang  around  105. 
Maine  Central  shares,  on  the  dividend 
reduction,  have  fallen  from  a  recent 
high  of  218  to  a  low  of  140  this  year. 
The  New  Haven's  annual  report  is  evi- 
dently going  to  show  a  failure  to  earn 
the  dividend,  and  the  future  of  its  rate 
is  becoming  more  in  doubt  than  ever. 
It  is  clear  that  so  far  the  consolidations 
have  not  benefited  the  ownership  af- 
fected. 


Dr.  Charles  B.  Frothingham  deserves 
the  hearty  support  of  Republican  voters 
in  the  ward  five  district  for  representa- 
tive.

This  talk  by  certain  shareholders  in 
the  West  End  Railway  Co.  who  object 
to  a  merger  with  the  Elevated,  to  the 
effect  that  if  those  who  object  to  con- 
solidation on  a  seven  per  cent,  basis  are 
not  allowed  to  have  their  way,  then  the 
West  End  Co.  may  operate  a  system  of 
its  own,  will  hardly  be  taken  seriously, 
says  the  Banker  and  Tradesman.  The 
West  End  shareholders  get  enough  when 
they  get  what  has  been  offered  to  them 
and  they  are  by  no  means  the  whole 
thing  in  the  Boston  street  railway  line. 
It  will  not  do  for  them  to  be  too  bump- 
tious. Another  legislature  will  be  in 
session  in  a  little  more  than  four  months 
and  there  is  no  knowing  what  it  may  do 
to  people  who  are  not  satisfied  with  a 
good  thing  when  it  is  handed  out  to 
them.  It  is  a  reasonably  true  saying 
that  "when  you  have  got  something 
pretty  good,  don't  try  to  look  for  some- 
thing better." 

We  notice  that  the  interstate  com- 
merce commission  has  notified theBoston 
and  Maine  Railroad  that  it  must  take 
better  care  of  its  locomotives  It  is 
about  time  that  somebody  in  authority 
had  a  word  to  say  to  this  thick-skinned 
railroad  regarding  its  rolling  stock. 
When  the  interstate  commerce  commis- 
sion gets  through  with  the  locomotives 
they  should  tackle  a  few  of  the  passen- 
ger cars  of  the  vintage  of  1840  and  1850. 

When  a  hot  wave  is  reported  from  the 
Arctic  things  are  getting  serious.  For 
the  first  time  in  years  there  is  no  ice 
along  the  coast  of  Siberia.  It  should  be 
a  good  season  for  the  northwest  pass- 
age.

Gov.  Foss  and  Political  Favor 
The  appointment  of  Frederick  J.  Mac- 
leod  as  chairman  of  the  Massachusetts 
railroad  commission  must  be  regarded 
as  Gov.  Foss'  way  of  paying  an  awkward 
political  debt.  Mr.  Macleod  was  the 
governor's  campaign  manager,  and  on 
that  account  he  has  seemed  to  think 
that  he  was  entitled  to  something  very 
good,  says  the  Springfield  Republican. 

Even  a  judgeship  in  the  superior  court 
was  considered  as  a  possibility  at  one 
time,  and  Mr.  Macleod  may  have  believed 
that  judgeships  should  be  the  reward  of 
party  service.  It  is  to  Gov.  Foss'  credit 
that  he  would  not  risk  Mr.  Macleod  on 
the  bench,  but  in  appointing  him  chair- 
man of  the  state  railroad  commission,  as 
the  successor  of  a  man  who  was  indeed 
well  fitted  for  judicial  honors,  the  gov- 
ernor has  done  a  vicious  thing.  The 
railroad  commission  no  less  than  the 
bench  should  never  be  degraded  by  ap- 
pointments made  to  cancel  pressing 
political  obligations. 

We  do  not  desire  to  be  fussy,  but 
would  rather  question  the  judgment 
which  decides  for  a  partisan  political 
conference  in  the  Y.  M.  C.  A.  rooms.

The  Building  ot  Apartment  Hoiises 

There  is,  perhaps,  something  further 
to  be  said  on  the  relation  of  apartment 
houses  to  fine  residence  streets.  There 
are  two  questions  involved.  How  much 
injury  does  an  apartment  house  work  to 
such  a  street?  How  far  is  a  man  war- 
ranted in  going,  to  the  detriment  of  such 
a  street,  in  order  that  he  may  find  a 
good  investment  for  his  money?  The 
answers  to  both  must  be  somewhat 
definite.  There  are  streets  in  this  city 
which  would  be  seriously  harmed  by  the 
erection  on  them  of  an  apartment  house 
of  any  description.  These  streets  are 
attractive  not  only  on  account  of  their 
location,  but  because  they  are  streets  of 
quiet,  comfortable  homes,  says  the 
Springfield  Republican.  An  apartment 
block,  however  luxurious,  would  rob 
them  of  the  distintive  quality  that  gives 
them  their  charm.  Take  a  particular 
case:  A  rnan  buys  a  lot  in  one  of  the 
finest  sections  of  the  city  and  builds  on 
it  a  good  house,  in  keeping  with  those 
of  his  neighbors.  He  has  paid  hand- 
somely for  comfort  and  privacy  in  his 
home,  but  he  has  neglected  one  little 
formality.  He  has  not  entered  into  an 
ironclad  agreement  with  his  neighbors 
that  the  land  in  that  vicinity  shall  not 
be  used  for  any  other  purpose  than  pri- 
vate residences,  and  he  suddenly  finds 
that  his  next  door  neighbor  has  sold  to 
a  party  who  is  to  build  a  big  block  that 
will  forever  spoil  the  beauty  of  his  own 
home.  He  has  no  recourse.  The  law 
permits  the  erection  of  the  block.  If  he 
is  wealthy  he  may,  perhaps,  be  able  to 
buy  the  builder  off,  but  he  is  forced  into 
an  investment  that  he  does  not  want: 
or  it  may  be  that  he  cannot  afford  to  put 
more  money  in  and  must  stand  by  and 
see  his  home  ruined.  There  is  further- 
more the  harm  to  the  community.  A 
city's  residential  streets  largely  deter- 
mine its  attractiveness.  It  is  a  pleasure 
to  everybody  to  walk  along  streets  bor- 
dered by  handsome  places,  in  which 
pride  of  citizenship  is  clearly  apparent. 
How  much  of  that  charm  is  left  when 
every  other  lot  is  occupied  by  a  big 
block? 

George  J.  Rouleau  was  in  love  with 
his  art.  He  was  an  ardent  musician  and 
a  true  and  loyal  friend.  He  made  life 
sweeter  and  purer  for  all  with  whom  he 
came  in  contact.  To  die  at  such  an 
early  age  was  sad  indeed  for  those  he 
left  behind,  and  special  sympathy  goes 
to  his  young  wife  of  only  14  months. 
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The  "Victim"  of  Gray  Hairs 
We  were  told  the  other  day  about  a 
young  man  who  is  so  very  particular  to 
conceal  his  gray  hairs  that  he  has  them 
touched  up  every  few  weeks.  It  is  a 
freak  of  nature  with  him  and  he  does 
not  appreciate  the  operation.  He  feels 
that  gray  hairs  will  seriously  interfere 
with  him  in  many  directions,  but  he 
should  take  courage  even  if  he  does  pos- 
sess the  wrong  idea.  We  saw  a  young 
woman,  said  to  be  twenty-six  years  of 
age,  and  with  her  florid  complexion  car- 
ried all  gray  hair,  said  to  be  her  own, 
and  we  do  not  remember  of  ever  looking 
upon  a  much  more  attractive  headgear. 
We  also  noticed  the  other  day  a  Boston 
policeman,  rugged  and  strong,  thirty 
years  of  age,  carrying  a  head  covered 
with  gray  hairs.  He  did  not  seem  to 
mind  the  work  of  nature,  which  usually 
is  kindly  to  the  extent  of  touching  up  the 
complexion  at  the  time  the  hair  grows 
gray,  and  that  very  much  relieves  the 
situation.  We  hope  the  Lynn  young 
man  who  deplores  gray  hairs  at  such  an 
early  age  will  take  renewed  courage 
from  what  we  have  written. 

The  fairness  and  good  judgment  char- 
acterizing the  Lynn  Gas  and  Electric 
Co.  in  carrying  out  its  lighting  contract 
with  the  city  was  well  exemplified  on 
the  evening  of  August  11,  when  there 
was  an  in  and  out  moon,  it  being  a 
cloudy  night.  Under  the  terms  of  the 
contract  the  lights  are  not  supposed  to 
shine  on  a  moonlight  night,  but  with  the 
orb  shining  only  one-half  of  the  time 
the  lighting  company  gave  the  city  the 
benefit  of  the  doubt  and  illuminated  the 
streets  just  the  same  as  if  the  moon 
was  not  supposed  to  shine.  If  all  public 
service  corporations  carried  out  their 
contracts  and  obligations  as  does  the 
Lynn  Gas  and  Electric  Co.,  companies 
of  this  character  would  be  in  more  favor 
with  the  public.

Was  that  a  rally  or  a  wake  that 
Representative  Cotter  recently  held  in 
West  Lynn  ? 

If  it's  hard  times  we  are  to  have  in 
the  year  before  a  presidential  election, 
then  "Republican  luck"  is  indeed  all  in. 


The  Elks'  clock  would  be  of  great 
public  service  if  it  could  only  be  depen- 
ded upon.     It  appears  to  be  neglected. 


Nahant  street  as  a  residential  thor- 
oughfare is  losing  some  of  its  charm. 
On  a  recent  Sunday,  on  this  street, 
ninety  motor  cars  passed  within  fifteen 
minutes. 

The  lid  was  never  on  tighter  in  Lynn 
than  under  the  present  administration, 
showing  that  Chief  Burckes  serving 
under  a  mayor  who  honestly  means  to 
enforce  the  law  can  deliver  the  goods.

The 
business  men's  License  League  will  also 
be  on  the  job.  It  is  said  to  have  some 
new  argument  for  a  "  Yes  "  vote. 

The  license  advocates  hope  to  get  a 
"yes"  vote  by  the  closing  up  of  all  the 
liquor  clubs,  while  on  the  other  hand  the 
no  license  advocates  are  utilizing  the 
situation  to  prove  their  contention  that 
no  license  in  the  hands  of  honest  officials 
can  be  enforced. 


Why  not  pay  the  school  teachers  the 
advance  in  salary  they  were  promised, 
if  the  policemen  and  firemen  are  paid 
an  increase  (which,  no  doubt,  they  de- 
serve) which  has  never  been  promised? 
Politicians  are  likely  to  give  pi'ecedence 
to  fire  and  police  when  favors  are  being 
granted. 

It  is  claimed  that  one  of  the  candi- 
dates for  representative  seeking  the 
Democratic  nomination  is  illegally 
assessed  and  registered  and  conse- 
quently disqualified  from  being  put  upon 
the  official  ballot  for  the  primaries, 
statements  of  city  officials  involved  to 
the  contrary,  notwithstanding. 

Probation  Officer  Colby  ought  to 
shed  that  overcoat  and  derby  hat  in  his 
photographs.  Take  our  advice,  Charles, 
and  go  over  to  the  rogue's  gallery  and 
have  a  good  picture  taken,  minus  the 
"  lid"  and  the  "  Benjamin."  Probation 
Officer  Colby  makes  an  ideal  official,  but 
this  particular  photo  does  him  a  rank 
injustice. 

Out  in  San  Francisco  they  seem  to 
have  solved  the  problem  of  municipal 
joy  riding.  Hereafter,  all  machines 
belonging  to  the  city  are  to  be  painted 
a  distinctive  uniform  color  and  in  addi- 
tion will  have  the  name  of  the  depart- 
ment to  which  it  is  assigned  painted  on 
it  in  letters  that  can  be  read  a  block 
away.  They  should  do  this  in  some  of 
our  municipal  departments.  One  Lynn 
department  head,  formerly  a  council- 
man with  a  penchant  for  raiding  city 
joy  riders  now  rolls  about,  so  they  tell 
us,  almost  every  Sunday,  in  a  city  motor. 
Probably  he  would  say,  if  questioned, 
that  he  was  engaged  in  city  work. 
That  is  what  they  all  say  ! 

Notwithstanding  the  direful  predic- 
tions of  a  couple  of  managers  of  Ex- 
Mayor  Rich'sin  the  recent  "morality" 
campaign,  (themselves  being  of  the 
same  creed  and  race  as  Mayor  Connery,) 
to  the  effect  that  his  election  would 
mean  the  abolishing  of  the  public 
schools,  we  are  pleased  to  note  that  the 
public  schools  opened  with  an  overflow 
of  school  children.  The  new  classical 
high  school  opened  its  doors  for  the 
first  time,  and  with  indications  that  the 
fall  enrollments  in  public  schools  will 
break  all  previous  records.  But  such 
are  the  ways  adopted  to  create  senti- 
ment by  cheap  politicians.

tation in  this  way  over  all  these  lines. 
The  New  Haven  and  Boston  and  Maine 
sell  500-mile  books  at  $10  each,  but  the 
Maine  Central  clings  to  the  old  practice 
of  selling  nothing  smaller  than  a  $20 
1000-mile  book.  Thus  tourists  and  busi- 
ness men  having  occasion  to  patronize 
the  lines  of  all  three  companies  and 
wishing  to  take  advantage  of  the  two- 
cent  rate  must  invest  $40  at  the  start; 
yet,  as  the  Fitchburg  Sentinel  says, 
these  roads  are  to-day  one  system,  and 
"  if  these  combinations  are  permitted 
by  the  public  through  their  legislatures 
the  public  as  well  as  the  corporations 
should  receive  some  benefit  now  and 
then."  That  is  so.  Each  and  all  of 
these  companies  should  sell  mileage 
books  good  on  each  and  all  of  their  lines.

And  further— before 
putting  an  arch  on  Sea  street  make  it 
decent  and  safe  for  travel.  All  of  the 
summer  the  street  has  been  wretched, 
with  '  'cradles' '  and  other  defects.  Lynn 
streets,  generally  speaking,  are  a  dis- 
grace to  the  city,  and  Sea  street  in  par- 
ticular. 

It  may  be  good  financing,  but  some 
Lynn  citizens  beg  to  differ  with  the  mu- 
nicipal council — receive  $1L000  for  land 
sold  by  the  city  and  use  the  amount  for 
current  expenses  in  the  building  of  side- 
walks. If  an  individual  did  such  a  thing 
it  would  be  called  poor  business.

William  J;  Locke  is  one  of  the  most 
popular  of  the  novelists  of  the  day,  and 
his  "Beloved  Vagabond,"  "Simon  the 
Jester"  and  "Septimus"  have  been 
read  with  keen  delight  everywhere. 
His  latest  novel,  "The  Glory  of  Clem- 
entina," is  regarded  by  many  as  the 
best  thing  he  has  done  and  contains  a 
strong  portrayal  of  feminine  character 
in  the  story  of  the  heroine  Clementina, 
while  the  other  characters  are  all  inter- 
esting as  types  of  human  nature.  So 
many  trashy  books  are  put  on  the  mar- 
ket today,  that  it  is  a  positive  pleasure 
to  get  hold  of  one  that  not  only  holds 
one's  interest  because  of  the  novelty  of 
the  plot,  but  is  also  "worth  while"  as 
a  literary  production.  Clementina  had 
her  disappointment  in  a  love  affair,  and 
was  inclined  thereafter  to  look  upon  her 
fellow  men  and  women,  as  entitled  to 
little  notice.  Being  a  talented  artist, 
she  gave  up  her  time  to  her  art,  but 
after  a  series  of  interesting  incidents 
and  adventures  was  led  to  see  that  she 
was  mistaken  in  her  estimate  of  human- 
ity and  that  after  all  there  was  con- 
siderable good  in  some  of  her  acquaint- 
ances. "The  Glory  of  Clementina  "  is 
a  book  that  is  well  worth  reading. 

Recent  rains  have  added  materially 
to  the  supply  of  water  in  the  ponds, 
and  it  is  now  estimated  that  there  is 
sufficient  water  in  the  storage  basins  to 
provide  a  supply  for  200  days.  There  is 
no  possibility  now,  so  the  water  depart- 
ment officials  maintain,  of  any  serious 
danger  of  a  shortage  of  water,  and  if 
the  rainfall  throughout  the  winter  is 
normal,  the  ponds  should  be  much  high- 
er in  the  spring  than  was  the  case  this 
year. 

Last  year  31  aeroplanists  were  killed, 
and  this  year  49  so  far  have  met  with 
death.  The  increasing  fatalities  do  not 
indicate  that  aviation  is  becoming  more 
dangerous,  but  that  the  number  of  aero- 
planists is  increasing.  Probably  we  are 
getting  nearer  to  the  solution  of  the 
problem  of  flying  with  comparative 
safety,  but  up  to  date  the  occupation  of 
the  "sky  pilot"  remains  a  terribly  risky 
one.

The   conservative   Boston  Transcript 
says: 

In  high  banking  circles  the  feeling  prevails 
that  the  withdrawal  of  Mr.  Mellen  would  pave 
the  way  for  a  more  friendly  relation  between 
the  New  Haven  system  and  the  public.  Bank- 
ers who  have  been  closely  identified  with  im- 
portant New  Haven  financing  deny  knowledge 
of  Mr.  Mellen's  withdrawal,  but  it  is  very  sig- 
nificant that  the  view  should  be  expressed 
that  if  this  report  were  true  it  would  be  good 
news  for  the  New  Haven. 

The  feeling  has  long  been  entertained,  both 
in  railroad  and  in  banking  circles,  that  the 
policy  which  the  New  Haven  was  pursuing 
under  the  direction  of  Mr.  Mellen  was  need- 
lessly calculated  to  alienate  the  good  will  of 
the  public  and  to  some  extent  of  other  rail- 
roads with  which  the  New  Haven  has  to  do 
business. 

Many  have  put  the  blame  of  this  squarely  on 
the  shoulders  of  the  president  of  the  company, 
however  much  others  ought  rightfully  to  share 
the  responsibility  with  him. 

Also  in  this  connection  the  following 
opinion  by  Finance  Commissioner  Turn- 
bull  of  this  city  is  interesting: 

After  many,  many  efforts  to  get  something 
for  the  city  of  Lynn,  we  managed  to  secure 
the  assent  of  President  Mellen  to  the  retention 
of  Silsbee  street,  and  now  that  we  have  been 
beaten  to  a  pulp  on  depression  we  have  not 
even  the  time  to  examine  our  bruises  when  we 
find  we  are  wounded  in  a  new  spot  by  the  Sils- 
bee street  fizzle.

Oaklaudvale  Farm  Milk 
The  one  obstacle  which  Oaklandvale 
Farm  finds  in  the  delivery  of  perfect 
milk  lies  in  the  practice  of  putting  out 
the  milk  in  the  night  during  the  summer 
months.  Oaklandvale  Farm  milk  is 
cooled,  aerated  and  bottled  within  10 
minutes  after  it  comes  from  the  cows. 
It  is  then  put  into  the  refrigerator  and 
retained  at  a  temperature  of  40  degrees. 
It  is  then  taken  to  Lynn  in  boxes  fully 
iced  and  arrives  at  its  destination  in 
perfect  condition.  But  the  next  step  is 
to  put  it  upon  the  porch  of  the  customers 
where  it  sometimes  remains  four  or  five 
hours  in  hot  weather  without  ice.  The 
only  method  of  preventing  some  of  the 
milk  souring  under  these  conditions  is 
to  use  formaldehyde,  and  this  they  are 
unwilling  to  do.  If  this  difficulty  is  ex- 
perienced with  milk  fresh  from  the  cow, 
what  must  be  the  experience  of  dealers 
in  milk  more  than  24  hours  old  and 
brought  from  long  distances  and  from 
indiscriminate  dairies  in  the  country? 
The  night  deliveries  seem  to  be  urged 
by  many  customers,  and  it  is  a  high 
tribute  to  the  character  of  the  milk  that 
there  has  been  so  little  difficulty  even 
during  the  past  exceptional  summer. 
Nevertheless,  they  are  thinking  serious- 
ly of  abandoning  the  night  delivery  an- 
other year  and  delivering  all  milk  during 
the  daytime  throughout  the  year,  so 
that  it  can  be  taken  directly  into  the 
house,  and  they  will  be  glad  to  discuss 
this  question  with  their  patrons  during 
the  coming  season.  During  the  fall  and 
winter  months,  of  course,  there  is  no 
diflRculty  of  this  kind,  but  they  ask  gen- 
eral co-operation  in  solving  any  prob- 
lems that  arise  respecting  the  perfec- 
tion of  the  milk  supply. 

The  people  will  be  called  on  to  vote  on 
an  amendment  to  the  constitution  at  the 
November  election,  the  question  being 
the  use  of  voting  machines.  The  amend- 
ment provides  that  "Voting  machines 
or  other  mechanical  devices  may  be  used 
at  all  elections  under  such  regulations 
as  may  be  prescribed  by  law;  provided, 
however,  that  the  right  of  secret  voting 
shall  be  preserved."  It  is  to  be  ex- 
pected that  the  amendment  will  be 
adopted  by  the  voters,  and  if  this  proves 
to  be  the  case  one  of  the  important 
questions  to  be  considered  by  the  next 
legislature  will  be  the  regulation  of  the 
use  of  these  devices.

Only  during  two  years  of  the  past 
half  century  or  of  the  past  60  years  has 
the  Boston  &  Maine  paid  dividends  at 
as  low  a  rate  as  4  per  cent.  One  of 
those  years  was  1S65,  when  a  4  per  cent 
rate  followed  a  previous  12  per  cent  and 
was  immediately  succeeded  by  nine  and 
then  ten  per  cent.  The  other  was  the 
panic  year  of  1893,  before  which  for 
years  the  rate  had  ranged  from  8  to  10 
per  cent.  By  1894  the  company  was 
back  to  6  per  cent  and  continued  there 
until  1900,  when  the  rate  went  to  7, 
falling  again  to  6  after  the  panic  of 
1907.  The  cause  of  the  present  reduc- 
tion is  not  hard  to  find.  The  company 
has  suffered  a  great  decline  in  net  earn- 
ings of  late.  Its  March  net  was  less 
than  half  that  of  the  month  last  year, 
and  its  net  for  the  first  quarter  of  this 
year  was  only  $7,536,671,  against  $9,- 
308,851  in  the  same  time  last  year. 
This  is  evidently  not  due  to  loss  of 
traffic,  since  gross  earnings  for  the 
quarter  were  a  little  larger  than  a 
year  ago.  Augmented  expenses  must 
afford  the  explanation,  but  how  it  hap- 
pens that  they  should  be  so  much  above 
those  of  a  year  ago  is  not  as  clear  as  it 
might  be.  At  all  events,  the  Boston  & 
Maine  is  evidently  to  prove  a  burden  to 
the  New  Haven  for  awhile.  For  much 
of  the  Boston  &  Maine  common  stock 
now  held  by  the  Boston  Holding  Com- 
pany the  New  Haven  paid  $140  a  share; 
for  some  it  paid  as  high  as  $154  and 
$155.  It  was  below  100  the  past  month, 
the  reported  lowest  figure  for  33  years. 

The  Boston  &  Maine  Railroad  Com- 
pany in  its  annual  report  for  the  year 
ended  June  30,  1911,  shows  a  deficit  of 
$1,602,983  after  payment  of  dividends, 
as  compared  with  a  surplus  in  1910  of 
$783,260. 

Mayor  Fitzgerald  severely  condemned 
the  Boston  &  Maine's  method  of  busi- 
ness in  discussing  the  drop  in  the  prices 
of  B  &  M  stock,  which  for  the  first 
time  in  33  years  is  selling  below  par. 
"If  the  business  of  the  city  during  my 
administration  had  beeu  conducted  in 
the  manner  that  the  Boston  &  Maine 
has  run  its  affairs,"  he  said,  "I  would 
be  taken  out  and  hanged  in  effigy. 
Their  expenses  have  gone  np  to  $7,000, 
000,  while  the  receipts  are  only  $5,000, 
000.  And  then  they  come  to  the  city 
demanding  that  it  makes  many  im- 
provements."

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The  construction  of  a  new  steel  rail- 
road bridge  across  the  Saugus  river  by 
the  Boston  &  Maine  railroad,  which  in- 
tends to  replace  the  old  wooden  bridge, 
will  be  a  material  advantage  to  the 
General  Electric  Company  in  receiving 
supplies  by  water.  With  the  comple- 
tion of  the  new  bridge,  which  will  have 
a  draw  much  wider  than  the  old  bridge, 
the  General  Electric  Company  proposes 
to  erect  storage  sheds  close  to  its  wharf 
for  the  reception  of  supplies  which  now 
reach  Lynn  by  rail.  It  will  be  possible 
for  large  boats  to  reach  the  company's 
dock  and  freight  can  be  more  conven- 
iently handled  than  in  the  company's 
railroad  yards.  The  bridge  will  be  one 
of  the  best  constructed  along  the  Bos- 
ton &  Maine  system  and  it  is  so  planned 
that   four   tracks   can  be  laid  over  the

Up  to  the  pre- 
sent time,  however,  the  Mayor's 
glasses,  when  looking  in  this  direction, 
are  smoky.  It  is  also  said  that  Ward 
3  could  furnish  ex-aldermen  Annis  or 
McKenna  for  the  position  if  necessary. 

The  resignation  of  Mr.  Cummings  is 
to  be  regretted,  as  he  would  be  an  ideal 
man  for  the  place  in  the  event  of  Lynn 
voting  license,  and  the  license  people 
could  use  to  advantage  his  membership 
on  the  board  as  a  good  argument  for 
license.  His  retirement  eliminates  one 
reason  at  least  in  favor  of  license — 
Commissioners  Higgins  and  Tapper  are 
still  on  the  job,  and  hope  lor  a  license 
vote. 


One  of  the  great  mysteries  of  the  day 
is  who  is  really  behind  the  liquor  cases 
against  the  high  class  hotels  and  clubs 
that  are  being  prosecuted  by  Attorney 
Felix  W.  McGettrick  of  Boston.  We 
see  no  reason  why  they  should  have  any 
more  rights  than  anybody  else  to  vio- 
late the  law,  no  matter  who  is  behind 
the  prosecution. 

The  fireman  and  policemen  all  get  one 
day  off  in  a  certain  number  of  days,  but 
Michael  Reardon,  who  chaperons  police 
officers  Remsen  and  Hall  in  and  about 
Central  Square  every  night,  never  gets 
a  night  off.  Too  bad  he  does  not  come 
within  the  police  pension  bill.

Mr.  Bauer's  Iiost  Opportunity 

The  depression  bill  might  have  gone 
through  if  President  Bauer  of  the 
Board  of  Trade,  instead  of  having  that 
alleged  interview  with  the  American 
at  Boston,  had  at  that  moment  just 
turned  the  management  of  the  depres- 
sion bill  over  to  Judge  Lummus  and 
Associate  Justice  O'Brien  of  the  district 
court.  They  displayed  tact,  skill  and 
various  degrees  of  persuasion  in  steer- 
ing through  the  new  district  court  bill 
and  Mr.  Bauer  should  take  his  hat  off  to 
them.  They  engineered  the  job  so  that 
Judge  Lummus  legislated  $10  per  week 
more  on  to  his  salary,  and  Mr.  O'Brien 
secured  the  new  associate  justiceship 
provided  for  in  the  bill.  President 
Bauer  could  not  get  his  bill  through  the 
senate  while  the  new  district  court  bill 
went  flying  through  the  upper  branch. 
Governor  Foss  had  some  misgivings 
about  this  new  district  court  bill  that 
was  lobbied  through  in  twentieth 
century  fashion,  and  he  backed  up  in 
the  traces  and  was  about  to  veto  the 
bill  because  there  were  features  about 
it  that  did  not  meet  his  approval. 
Finally,  however,  the  interests  behind 
the  bill  prevailed  upon  him  not  to  veto 
it.  He  could  not  be  forced  to  affix  his 
signature  to  the  bill,  and  thus  the  bill 
creating  our  new  famous  district  court 
for  southern  Essex,  not  being  vetoed 
within  the  time  limit,  became  a  law, 
without  the  signature  or  approval  of 
the  governor.  We  hope  that  Mr. 
Bauer  will  not  lose  another  opportunity 
like  this.  ^
